Union Ix>cal 800 of tiic Public Works Department "walked out" Thursday afternoon 
after a mass meeting at the Hawthorn Playground in Nonantum. 

Union Council Official Michael Botelho denied the action was an official strike. He 
would not say how long the action will last. 

The vote of the nearly 500 members to strike was unanimous. Other city unions had 
not decided at 1 p.m. whether or not to go out with Local 800. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said the city is investigating "all legal avenues" and will 
probably request a court injunction against the union. 

Municipal workers are forbidden by law to strike.

The compromise that wasn't

Before an audience of city workers, 
union officials, and aldermen expecting 
to be presented with a plan for rubbish 
collection that would save 36 jobs, Mayor 
Theodore Mann Wednesday night 
reversed his reported position of less than 


24 hours earlier and stuck with his in¬ 
tention to go to a private contractor. 

The union membership on Tuesday 
voted to accept the so-called Plan B, 
which would have continued city 
collection with less than half the com¬ 
plement of workers formerly used, all of 


whom were cut trom the budget by Mayor 
Mann early this year. 

The plan had been urged on the mayor 
by the Board of Aldermen after it refused 
to fund a five-year rubbish collection 
contract. 

At a special meeting of the Board 
Tuesday night, the aldermen again in¬ 
dicated, following the acceptance of Plan 
B by the union, that it would approve Plan 
B if it were submitted by the mayor. 

Union officials stated at the Tuesday 
night meeting that the union 
unequivocally accepted the plan, which 
would use 36 men to collect rubbish, a 
new kind of collection vehicle, and a 
reduction in number of routes to 10. 

Aid. Richard Bullwinklc said Thursday 
that in a letter to members of the Board 
previous to Tuesday's union vote, the 
union indicated that it would also forego a 
wage increase in the first year of a new 
two-year contract and accept a wage 


opener at the beginning of the second 
year. 

But at the public meeting Tuesday 
night, no mention was made of foregoing 
collective bargaining on wages the first 
year. Union council representative 
Michael Botelho, promised that the three 
conditions of the new plan — the number 
of men to be retained, type of vehicle, and 
number of routes — would not be brought 
into collective bargaining by the union. 

Aid. Sidney Small spoke to the mayor 
on the phone Tuesday night and came 
back to the Board to report that the 
mayor would have figures ready on 
Wednesday on what everyone thought 
would be Plan B and what everyone 
expected to vote on in a quick meeting. 

Instead, Mayor Mann appeared to 
speak to the Board and told them he had 
changed his mind and would not accept 
Plan B.

NCE panel blasts Committee

Leaders of the Newton Teachers 
Association and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce emphasized the side effects of the 
first six months of the current School 
Committee's actions at a panel 
discusssion Wedensday night. 

Former school teacher and Secretary 
of State Paul Guzzi, the moderator of the 
Newton Citizens for Education panel, 
admitted the discussion was unfrtuantely 
onesided without the prescnc of Aider- 
men Edward Richmond and Sidney Small 
who were at the special Board of 
Aldermen meeting on trash, newton' 

Metropolitan Planning Project Coor¬ 
dinator Audrey Melick cxplaied how the 
School Committee discontinued the 
Angier-Ellis Metropairways program as 
the third member of the panel present, 
and State Representative David 
Mofenson spoke from the audience tu 
assure the 80 people present that court- 
ordered busing from Boston to suurban 
towns is “at this point extremely 
unlikely." 

Chamber of Commerce Executive vice- 
president Lewis Songer and Newton 
Teachers Association President Joan 

Warner were most critical of the Com¬ 


mittee that was seated in January. 

Songer called for more "civilized" 
manners from Committee members and 
the audience, and calling the debates full 
of "acrimony." 

He wants the School Committee to 
spend less time meddling with ad¬ 
ministration and curriculum matters and 
more time making policy decisions, such 
as deciding at what point a small school 
should be closed. 

He sees the school system "being at¬ 
tacked from within," and laments the 
open discussion of individual teacher 
performance. 

“We must continue the quest for 
educational excellence' or we will 
decline," he said, "and 1 haven't seen 
much of that quest by the new Com¬ 
mittee." 

He feels the Committee did not have a 
mandate from the voters to pass a zero- 
perceitt increase budget' and prefers a 
controlled budget increase to a reduction 
of school quality. He said it was 
unrealistic for the majorit of the Com¬ 
mittee to think it will not raise taxes, cut 
programs, or close schools all at the same 
time. 

NTA President Joan Warner related 
the difficult feelings teachers have coped 


with resulting from actions of the new 
Committee. 

Reorganization of schools to work with 
smaller staffs has resulted in "un¬ 
certainty, considerable frustration, 
change, and adjustment' with morale 
being low at times,” she said. 

With the many questions at School 
Committee meetings about staff ap¬ 
pointments and new programs, 
"sometimes teachers feel their 
professional opinion is not valued," she 
said. 

The NTA president and principal of 
Hamilton School said the teachers have 
tried to include in their contract 
requirements of two art and music 
classes each week for elementary 
students, a maximum elementary class 
size of 2(1, with 25 maximum for most 
secondary school classes, and garantces 
of at least a half-time psychitrist at each 
school. 

When describing the impact of the 
Committee's vote against Metro Pair- 
ways, Audrey Melick said teachers of 
Angier School and Ellis School in Rox- 
bury felt "drained, depressed, 
demoralized, and defeated” when told of 
the discontinuance of the pro gram that 


had been in the planning stages for about 
a year. 

Newton Citizens for Education 
President Newton Press introduced the 
meeting, and explained that NCE voted in 
favor of metropolitaization about five 
years ago, but at that time the term 
meant merely involvement with Boston 
schools, and not a forced Greater Boston 
school district.

'Scenic roads' to get 
special protection 


Old Newton streets bordered by large 
shade trees or stone walls will get special 
protection soon under Scenic Roads 
legislation now being prepared for the 
Board of Aldermen by the Newton 
Conservation Commission. 

Twenty local roads, including Grove 
Street in Auburndale, Dudley Road in 
Newton Centre, and Mill Street in 
Newtonville, are on a list discussed at the 
Commission’s May 26 meeting 

Such roads must be bordered by trees 
of exceptional quality, by stone walls, or 
by other outstanding natural or man¬ 
made features; and they must be roads 
which may be subject to future 
alterations that would tend to destroy 
those trees, walls or outstanding 
features, the Commission decided. 

Commissioner Thelma Fleishman, who 
prepared the scenic roads criteria and 
suggested streets, argued for very rigid 
application of the criteria in selecting 
Newton’s scenic roads. 

"You debase it if you abuse them (the 
.criteria)," she told the Commission 

Most streets on the list satisfy all of the 
adopted criteria. 

Others suggested, such as Auburn 
Street from Ash to Woodbine streets, 
w ere dropped because only one side of the 
road qualified. 

A 1973 state law. known as the Scenic 
Hoads Act, enables the Board of Aider- 
men, upon recommendation of the 
planning board, conservation com¬ 
mission, or historical district com¬ 
mission, to designate a road by majority 
vote. 


Thereafter, no repair, maintenance, 
reconstruction or paving work may be 
done with respect to that road - if it will 
affect those trees, walls or outstanding 
features - until the planning board has 
held a public hearing. 

Hearings must be advertised twice 
beforehand in a local newspaper. 

The intent of the Scenic Roads Act, 
according to Alexandra Dawson, 
Director of Services and Counsel at the 
Conservation Law Foundation of New 
England , is to prevent the "promiscuous 
road widening" that has gone on under 
federal and state auspices ever since 
federal highway engineers set standards 
requiring clear-cut, 40-foot corridors 
along roads for "safety" reasons. 

After writing this requirement into two 
federal manuals, which Dawson calls 
“the yellow and blue books", federal 
officials told the slates they’d better 
adopt the same standards if they wanted 
federal funds for their road projects, 
Attorney Dawson said. 

The Scenic Roads Act emerged from 
the backlash that erupted as stone walls 
and trees in rural Massachusetts towns 
fell to these dictates. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works calls trees and stone walls 
■ fixed, hazaidous objects", and con¬ 
siders roads less than 40 feet wide 
"substandard ", Dawson says. 

After much negotiation and discussion 
with the DPW, conseivation interests 
finally reached a compromise whereby 
the state will give money for local

Thousands observe 
Memorial Day here

Newton observed Memorial Day last Sunday in numbers not seen in many years. 

The thousands who attended or participated in the two traditional parades here saw 
a more subdued and thoughtful demonstration than usual. 

For the most part gaiety did not intrude into the occasion, as the Nonantum parade 
wound through the narrow streets of that village and placed wreaths at memorials to 
the warclose-knit dead of the community. 

In the bigger official Cily of Newton parade the same tone generally prevailed, with 
military music the rule. 

Gone were the popular songs formerly played; for the most part the marchers 
paraded with dignity, down to the smallest Blue Bird. 

Newton's finest mustered six "men in blue" to march, while nearly 50 firefighters 
led by Chief Frederick Perkins made an impressive sight. 

At the cemetery Mayor Theodore Mann recalled the theme of the parade - 
brotherhood and peace. 

“"When darkened fields of battle are drenched in the sunlight of peace," he said, 
"there are those who become blinded by its light. Suddenly the colors and ethnic- 
backgrounds of fellow human beings become like signals to turn against each other." 

To educate people against bigotry and prejudice, the mayor said' "There is much to 
do' a world to be dealt with, and we will succeed only when each one of us is able to 
say, "Let it begin with me.” 

Quinn expected to be

Police Chief William Quinn may soon 
have another chief's hat to wear. 

Mayor Theodore Mann is expected tu 
name Quinn as fire chief as well as 
having him continue as police chief, 
according to a City Hall source. 

Fire Chief Frederick A. Perkins has 
submitted his resignation effective Aug. 

1 . 

II is rumored tliat Perkins' retirement 
was hastened by a disagreement with 
Mayor Mann over the budget cut 
reducing the department by one pumper. 

Perkins has been with the department 
since 1937 and has been chief since 
August, 1956. 

Quinn's dual job as fire chief and police 
chief would speed up the creation ol a 
Department of Public Safety, which has 
been contemplated for some time. 

Quinn reportedly does not want to 
become commissioner of public safety if 
it means giving up the benefits accrued to 
him through his police tenure. 

The doule job would |»ay $10,000-116,000 
more than Quinn's salary of J2fl'lH)0 a 
year, 

The appointment, if made by the 
mayor, would become effective within 60 


days unless rejected by two-thirds of the 
Board of Aldermen, 

Quinn is 18 years old and has been on 
the police force since 1952. He was ap¬ 
pointed chief by then mayor Monte 
Basbas in 1968.

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Commission moves to shield water supply

.Salt, silt, mercury and even 
bacteria could pollute local 
drinking water if a proposed 
interstate highway is built in 
northern Worcester County. 

In a move to protect 
Newton’s water supply from 
contamination, the Con¬ 


servation Commission voted 
last week to ask Secretary of 
Environmental Affairs Evelyn 
Murphy to designate the 
Wachusetts watershed as an 
"environmentally sensitive 
area." 

Such a designation will mean 
that a proposed "trailblazer" 
highway through the water- 


Sports facility 
approval blocked 


Local conservation com¬ 
missions are joining forces to 
block state approval for filling 
a West Box bury swamp to 
build a sports facility. 

The Boston Conservation 
Commission, after a Wetland 
Protection Act hearing, issued 
an order denying Robert 
Regan of Willows Racquet 
Club, Inc. permission for a 
private tennis club with 10 
courts, a 165-car parking lot 
and an access drive on wetland 
off I.cGrange Street near the 
Boston-Brookline-Newton 
boundary. 
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The site "is significant to the 
interests of flood control and 
the prevention of pollution, and 
is an area of critical im¬ 
portance to the Sawmill Brook 
watershed affecting the cities 
of Boston and Newton and the 
town of Brookline," the BCC 
said in its May 18 decision. 

At its May 28 meeting, the 
Newton Commission decided to 
enter the ease as an intervenor, 
to give support to the Boston 
verdict. 

Brookline's Commission is 
aLso considering entering the 
case, if a telephone vote can be 
taken on the matter to avoid 
waiting until the Commission's 
next regular meeting on June 
14. 

In denying the permit, the 
Boston Commission found that 
"areas adjacent to the 
proposed project have been 
subjected to serious water 
problems, including local 
flooding, flooding of basement 
apartments, erosion, pollution 
and water backup and 
stagnation." 

"The increased runoff of the 
proposed project would be 
substantial and aggravate 
existing water problems in the 
area," the decision added. 

The Boston Zoning Board of 
Appeals earlier granted a 
variance to Leatherbee and 
Company of Brookline, owner 
l of tlie land, on condition that 
' BCC approve the project. 

The wetland in question lies 
.within the Charles-to Charles 
’Corridor, a proposed 
recreational pathway system 
that would link Newton, 
Brookline and Boston green 
space from the Boston river- 
basin to the Dedham-Boston 
line. 


shed from Leominster to 
Worcester will need a new 
environmental review. 

Concerned Citizens on 1-190’ 
a Sterling, Massachusetts 
group, claims the proposed 20 
mile freeway is designed for 
speeds of 70 miles per hour 
(now illegal), that it is based on 
traffic projections based on 
1920-1960 growth rates rather 
than new figures that show the 
regional population has 
stabilized, and that it will 
cause silt, salt, mercury and 
bacteria contamination of the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission water supply. 

The MDC now supplies water 
for 41 cities and towns in the 
metropolitan Boston area, 
including Newton. 

Although MDCs water flows 
out of Quabbin Reservoir, 90 
percent of it is first funneled 
through the Wachusetts 
watershed to the east, Newton 
Commissioners were told at 
their last meeting. 

And, 47 percent of that water 
comes directly from the 
Wachusetts aquifers.

com of the Commission. Such 
contamination has already 
closed down a well in the 
neighboring town of Weston 
near the junction of Route 128 
and the Massachusetts Turn¬ 
pike. 

Evidence linked the salt 
content in Weston well water to 
the heavy use of road salt on 
the two high-speed highways. 

According to Commission 
Chairman Dennis Ditclberg, an 
environmental impact 
statement done by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works is already on file, 
but a new review would have to 
be done by a “neutral" outside 
consultant if Secretary Murphy 
designates Wachusetts as 
"environmentally sensitive." 

The town of Holden has 
asked that a hearing on the I- 
190 project be held in the area, 
and one will probably be 
scheduled, the Office of 
Environmental Affairs said 
last week. 

After that it should be two to 
three weeks until Murphy 
makes a decision regarding the 
environmental designation 
her office said. 


Community development 

Rehab applications 
available June 7 


Applications for housing 
rehabilitation loaas and grants 
will be available at the Newton 
Housing Rehabilitation Fund 
office, 48 Silver Ijike Ave.' 
Nonantuin, beginning June 7. 

A total of $150,000 will be 
available in this first year of 
the program, which is funded 
by the federal government 
through the community 
development program. 

Brochures explaining 
eligibility and details of the 
program will be available at 
the office, City Hall, banks, 
libraries and other locations 
after June 7. 

The program has been 
developed for three 
neighborhoods in Newton — 
Newton Corner, Nonantum, 
and West Newton. 

The rehabilitation fund will 
he available to households with 
low or middle family incomes. 
For example, a family of five 
with a total family income of 
up to $13,150 may be eligible for 
some form of assistance. 

The specific financial 
situation will be discussed with 
each applicant. 

Assistance is intended 
mainly for homeowners who 
live in the building to be 
repaired, which may have up 
to three apartments. Some 
funds are available for 
buildings not occupied by the 
owner. 


Assistance is available in 
three ways — interest- 
reduction loans, direct loans, 
and grants. 

The interest-reduction loan 
will pay for part of the repair 
work, so that the homeowner 
need borrow less from a hank. 

If a homeowner cannot get a 
home-improvement loan from 
a bank, the fund may lend 
money directly at about half 
the bank's interest rate. 

Grants may be made to 
homeowners with very low 
incomes who cannot afford any 
additional housing expenses. 

The most money available in 
any form of assistance will be 
$5000 per house. 

First priority will be given to 
repairs to correct conditions 
dangerous to health and safety. 
Next priority will he for repairs 
to correct serious but not 
hazardous defects. At the 
bottom of the priorities list will 
be repairs that are desirable 
but not essential. 

The Newton Housing 
Rehabilitation Fund will have 
a "finance specialist" to make 
the decision on assistance, and 
a " rehabilitation specialist" to 
inspect the building before, 
during and after the time the 
work is done. 

Details of the program may 
be obtained by visiting the 
NHRF office.

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State Sen. Jack Backman 
will move to amend the 1976-77 
state budget in the Senate to 
complete the restoration of the 
medical services which were 
cut out by the administration in 
the budget last year. 

In action completedin the 
early morning last Saturday 
the House of Representatives 
concurred with part of the 
action taken by the Senate 
earlier this month in regard to 
restoration of medical services 
in the beficiency budget. 

At that time on an amend¬ 
ment offered by Sen. 
Backman, the Senate restored 
dental care, hearing aids, and 
other so-called optional 
medical services to low-income 
elderly, blind and disabled 
persons. This same action was 
taken by the House in the 1976- 
77 budget engrossed by them 
Saturday morning. 

However, the Backman 
amendment in the Senate also 
included restoration of medical 
services for persons on general 
relief. This the House has not 
concurred in to date. 

"Last week the House 
restored Medicaid services 
which are optional under 
federal law to the elderly, 
blind, and disabled," said 
Backman, who is chairman of 
the Joint Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs. 

*' These optional services, 


which were eliminated by the 
Welfare Department, include 
hearing aids and dental care 
for all adults.” Backman 
added. 

"When the House version of 
the budget comes to the Senate, 
1 am hopeful that we will be 
able to restore the program of 
medical care for general relief 
recipients. Currently we allow 
these persons only drugs 
necessary to sustain life. 

"1 was also pleased to have 
the 5 percent cost-ofliving 
increase for the elderly, blind 
and disabled added to the 
budget before it was finally 
passed. This increase is based 
on legislation I filed with other 
legislators earlier in this 
session. 


"Once the House and Senate 
have concurred and sent the 
budget to the governor, I would 
hope that he will sign it and 
allow our most needy citizens 
to have restored to them the 
medical assistance which was 
taken away. 

"The Welfare Department, 
through its own report to the 
Secretary of Human Services, 
has documented the 
devastating effects of the cuts. 
If we are to undo the pain and 
suffering which has been 
caused, then we must see to it 
that such capricious action by 
a state department does not 
occur again." "A word of 
support from the governor 
would help," said Sen. 
Backman.

bankment between Rustic 
Street and the Metropolitan 
District Commission right-of- 
way along the river. 

Concrete chunks completely 
block the MDC strip just 
beyond the Post 440 building. 

Along the pathway piles of 
plastic leaf bags sit with their 
contents oozing out. 

On November 17, an assistant 
Building Commissioner ver¬ 
bally asked Farina Con¬ 
struction to remove the junk, 
Conservation Commission 
Secretary Helen Heyn told 
Commissioners at their May 
meeting. 

A check on February 20 and 


again in early May revealed no 
compliance, 

The pile has continued to 
grow and spread onto the MDC 
reservation.

His firm put a "windrow" of 
dirt and stone at the end of 
Rustic Street to try to keep 
potential dumpers out, Farina 
says. 


Nevertheless, the problem 
continues. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission plans to issue an order 
of conditions to regulate any 
further dumping after a 
Wetland Protection Act 
hearing is held. 

Farina said, however, that 
he doesn't intend to file for a 
hearing since his company is 
not doing the dumping.

The Local Growth Policy- 
Committee, in preparation for 
its public hearing June 15, has 
completed its questionnaire 
from the state that asks what 
the community wants to be in 
the future. 

The answers, some of which 
are shown in the chart above, 
from the citizen committee will 
be presented at the public 
hearing so that residents of 
Newton will be able to com¬ 
ment or. the answers before the 
final report is sent on to state 
agencies for incorporation into 
an overall development plan 
for the state. 

The committee, in answering 
a section of the 20-page 
questionnaire called "Your 
Community: From the Present 
to the Future,” has agreed on 
assets and liabilities of 
Newton. 


Its major assets are the 
public school system, the 
neighborhood and village 
identity, the potential of 
recreation facilities, the 
geographical location, physical 
characteristics, and its 
government structure. 

But, Chairman Oscar 
Wasserman points out, some of 
the listed assets have their 
counterpart in the liabilities 
column. 

Liabilities, the committee 
believes, are the polarization in 
politics, including the School 
Committee; neighborhood 
Isolation, resulting in the good 
of the city being given second 
place to the good of the 
neighborhood; the 
"nonexistence" of intracity 
transportation; the lack of 
recreational facilities, both 
passive and active; the cost of 


government; lack of local job 
opportunities; and the lack of 
low- and moderate-income 
housing. 

The questionnaire goes into 
depth in reference to attitudes 
toward future growth and 
development. » 

The 17 members of the Local 
Growth Policy Committee 
have answered questions that 
will affect not only the physical 
future of the city but the future 
of its citizens. 

Now they want to be told 
whether they are right are or 
wrong.

If the true cost is not known, 
McGrath maintains, the 
estimated saving by letting out 
rubbish collection to a con¬ 
tractor has no basis in fact. 

McGrath supports the 
retention of municipal 
collection, in his letter , 
remarked,

if you directed the enormous 
energies that you and other 
"Mr. Mayor’ members of your 
administration have expended 


over the last six weeks into a 
constructive investigation and 
reorganizing of your Public 
Works Department instead of 
into the childish, vindictive 
cover-up you have pursued, the 
city would be well on the way to 
eliminating the waste of 
thousands of dollars now oc¬ 
curring ..." 

The Street Department is 
now part of the Public Works 
Department, which has been 
reorganized with the advent of 
former Public Buildings 
Commissioner Gene Larson, 
now public works com¬ 
missioner. 

In indirect response to 
McGrath the mayor said 
Wednesday that he had talked 
to McGrath on the phone that 
day and had arranged for him 
to meet with the city comp¬ 
troller and the purchasing 
agent to discuss his concerns. 

The city's business, the 
mayor said, is done by the 
executive department and the 
Board of Aldermen. (McGrath 
is a former alderman from 
Ward 4.) 

He commented that the city’s 
tax rate is being severely af¬ 
fected by the cut in local aid by 
the governor, and McGrath 
would serve the city better by 
spending his time at the State 
House working to get the local- 
aid fund restored, "since he 
has so much time for 
meetings."

School Committeewoman 
Honora Kaplan feels the School 
Committee should operate on 
more than what it "perceives" 
to be community desires, and 
is responsible for one of the two 
questionnaires about schools 
being circulated n the city. 

A longer questionnaire has 
been sent to a small number of 
homes by former School 
Committee candidate Ronald 
Nuttall, director of the 
laboratory for Statistical and 
Policy Research at Boston 
College. 

Neither pollster knew of the 
other one's activites until both 
questionnaires were printed. 

Kaplan, who has been on the 
Committee since January said 
her two-page survey ' is being 
distributed to every home in 
the city. 

She is pleased with the 
response she has been getting, 
estimating it to be from four or 
five percent of the homes. 

Some of the questions she 
asks are general and difficult 
to answer adequately by 
checking one of the boxes 
available, but she said about 90 
percent of the returned surveys 
include long and thoughtful 
letters on all aspects of the 
schools. 

She eccts to have some 
results compiled early in July 
to use as a partial basis for her 
voting. 

Kaplan's questionnaire asks 
why residents moved here, if 
the person has children in 
public or private school, 
general feelings about the 


Newton schools, likes and 
dislkes about the schools, and 
performance of the present 
School Committee. 

She also asks if enough time 
is spent teaching the basics, 
and allows for persons to check 
ways of improving basic 
education by reducing time 
spent on other programs, 
setting up a basic school, 
revising all curriculum, and 
offering more remedial ser¬ 
vices. 

She asks residents to respond 
very positive, positive, neral, 
negative, or very negative in 
the following areas: Metco 
participation, required grading 
systems, neighborhood school 
autonomy for programs and 
grading, voluntary programs 
with Boston children' the zero- 
percent increase budget, 
closing schools with low 
enrollment, School Committee 
involvement in cuuriculum 
planning, and other issues. 

Nuttall, a former member of 
the Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on Declining 
Enrollment and current vice- 
president of the PTA Council, 
mailed his 15-page question¬ 
naire to 1 '200 residents ran¬ 
domly selected from the city 
residence list. 

In the first part of his 
questionnaire he is testing for 
general attitudes on busing and 
contact with Boston black 
students, and if the person feels 
boys and girls are or should be 
treated differently in text¬ 
books, guidance' and sports. 

Also tested are attitudes 
toward basic skills, declining 
enrollment and affiliation with 
a neighborhood school, cost

consciousness, and personal 
alienation. 

A separate section asks 
persons to indicate the im¬ 
portance or unimportance of 
specific skills' such as using a 
dictionary, appreciating music 
and art, and repairing minor 
appliances.

For some reason the descriptive term

Hynes just never did seem to fit into the 
mold of concerned, but whimsical, pipe¬ 
smoking young men with the sly winks, the 
firm grin and the three piece suits. 

Last week he proved why. 

He was notified that he was to be the 
recipient of the 'most telegenic newsman' 
award by the well respected monthly 
newspaper ‘More.’ (More is a publication 
which reports on the media itself.) 

That critics in his own industry have 
judged him as best in a nationwide search 
has to have a very flattering effect on a 
person. 

Hynes refused the award. 

In this aee. when the media looms larger 
than the message far too often, it would 
have been easy for Hynes to accept the 
award. No one would have even given the 
slightest thought to criticism, for he has 
built a solid reputation as a newscaster in 
the New England area. 

His decision to refuse the award ap¬ 
parently came from within. In turning it 
down he said, “It (the award) is predicated 
on telegenic appearance rather than jour¬ 
nalistic criteria.” 

As we watch the new ‘telegenic per¬ 
sonalities’ come and go, (most leave before 
they learn to call the community directly 
south of Boston, Quinzee instead of 
Quinseel it is always reassuring to know 
that we can turn to Jack Hynes at 6 and 11. 

In turning down the award, Hynes 
showed he was a newsman, much more 
concerned with content than packaging. 

Jack Hynes is a newsman ... a 
professional ... and a man with a lot of 
class. 


The furlough 
program 

A convincing case can be made to show 
that the now suspended system of granting 
furloughs to inmates in Massachusetts 
prisons, if efficiently administered with 
adequate precautions for the protection of 
the public, can play a part in rehabilitating 
convicts serving time for the crimes they 
committed. 

But there is substantial evidence that the 
furlough program in Massachusetts is not 
being efficiently conducted and that ade¬ 
quate provisions have not always been 
taken for the protection of law-abiding 
citizens. 

Dangerous criminals, who obviously are 
not good safety risks, have been granted 
furloughs, and more than 60 of them have 
disappeared while on their “vacations” 
from prison. 

When a convicted murderer or rapist 
fails to return to prison after a furlough, it 
means not only that a mistake was made in 
granting him a 36-hour pass in the first 
place but also that he probably is involved 
in some criminal activity since a furlough 
fugitive isn't likely to be able to find 
gainful employment. 

It isn't surprising when a murderer 
serving a life sentence in prison does not 
return from a furlough. His sentence can’t 
be increased if he is captured, and the only 
real risk he takes is that he may lose a 
possible parole. 

If the furlough system is to be continued, 
the persons administering it should realize 
that their first responsibility is to society. 
The furlough program will end in a hurry if 
some law-abiding citizen is murdered by a 
prisoner enjoying a weekend away from his 
cell. 


Richardson sounds most Reagapesque

WASHINGTON - It is a sign of our political times that 
Elliot Richardson, the quintessential "modern 
Republican” 1 the hero of the Ripon wing of the GOP, has 
authored a new book much of which reads as if it were 
ghost-written by Ronald Reagan. 

It is on the subject of Big Government that Mr. Richard¬ 
son sounds most Reaganesque. In his book, "The Creative 
Balance,” (Holt, Rinehart and Winston), which will be 
published next week, the former Secretary of HEW, former 
Secretary of Defense and present Secretary of Commerce, 
writes: 

'•After prolonged and repeated exposure to people con¬ 
vinced that Washington must have the secret of a quick 
cure for any serious social ailment, I eventually realized 
that they simply do not understand the limitations on the 
federal capacity to meet human needs. With a few ex¬ 
ceptions like Social Security, housing allowances, and 
health services for Indians, Eskimos, and merchant 
seamen, federal agencies do nothing direcUy to help 
anybody .... In trying to do more, Washington can only get 
in the way." 

Despite these demonstrable facts, says Richardson, the 
proponents of federal acUon still cling to the belief that 
without some combination of federal stick and carrot, 
states and localities will "neglect" critical problems. 
"What is sufficienUy 'critical' to Justify federal in¬ 
tervention is seldom self-evident, of course," he observes. 

•'The assumption in any case, that a given problem is in 
fact being neglected by other levels of government is often 
dead wrong-more often now, in fact, than ever before." 

Richardson says that in his travels around the country, 
state, local and voluntary agencies are the originators of 
"the most exciting and innovative social programs being 
developed today." 

Having had a close, first-hand look at HEW, which he 
calls "a monster'" an "unwieldy creature" with its own 
"self-serving purposes, its own organic processes, its own 
insatiable appetites" surrounded by "a dense categorical 
Jungle, protected by layers of bureaucratic barbed-wire, 
and tended devotedly by interest-group representatives,” 
Richardson says he finds the arguments for decen¬ 
tralization "powerfully persuasive." In government, 
scarcely less than in business, the notion that bigger is 
better too often demands uncritical assent, he writes, 
noting: "In place of the presumption that bigger is better I 
would put the presumption that smaller is better." 


The beginning of wisdom — and a long step toward the 
restoration of confidence as well — is to admit that we don't 
know what we don’t know, says Richardson. "In our own 
time," he points out, "nothing has so much inflated the 
currency of political promises as the simplistic assumption 
that every conceivable problem must have some legislative 
solution. The readiest answer to the constituent's question 
'What have you done for me lately?’ is ‘I sponsured a bill.”' 

But, Richardson observes, all too often new legislation 
merely publicizes a need without creating either the means 
or the resources for meeting it. The result is "Capitol Hill's 
oldest continuous floating shell game—a now-you-see-it, 
now-you-don't system under which the same money is 
moved around from program title to program title: when 
one looks under the title for the money, it typically Is not 
there." 

On the Issue of defense spending, Richardson also sounds 



like Ronald Reagan. He writes: "To cut defense spending 
and transfer the money saved to social programs may look 
at first glance like a possible approach, but it does not 
withstand close examination." Citing figures which show 
that the nation’s defense establishment is smaller than at 
any time since the Korean War, Richardson declares: “As 
a former Secretary of Defense — and in spite of being a 
former Secretary of HEW -1 would be strongly opposed to 
any further substantial reductions in these numbers 
without the reciprocal restraints on the USSR that are the 
objective of the continuing strategic-arms-limitation and 
balanced-forced-reduction negotiations." 

The fact that Elliot Richardson sounds like Ronald 
Reagan on the Big Government issue is extremely 
significant. It ought to make those Republican liberals have 
second thoughts who have falsely charged that Reagan’s

Don't give away Panama Canal control

Ronald Reagan’s protests against 
giving away the Panama Canal omit the 
decisive heroes of its construction. 

There were two: on the physical side. 
Col. George W. Goethals of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, and on the human 
side, the great Dr. Walter Heed. 

Inrd Bryce called the Panama Canal 
"the greatest liberty man ever took with 
nature." Its construction consumed 
seven years before we could put the first 
ship through, on Aug. 15, 1914. 

'Die Zone is 51 miles long ocean to ocean 
and 10 miles wide, and Col. Goethals’ 
engineers excavated 240 million cubic 
feet of earth and Jungle. The cut’s "slides 
had to be reexcavated 33 times." They 
built an amazing ocean-to-ocean railway. 
They built the world’s largest break¬ 
waters out to sea and the world's largest 
dams and lifting locks. They invented a 
cog-track electric towing system good for 
two miles an hour. 

The fatality record from diseases, 
however, was actually lower than in the 
United States. This was due to the genius 
of Dr. Reed, who died five years before / 
the bulldozers began. 

While the idea of a canal across the 
isthmus dated back to 1523 (Spain’s King 
Charles V) the United States did not 
become interested until the 1848 gold rush 
to California. 

The trip from New York to San 
Francisco is about 13,000 land miles if you 
travel around the Horn; it is 5,100 miles 
through the Panama Canal. The Horn 
route was a three-month trip. You 
disembarked, if you wished, on the isth¬ 
mus, Caribbean side, crossed it and 
transferred to a Pacific vessel. But the 
United States’ interest in a canal was 
without result. 


The Isthmus was a death trap; a fur¬ 
nace of heat, a caldron of quicksands, an 
inferno of snakes. Savage Indians and 
swarms of marauding highwaymen 
abounded. Many bleached bones marked 
the trails. The isthmus was a fountain 
spewing diseases, especially yellow 
fever. 

Suez Canal builder Ferdinand de 
Iesscps failed. By 1889 his company and 
a second French enterprise with 200,000 


investors and 3,600 men at work had gone 
bankrupt. 

De I^sseps partially solved the major 
engineering fundamentals but the yellow 
fever scourge had to await Dr. Reed. 

Born in Belroi, Va., Dr. Reed 
graduated from the University of 
Virginia Medical School in 1869. His 
specialty was pathology and bacteriology 
and in 1875 he entered the U.S. Army 
Medical Corp., rising to the rank of major 
by the time the Spanish-American war 
broke out. 



This genius did not write a single 
medical paper until he was 41. Then, 
within 10 years, he wrote 30 — at least 
11 of which are universally regarded as 
medical classics. 

By the late 1890's, contradicting the 
medical assumptions of the world, Dr. 
Reed grew convinced that mosquitoes, 
and only mosquitoes, were yellow fever 
parasite distributors. But animals are 
immune and Dr. Reed's proof required 
humans. He subjected himself. 

Some of his colleagues died but he 
himself survived and finally in 1900 Dr. 
Reed proved that the Aedes aegypti 
mosquito transmits yellow fever. 

Yellow fever was eradicated first from 
Havana, then from the entire country - of 
Cuba, and finally from the civilized areas 
of the entire world. 

With the ghost of modest, dedicated Dr. 
Reed looking over their shoulders, our 
Medical Corp stayed in the Isthmus three 
long years before Col. Goethals' 
engineers took over. 

Ambassador Spruille Braden, former 
Assistant Secretary of State for erican 
Republic Affairs, tells me that the U.S. 
investment in the Canal from 1904 to date, 
including its defenses, is about $6 billion. 
The Republic of Panama has been 
compensated with a liberal share of the 
ship tolls. And as this column has stated 
repeatedly, the real question is not the 
surrender of U.S. control over the 
Panama Canal. It is U.S. control versus 
Communist control. 

We have been, in turn, in Guantanamo, 
our vast naval-air base in Cuba, for the 
same 73 years. Both are strategic im¬ 
peratives for the United States. We are 
just plain nutty if we give either away. 
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To the Editor: 

After a few readings of the 
letter on "Basic Education" in 
your most recent issue, I find 
myself at a loss to equate what 
the four ladies from Newton 
Upper Falls offer as a 
definition of this subject with 
that which I understand it to 
be. They have succeeded in 
reducing its content to 
something so 

it does not seem to merit all 
the discussion that trivial’ has 
been devoted to it. 

Basic education is a process 
that is intended to occupy a 
student for the full 12 years 
that precedehis entry either 
into college or some form of 


gainful occupation. It does not 
guarantee, as the ladies desire, 
to make each child a "thinking, 
useful, responsible citizen of 
tomorrow," but it does give 
him a fighting chance. So, if- 
tlunkmg is the object, basic 
education will give the child 
something to think with; more 
importantly, it will give him 
something to think about. 

Basic education deals with 
specifics rather than preten¬ 
tious generalities. For 
example: before one can 
"think" about history, it is 
necessary that he study the 
subject with attention to 
precise facts related to people 
and dates. Regretfully, this 


requires some 
memorization,educators which 
many modem find distasteful, 
but there’s no doing without it. 
That can be verified by reading 
any good history book. 

However, this subject of 
Basic Education is far too 
important and complicated 
that it can be adequatelydealt 
with in a letter short enough to 
meet your editorial policy. So I 
will add briefly that art and 
music and physical training 
are not excluded. Forty years 
ago I received a basic 
education which included those 
items. 

The ladies from Newton 
Upper Falls seem painfully 


concerned that their children 
should learn to think for 
themselves. A word of caution 
might well be in order at this 
time. Thinking for oneself can 
be more arduous and time 
consuming than mountain 
climbing and twice as 
dangerous. Socrates is a good 
example. 

1 would also comment on the 
idea that the ladies expressed 
by writing that "knowledge is 
not only a valuable tool, but 
also can be fun." Here, quite 
.clearly, we have grounds for a 
divergence of opinion that 
leaves little room for any kind 
of compromise. 

Knowledge has Its uses; but. 


most important, its acquisition 
is an end in itself. Aristotle put 
it best in the opening sentence 
of "Metaphysics," which says, 

’ All men by nature have a 
desire to know." Why they 
have this desire is another 
matter too complicated to deal 
with at this time. Those who 
regard knowledge as a "tool" 
are more concerned with oc¬ 
cupational training, which is 
something else again. 

As for knowledge being fun, 
that is simply another 
manifestation of an unceasing 
effort to render trivial an 
activity which should be in¬ 
vested with grandeur and 
immortality. 

Basic education is not for 


everybody, but it must 
provided to those who wish 
For any community to fail 
perform this function would 
an act of gross dereliction. 

To provide this kind 
education, you must ha 
people who understand it a 
believe in it. That inclui 
teachers, School Commit 
members and parents. Thi 
are too many impostors vt 
offer it lip service only, ji 
enough to keep the lid on put 
protest from those parents v 
are com‘need of its ba 
rightness and want it for th 
childre-..

Elderly are shortchanged 


To the Editor: 

Newton has reached the 
point where the needs for 
elderly housing are as im¬ 
portant as playgrounds, 
hospitals, and churches or 
temples. We can no longer 
postpone and delay our 
responsibility. 

Our aldermen seem to make 
it appear that they favor 
elderly housing while, in ac¬ 
tuality, they are evading their 
responsibility by actually- 
sabotaging elderly housing. 

After observing the actions 
of the aldermanic land Use 
Committee, I am impressed 


that it is not an accident that 
the elderly in Newton are being 
shortchanged. 

One alderwoman 
deliberately petitioned to 
change land zoning on Stanton 
Avenue from Zone 'E' to Zone 
'A', and finally switched to 
Zone 'D' (multiple two-story 
family housing) in order to 
eliminate elderly housing. 

She, like several others of 
this committee, demonstrated 
a complete lack of knowledge 
of zoning regulations. 

The seriousness of this 
situation among our aldermen 
is the lack of concern for the 


human conditions and the lack 
of response for the needs of 
Newton’s elderly and the 
frustration of those who come 
before these committees. 
Instead of establishing ef¬ 
fective priorities to attract 
responsible developers within 
the private sector to provide 
the needed housing, our 
political representatives nit 
pick and agonize over 
“reducing the number of 
elderly apartments proposed, 
remove a floor of apartments, 
reject the whole concept of 
elderly housing for the site, 
etc." 


Newton must face the 
problem with a better un¬ 
derstanding, support for and 
responsibility to its elderly. 
Stanton Avenue is an ideal 
location for such elderly- 
housing. 

Those aldermen who voted 
against this proposal would

1 do not believe it is par¬ 
ticularly fruitful to engage in a 
debate with Kenneth Hartford, 
vice-chairman of Voice, 
concerning the potential 
savings in the event that the 
Memorial School were to be 
closed by the School Com¬ 
mittee, particularly since a 
new study will be available in a 
few weeks. 

I do believe it is necessary to 
point out, however, that Mr. 
Hartford's data purpoting to 
show a "maximum" savings of 
_ $78’122 are lacking in several 
respects. 

Mr. Hartford uses the 
specific salaries of people now 
employed at Memorial; our 
projections use average 
salaries in each category, since 
reductions in force may 
require the transfer of people 
to other schools. This accounts 
for a difference in estimate of 
$4,654 in the principal's office 
alone. 

Mr. Hartford’s figures do not 
include costs for food services 
and maintenance contained 
elsewhere in the budget. These 
indirect costs total $13,503 
more than in the summary be 
obtained from the breakdown 
provided in the program 
budget for Memorial School. 

Because of the projected 
pupilteacher ration of 23.1:1 at 
Memorial next year, Mr. 
Hartford assumes no reduction 
in teachers, secretaries or 


teacher aides. When 16 to 19 
students at a particular grade 
level in Memorial are com- 
bined with 30 to 32 at 
Spaulding, we reduce our 
needs from three teachers at 
the two schools to a total of two 
teachers at a consolidated 
school. In a consolidation of 
Memorial and Spaulding this 
would occur at kindergarten 
and two other grade levels. 
Thus, Dr. Silluzio's figures, 
which will be released by the 
middle of June, will show a net 
reduction of 2.5 teachers 
($41,250), and additional 
reductions in secretarial time 
i$6,428) and teacher aides 
($14,221)' for a total savings 
of ($61,899) — none of which is 
accounted for in Mr. Hartford's 
summary. 

Our estimate now is that the 
savings in the initial year 
would be between $166,087 and 
$170,832 if the Memorial School 
were to be closed in 1977. The 
cumulative savings for five 
years, assuming a 5 percent to 
8 percent increase each year, 
would be between $917,735 and 
$1,002,204' or an average of 
$183,547 to $200,441 per year. 

It is important to note that 
these savings have been 
reduced somewhat from 
previous projections because 
with the mandate of a “zero 
increase budget" we were 
compelled to reduce certain 
services to the school without 
closing the school. Also, no

Recently, the Memorial 
School PTA invited Joyce 
Picard, co-founder of the Edu- 
Trend, to make her presen¬ 
tation on elementary school 
consolidations to the Memorial 
School PTA executive board. 
Since Ms. Picard has made this 
presentation to other 
elementary schools, we feel It 
important to point out certain 
facts that in our judgment are 
not adequately presented by 
her. 

Ms. Picard's main con¬ 
tention is that consolidation 
will save large sums of monies 
that could address what she 
perceives as inequities in the 
Newton School system. We 
believe this argument is in -1 
correct because: 

Consolidating schools will do 
nothing to provide more space 
for overcrowded schools. How- 
can closing a building in one 
area of the city give more 
space to another area of the 
city? Redistricting, however, 
could help and redistricting 
requires no closings. 

Consolidating one school will 
not save meaningful amounts 
of money. In the case of 
Memorial School, transferring 
its school population to an 
adjacent school will require 
transferring all or almost all 
its faculty. The only real 
savings will be in heal elec¬ 
tricity and janitorial salaries 
and these savings will be 
decreased because the city will 
still have some costs in 
maintaining an empty 
building. Couple these ex¬ 
penses with adverse social 
costs to the neighborhood and 
one wonders if the savings are

Program cuts by the School 
Committee this year were not 
solely School attributable to 
the Committee's decision to 
keep Memorial School open. 
The new School Committee 
made educational decisions 
based on the worth of 
programs in their judgment. 
Thus, it is unfair and incorrect 
to say a program was cut 
because Memorial School was 
kept open. 

Smaller schools do not 
necessarily mean inferior 
education because less class 
organizational options arc 
possible. Educational quality, 
whether the class is a 2-3 or 
straight 2 or whether the class 


has 15 or 25 pupils is largely 
dependent on the abilities of 
the particular teacher in¬ 
volved. If the teacher is sen¬ 
sitive and interested, a class of 
28 pupils will learn well. If the 
teacher is insensitive and 
uninterested, a class of 15 may 
well experience very little In 
that scholastic year. 

Yes, this city must continue 
to address itself to the 
declining enrollment figures. 
However, it must also be 
willing to look carefully at the 
rhetoric that surrounds the 
issue. 

The only way this city can 
save meaningful sums of 
monies is to develop a city¬ 
wide plan that calLs for six or 


seven school closings. If this 
city is willing to change its 
neighborhood fabrics, then so 
be it. If the non-school 
population Is willing to sec 
their properties depreciate 
four or five thousand dollars in 
value because of school 
closings, then so be it. The 
reduction in property values is 
real because it happened last 
summer before the unjust 
Memorial School vote was 
reversed. 

Whatever the decision, we 
only ask that the decision be 
made on valid facts un¬ 
derstanding all the 
significances.

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Pines named chairman of 
state asbestos commission 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has been appointed 
House chairman of a special 
commission to investigate 
health hazards resulting from 
the use of sprayed asbestos. 
The material has been used 
extensively to fireproof 
buildings, particularly schools, 
in Massachusetts. 

"The commission's task will 
be to identify those public 
buildings which have utilized 
sprayed asbestos, determine 
the extent of its use and the 
potential hazard, formulate the 
means of alleviating the 
hazard and recommend 
corrective legislation to both 
the Massachusetts General 
Court and the United States 
Congress.” Pines explained. 

Spraying asbestos was a 
common fireproofing 
technique from the mid-1950's 
until 1973, when the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
banned its use. The EPA 
prohibition was the result of 
the discovery of a direct link 
between exposure to asbestos 
and cancer of the lungs and 
stomach. 

"One of the most alarming 


aspects of asbestos," said Rep. 
Pines, “ Is that it remains in 
the lungs for the duration of a 
person’s life . The smallest 
exposure can have grim 
consequences. Many of our 
children, because they are 
exposed to it on a daily basis, 
face the possibility of crippling 
future disease and as yet 
unknown genetic mutations. 
This is because it may take as 
long as 20 to 30 years for the 
disease to develop." 

Pines first proposed the 
creation of the commission in 
1974, after it was discovered 
that the $18 million Newton 
North High School contained 
sprayed asbestos. 

"I filed the bill proposing 
that this commission be 
established because I believed 
that the state and federal 
governments have been remiss 
in not recognizing tliat this 
danger exists «nd dealing with 
it. The task of identifying these 
buildings and making the 
proper recommendations is an 
arduous one, but I am con¬ 
fident that the high caliber of 
the Commission's members 


will guarantee 
she concluded.

A summer beauty warning should 
•cad: DANGER! THE SUN'S RAYS 
COULD BE INJURIOUS TO YOUR 
HEALTH! 

For some time now, sun worshippers 
have known that members of the medical 
profession frown upon over exposure to 
the sun. Surprisingly, it's not the lobster 
red bum that does the most damage 
1 1 uncomfortable though it may be); it's 
! the chronic tan that could present serious 
problems. 

Internationally known cosmetics 
creator, Estee Lauder, in advising 
control of a summer tan, had this to say: 
"The sun can do so much long range 
harm women should approach tanning 
with caution because the sun's harmful 
effects are cumulative. Any woman who 
sits down on the first sunny day and 
decides to ‘bake’ herself is asking for 
trouble...she's risking her health and one 
of her most beautiful and delicate 
assets—her skin. 

"Deep lines and leathery skin appear 
because the skin has been dried over the 
years," said Mrs. Lauder. "You can 
never replace everything the sun takes 
away, but you can help to prevent 
premature lines and long-term damage 
by using a good moisturizing program 
and a few protective steps. Never go into 
the sun unprotected, and if you plan to 
tan, do it gradually." 

Her formula for planning your tan is 
simple. First, determine your skin tone: 
fair, medium or dark. Then consider 
what kind of exposure to the sun you're 
likely to get. These two facts will

help you decide which sun protection 
products are right for you. 

One way of identifying your skin is by 
the way it reacts in the sun without any 
protection. For example: fair skin 
usually burns and peels; medium skin 
will usually redden and then begin to tan; 
dark, olive skin will usually tan easily. 

Even on cloudy days, the ultra-violet 
rays of the sun are still present and can 
burn the skin. No matter how great the 
sun feels—twenty minutes is enough 
sunning the first day. Don't cheat, 
because a tan which is gradually 
acquired will look better longer and won't 
be nearly as damaging the skin to as the 
constant weekend body-bake. 

If you want to keep your tan follow this 
bit of advice: After sunning, when you 
come in and are very hot, take a cool 
shower. It shouldn't be icy cold. Extreme 
heat and extreme cold in a bath or shower 
is not very good for the skin. Extreme 
heat tends to drive the body temperature 
up and for people with any kind of high 
blood pressure it's not good for them. 
Extreme cold is a shock to the nervous 
system. It will defeat its purpose because 
the body will start to work to overcome 
the coldness and will put its heating 
mechanism in full gear. Tepid water is 
best. 

It's wise to note that some medications 
can change the chemistry of your skin. 
It's a good idea to check with your doctor 
to see if any of yours are liable to affect 
you. Birth control pills and high blood 
pressure remedies are sometimes 
responsible for creating unattractive 


patches of darkened skin if a woman 
ventures into the sun without makeup or 
sun screening creams to block out the 
ultra-violet ravs. 

You should be concerned not only how 
long you will be exposed to the sun but the 
time of day. Avoid the sun from 11:00 
a.m. to 2:00 p.m. when the sun’s most 
harmful ultra-violet rays are the 
strongest. If you spend long periods of 
time in the sun, playing golf or tennis or 
sight-seeing, wear more sun screen than 
usual. 

Your sunning environment is crucial 
too. There are differences in the 
reflectiveness of surfaces. Grass and 
clay, for example, are non-reflective. But 
sand and water are highly reflective. The 
greater the reflection, the more sun 
protection you’ll need. 

Estee Lauder's Sun Specialists offer 
the following advice as to which sun block 
or sun screen is best for you. For the most 
protection, Sun Bloc Creme (1 oz. costs

For maximum protection, Ultra-Violet 
Screening Creme (2 oz. $5.00)—this 
creme contains a protective filtering 
agent to help screen the sun's ultra-violet 
rays while you develop a smooth, healthy- 
looking tan. For gradual tanning there is 
Moisturizing Sun Lotion (5 oz. $4.50) 
which is available plain or tinted for a 
healthy glow of color while you tan. This 
creamy lotion has special moisturizers 


and a sun screen. And then there’s Sun 
Souci for a gradual binning (6 oz. $4.50)— 
this greaseless spray-on foam slips in¬ 
stantly onto skin. Provides moisturizing 
protection and a sun screen. Apres Sun is 
an after-sun moisturizer (5 oz. $4.50); 
helps sooth and moisturizes the skin. 

When interviewed, one dermatologist 
remarked, "Actually, to tan wisely or not 
really adds up to two schools of 
philosophy—do women want beauty now 
or beauty later? Those who want the 
quick-one-day-miracle-tan, will have 
damaged leathery skin (especially if they 
continue this onslaught to the skin on a 
daily basis). Besides premature aging of 
the skin, there is also the risk of 
developing skin cancer because of over 
exposure to the sun.

Believe 
me," he added, "the price you pay for 
careless exposure of the face to sunlight 
just isn't worth it." 

In a lighter vein, the summer season, 
according to Estee Lauder, is potentially 
a very good thing for the skin if you know 
how to help your skin cope with the 
changes that sun and heat and outdoor 
living can produce.

Just what do the wine experts mean 
when they talk about a wine's "nose"? 
Because our sense of smell is far more 
acute than our sense of taste (we can 
differentiate over 4,000 different smells, 
but only four basic tastes), anyone who 
drinks wine without evaluating the way it 
smells is missing more than half of the 
wine drinking experience. 

According to the experts, to fully ap¬ 
preciate the merits of a good wine, first 
get yourself the biggest wine glass you 
can find. Then pour a small amount of 
wine (2 to 4 ounces) into the glass and 
give it a good swirl. Allow the wine to 
swirl up and around the sides of the glass 
and then fall back down. Then put your 
nose into the glass, take a deep breath, 
and allow the aromatic vapors to 
penetrate well up into the back of your 
nasal passages. If this is a first-time 
experience for you, you will now realize 
what "nose” means. As you gain ex¬ 
perience, you will be able to identify the 
type of wine from the aroma alone.

2 teaspoons lemon juice 
L- teaspoon paprika

Trim surplus fat from steak. Make a 


slit with a sharp knife more than half way 
through to form a pocket. Season pocket 
with salt and pepper. Combine oil, onion, 
lemon juice, and paprika. Marinate steak 
in this mixture for at least 1 hour. Just 
before cooking steak, melt butter in fry 
pan. Saute garlic 1 minute. Add oysters, 
saute 1 minute per side. Remove from 
heat. Stuff oysters into pocket in steak. 
Close pocket with small skewers. Lightly 
grease a large fry pan and heat. Cook 
steak over medium heat 8-10 minutes per 
side for medium rare. Turn once. 
Remove steak from fry pan and keep 
warm. Add marinade and sherry to pan. 
Bring to boil, stir in parsley, pour over 
steak.

Question: My husband recently returned from a business 
trip to Mexico where he enjoyed an unusual dish called 
Smothered Chicken. He tells me that both the vegetables 
and fruit are cooked with the chicken and I just wondered 
whether you might have this or a similar recipe. Thank you

Answer: I think I found the dish you've requested in The 
Complete Book of Mexican Cooking, published by the 
Bantam Cookbook Shelf. 

SMOTHERED CHICKEN 
6 tablespoons olive oil 

1 chicken 34 to 4 lbs. cut into serving pieces 

1 large union, sliced 

2 cloves garlic, chopped 

3 large tomatoes, peeled 

1 pkg. frozen peas, thawed 

1 pound zucchini or summer squash, sliced 

2 pears, peeled, cored and sliced 

2 cooldug apples, peeled, cored, and sliced 

4 slices fresh pineapple, peeled and eul into chunks, or 3 
cups canned pineapple chunks, drained 

2 ripe plantains + (or 2 large underripe bananas, peeled and 

sliced) 

Salt 

freshly ground pepper 

Heat 4 tablespoons of the oil in a skillet, and saute the 


chicken pieces until golden. Arrange half the chicken pieces 
on the bottom of a heavy flameproof casserole which has a 
lid. Add in layers, half the onion, garlic, tomatoes, peas, 
zucchini, pears, apples, pineapple, and plantains (or 
bananas). Sprinkle with salt and pepper to taste and 1 
tablespoon of the oil. Repeat the layers with the remaining 
chicken, vegetables, and fruits, finishing with salt and 
pepper and the remaining tablespoon of the oil. Cover, and 
cook on top of the stove over low heat until chicken is ten¬ 
der, about 14 hours. Or, seal the lid with aluminum foil, 
add the cover, place the casserole in a preheated 350 degree 
oven, and cook for about 2 hours. Steamed rice is nice with 
this. Serves 6. 

+ Plantains are large members of the banana family 
which are inedible until cooked, and are traditional in this 
tropical Mexican dish. They are not as readily available as 
bananas, which make an excellent substitute if used when 
slightly underripe. 

Question: I’ve found that buying turkey parts is 
economical for me because my family prefers the legs and 
thighs and the remainder usually dries up and has to be 
thrown away, at least partially after I try to make turkey 
salad. I’ve been roasting the legs and thighs and would like 
a new way of preparing them, if you have such a recipe.

4 teaspoon sugar 
4 teaspoon paprika 

Rub turkey parts well with cut lemon and season 
thoroughly with salt and pepper; coat with flour. Saute in 
hot oil, over medium heat, until well browned; this will take 
several minutes on each side. Place skin side down in large 
shallow baking pan. Combine remaining ingredients; bring 
to a boil and pour over turkey. Cover pan with aluminum 
foil, crimping at edges to seal tightly. Bake at 350 degrees 
for 45 minutes. Uncover; turn parts over and baste. Bake 
uncovered 20 to 30 minutes longer, basting several times.

RHUBARB CRISP 

3 cups diced rhubarb (cut into 4-inch pieces) 

4 cup sugar • 

I egg, well beaten 




2 tablespoons flour 
4 teaspoon mace 
4 cup (4 lb.) margarine 
one-third cup browu sugar 
two-thirds cup flour 
heavy cream or vanilla ice cream 
Thoroughly mix rhubarb, the 4 cup sugar, egg, 2 
tablespoons flour, and mace. Spread in a 9-inch square pun, 
Work together with finger tips or fork until crumbly, the 
margarine, the one-third cup brown sugar and two-thirds 
cup flour. Press down over rhubarb. Bake in preheated 
oven for 30 minutes, or until rhubarb is tender. Cut in 
squares and serve warm with whipped heavy cream or 
vanilla ice cream. Serves 4.

He claimed that during the day he had 
determined that the in-house collection, 
Flan B, would be feasible only if it in¬ 
cluded no wage increase, which, he said 
had not been agreed to by the union. 

"I recommend Plan A," the mayor 
said. “It’s my decision — and I'll take the 
heat for it.” 

Plan A was the use of a private con¬ 
tractor for rubbish collection and the 
discharge of 80-90 men. 

But in a questionable executive session 
the mayor presented to the aldermen a 
variation on his original plan to go to 
contract. 

Since the in-house Plan B will cost more 
than $500,000 more in five years than a 
contract with a private firm, the mayor 
said, he would agree to use the savings 
gained by a contract to fund the retention 
of about 35 jobs for at least the next year. 

The special meeting that had been 
expected to be over by 7:30 was ad¬ 
journed at 10:15 after the one-hour and 45- 
minutc closed-door session. 

No plan is formally before the Board 
except the original request for $735,000 to 
fund the first year of a contract for 
private collection. 

On Monday night there is a regular 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen, but 
nobody knows yet what the mayor intends 
to submit. 

Many aldermen and all the city em¬ 
ployees attending the special meetings 
felt betrayed by the turn of events. 


Aid. Richard Bullwinkle leveled 
charges of “bad faith" at the mayor 
when he learned of the mayor’s rejection 
of the in-house Plan B. 

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
I arson, who prefers going to contract but 
says he "can live" with the municipal 
collection, and Jane Pitt, the mayor's 
assistant, both found themselves in an 
uncomfortable position, since both the 
previous night had said that final figures 
for Plan B would be ready Wednesday. 

City employees, disappointed at the 
lack of a vote on Plan B, waited in the 
corridor and in the aldermanic chamber 
all during the long executive session. 

When it ended and the announcement 
was made that there would be no action 
taken Wednesday night, they closed in on 
Aid. Sidney Small and other aldermen 
and members of the administration to 
shout their disapproval. 

One man shouted, "Strike!" 

The change in the mayor’s mind ap¬ 
parently arose during the day Wed¬ 
nesday. 

In his address to the Board he com¬ 
mented that he had never exactly com¬ 
mitted himself to the in-house Plan B, but 
had said that he would "consider it." 

"What I learned about negotiations 
(collective bargaining) in the past few 
days makes me think Plan A is best for 
the city." 

Some aldermen privately have said 
that the mayor is concerned about the 


impact of collective bargaining in the 
future on the cost of running the city and 
wants to eliminate as much as possible. 

Aid. David Cohen, chairman of the 
aldemanic Public Works Committee, 
commented Thursday that he was 
pleased that the mayor is "going to stick 
to the contract idea." 

"I've felt that it is the best choice. Plan 
B is probably unworkable, since it 
requires tripling the productivity of every 
man left," 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle said the 
change is unfair to the union. "It was 
unfortunate," he said . "We've had them 
running up and down the flagpole."

Doctors practice what they preach 
when advocating "family medicine' 


Call it an earth tremor, a 
groundswell, or just a sign of 
the times. But major 
metropolitan teaching 
hospitals' long the preserve of 
high powered medical 
specialists, are coming to 
realize the appropriate, 
valuable role to be played by 
today’s family practitioners. 
At University Hospital, Dr. 
Robert Schwartz and Dr. Eli 
Shapiro are in the forefront of 
the family-practice movement. 

“Family practice is the 
country’s great medical need," 
said Schwartz’ a Hyde Park 
family practitioner for more 
than 30 years. “It is the least 
expensive way to provide 
quality medical care.” 

This sentiment is shared by 
Newton resident Shapiro, who, 
with 35 years of experience in 
family practice, said, "Family 
practitioners are in the best 
— position to provide good 
medical care at the least ex- 
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pense to the patient and the 
government.” 

The physicians, long-time 
friends, are assistant clinical 
professors of community 
medicine and medicine at 
Boston University School of 
Medicine and are also 
associates in medicine in the 
Division of Medicine at 
University Hospital. Both 
teach physical diagnosis and 
have medical students 
assigned to them to receive 
first-hand experience in 
community medicine. In ad¬ 
dition, both work at the 
hospital's Allergy and 
Respiratory Disease Clinic. 
Schwartz, who is the school's 
link with the American 
Academy of Family Practice, 
also teaches a senior-year 
elective course in family 
practice. 

An indication of the respect 
the hospital has for family 
practice was Schwartz’s 
election last year to the 
medical staff executive 
committee. He is one of three 
elected members; all others 
are department heads or key 
administrators. 

Family practitioners attend 
to the patient's total health 
needs, needs that go beyond 
even top-notch clinical care. 
By building a relationship with 
a patient over the years and by 
visiting the family at home, a 
family practitioner comes to 
understand the patient's social, 
emotional, environmental and 
economic background. 

"We know if an allergy 
patient lives in a dust trap or if 
an elderly patient's spouse is 
able to care for him at home. 
We don't make diagnoses or 
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prescribe in the abstract,” 
Schwartz said. 

The behavioral aspects of the 
practice of medicine are im¬ 
portant to family physicans, 
according to Shapiro. "We 
know the behavioral aspects of 
the family over the years," he 
said’ "and I think that's an 
important part of medical 
care. It also provides con¬ 
tinuity, which is important to 
the patient." 

Patients and their families 
think of the family physician as 
a friend, and"someone to turn 
to for medical advice," 
Schwartz said. 

Both physicians readily 
admit that they cannot treat 
every problem a patient may 
have. "We don’t hesitate to call 
in others for an opinion," 
Schwartz said, "but we can 
handle wellover 90 percent of 
the patients we see.” 

Shapiro likens to the role of a 
family physician to that of a 
conductor of a symphony or¬ 
chestra. "He waves his baton 
and guides the patient through 
the various movements — 
infancy, adolescence, mature 
adulthood and old age." If a 
family physician meets a 
problem he cannot handle, 
Shapiro said, "he points his 
baton towards a specialist." 

Whether a patient initially 
goes to a specialist, Shapiro 
commented, often depends on 
his or her economic situation. 
A family physician practicing 
in a working-class 
neighborhood will take pap 
smears and remove cinders 
from a patient's eye, while the 
same procedures in a more 
affluent community would be 
performed by a gynecologist 
and ophthalmologist. 

There are no age limits in 
either physician's practice. 
Both treat infants and the 
elderly. 

Schwartz and Shapiro 
practice what they preach 
when it comes to medical care 
for their own families. 
Schwartz cares for Shapiro's 
family, which includes six

Karate expert 
sought in killing 

MANAUS, Brazil (UP1) — Police found Joseph Seregi 
hanging by a nylon rope. In his room they found a map. On 
the map they found the word "gold." 

Now they are searching for Peter Gerhard Brauer, a 
West German karate expert, who they say may have killed 
Seregi to protect the whereabouts of the gold. 

But they say his body may be at the bottom of an Amazon 
tributary. 

Seregi, 32, a naturalized American and Brauer, 26, who 
had extensive knowledge of the jungle, first appeared in the 
Amazons March 3, arriving at the small Brazilian town of 
Benjamin Constant, 2,225 miles northwest of Rio de Janeiro 
on the Colombian border. 

According to a report by the Amazonas State Interior 
Ministry, the two men stayed until late March, then slipped 
into the jungle to hunt. But police said they also wanted to 
talk with the Catuquinas Indians, who reportedly know 
where to find gold and diamonds. 

The pair, joined by a Brazilian identified as Nelson 
Geronel, then moved on to the small river town of Jutai, 500 
west of Manuas, where they staged an expedition up the Bia 
River March 26. 

Five days later they returned. They brought back no 
hunting trophies, the police report said, but they talked of 
finding gold. 

Then the search turned ugly. 

Brauer, on a second trip into the jungle, disappeared and 
Seregi went looking for him. Police said Seregi, visibly- 
shaken, came back alone. 

On April 23, Seregi’s body was found hanging from the 
ceiling of his room. 

Searching his personal effects, police found the map. On 
it, near the Bia River, was scrawled the word "gold.” 

Police also reported finding a sealed letter in the dead 
man’s room addressed to a I^ajos Tahacs of Somerset, N.J., 
which they said provided more information about the case. 
They declined to reveal the contents of the letter. 

Manaus authorities, who were preparing to begin a five- 
day search of the Jutai area Friday, first learned of the pair 
May 6 in a letter from the chief of police in the Jutai 
District. 

Police cleared Geronel in the case and an 11-day foray 
into the jungle May 7 uncovered little new information. 
Nevertheless, police said they believe Brauer sneaked into 
Jutai and killed Seregi to keep the whereabouts of the gold 
to himself.

Metric road signs 
urged by Mofenson 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson fD-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has urged that the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts officially 
commit itself to "a program 
for a reasonable and timely 
changeover to the metric 
system.” 

Last fall, the federal 
government went on record 
establishing metric conversion 
as a national goal, with 
flexibility given to the states. 
"But,” Mofenson noted, “we in 
other states, are in 
Massachusetts, just as citizens 
largely uninformed about the 
coming changeover to metric 
measurement.” 

Mofenson recommended as a 
beginning step the state, as 
part of a long-term changeover 
of public signs into metric 
language, design all new road 
signs, and any that are 
replaced, in both miles and 
kilometers. 

"Brochures and maps, even 
beyond the Bicentennial 
materials, should be marked in 
metric distances. And local 
weather temperatures can be 
reported in degrees Celsius, 


the metric counterpart of 
Fahrenheit, from conversion 
information supplied by the 
National Weather Service,” he 
said. 

Mofenson commended 
private industry and local 
school officials for their efforts 
in metric training. He also 
expressed his appreciation 
with the positive response he 
has received from the Com¬ 
missioner of Baseball and the 
Boston Red Sox to his 
suggestions regarding 
baseball's role in public 
education efforts. At Mofcn- 
son's recommendation, the 
Red Sox recently added meter 
markings to the outfield fen¬ 
ces. 

"Metric conversion is a 
serious issue," MOfenson said. 
"By January, 1979, all U.S. 
firms doing business in Europe 
wi 11 have to go metric or else be 
shut out of common-market 
countries where all products 
must be metrically marked by 
then. Not converting will have 
an impact on our state’s 
economic recovery. At this 
point, the United States is the 
sole major nation still on an 
inches-and-miles system," 
said Mofenson.

The Green 
Thumb 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM 
Plants for shady places—If 
you have a shade problem, 
don't despair! There's a plant 
for almost every shade 
problem. Let's start with 
annuals. If you want a splash of 
color in a place that gets only 
partial sun, try these shady 
ladies: Begonias (tuberous and 
fibrous-rooted types), Coleus 
and impatlens. 

If you have a shady, dry- 
situation where watering can't 
be done, try the Japanese 
Barberry, common buckthorn, 
common witchhazel, grey 
dogwood and nannyberry 
(Viburnum lentago). In more 
suitable locations where soil is 
good and watering can be done, 
try evergreen groundcovers 
such as the common periwinkle 
(vinca I or the Japanese spurge 
(Pachysandra). The Japanese 
Spurge is best for heavy shade. 

In fact, in sun it tends to turn 
anemic or yellowish. 
Periwinkle develops its most 
dense growth in partial shade. 
Other vining ground cover for 
heavy shade, include win- 
tercreeper euonymus and 
English Ivy. 

Non-evergreen shrubs 
tolerating shade include regal 
privet, California privet, 
oakleaf hydrangea, snowberry, 
flowering quince, Tatarian 
honeysuckle, mockorange, and 
European Cranberry bush. A 
few other plants for the shady, 
moist spot include the ink- 
berry, sweet bay magnolia, red 
osier dogwood, silky dogwood, 
arrowwood, spicebush, 
American arborvitae and 
Canadian Hemlock. 

Swiss chard—If you’ve 
^rown swiss chard, made room 
for some in your garden now. A 
good eyecatcher is the 
"rhubard" chard, resembling 
rhubarb. It's stalks are red¬ 
dish, ami leaves are somewhat 
greenish-purple. Green thumb 
tip: Sow seed thinly in rows 
about 16 inches apart. Chard 
stands hot weather and is one 
of the best of all vegetables to 
freeze. Thin your plants to 4" 
apart When plants are about a 
foot high, you can pull every 
other one for us. Some people 
cut the stalks off and allow new 
ones to grow. In August, cut off 
all old leaves, apply a balanced 
plant foot and you'll have fresh 
greens right up to freezing 
weather. 

Green Thumb Clinic: "We 
want to start orange seeds and 
— other citrus, but wonder if the 
“ seed should be dried or stored 
first?" 

Ans: Citrus seeds such as 
Kummquats, oranges, 
grapefruit, etc. make a fine 
foliage plant, but the fruit is 
"wild" or sour. Citrus seeds do 
not need any dormant period 
before planting, and will 
germinate within a few days 
after planting. In fact, these 
may be injured if allowed to 
dry, so plant them promptly 
after removal from the ripe 
fruit.

BC seminar for women offers 
internships in Newton schools 


Applications are currently 
being accepted for next fall for 
an unusual program that in¬ 
corporates internships in the 
Newton Public Schools along 
with seminars with school 
officials and course work in 
Boston College. A limited 
number of scholarships are 
available. 

The "Seminar in Public 
Education," operated by 
“Programs for Women" at 
Boston College in collaboration 
with the Newton Public 
SchooLs, is designed to help 
woman who want to further 
their education on a part-time 
basis. It Ls also a creative effort 
to meet some school needs by 
Liking advantage of the talents 
and dedication of members of 
the community. College credit 
is awarded for the volunteer 
work in the schools and for 
successful completion of the 
courses at Boston College. 

The seminars, led by Newton 
school administrators, cover a 
wide range of topics; current 
issues in public education, 


trends in early childhood 
education, education of pre- 
adolesccnts and adolescents, 
social and personal services, 
education of children with 
learning handicaps, 
curriculum development, uses 
of technology in the schools, 
and volunteer and career 
opportunities in public 
education. 

Most of the seminars are led 
by officials In the Newton 
Public Schools, including 
Superintendent Aaron Fink; 
assistant superintendents, 
curriculum and program 
coordinators, principals, 
psychologists and guidance 
personnel’ and consultants. 

Interns work at all levels in 
the school system. Among 
other things, they have 
assisted as math and reading 
tutors in elementary schools, 
worked with the Enrichment 
Program at Newton South 
High, worked in school 
libraries, and helped with 


research at the Division of 
Program. 

Nany Quigley, who took part 
in the program this year, 
worked at the Carr School in a 
variety of roles. She developed 
body management program 
designed to improve motor 
coordination for two first grade 
classes. She also attended 
teachers' workshops in math 
and assisted in first grade 
math classes. 

"This program is one of the 
few instances where a person 
can gain as much as she gives, 
“ Mrs. Quigley commented. 

Marlene Molta, a published 
poet, was another participant 
in the "Seminar in Public 
Education" this year. She ran 
poetry workshops for Cabot 
School children in grades two, 
three' four, and five. Sbe also 
assisted one day a week in the 
Cabot School library. Some of 
the children's original poetry 
was taped and braodcast in two 
half-hour programs on radio 


station WNTN. 

Along with her internship 
work, Mrs. Molta took a course 
in poetry writing and one in 
contemporary American 
poetry at Boston College. 

"The program has 
represented a wonderful op¬ 
portunity to dip into a college 
education and see what you're 
capable of," she noted. "And I 
thought the seminars were 
very informative. They give 
you an idea of how a school 
system operates and what the 
people in it are doing."

A music teacher in harmony with the DAR

It's a combination of Fibber McGee's 
closet, Ben Franklin's library and Johann 
Sebastian Bach's living room. That's the 
only way to describe the first floor of the 
Norwood home belonging to Ann Fleck, 
music teacher and State Regent of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 

Between file cabinets, antiques, 
mountains of paper and office equipment 
are seven timpani drums, a six-foot-long 
wooden marimba, snare drums, bugles, 
saxophones, baritone horns and dozens of 
sacks and crates holding everything from 
tin whiaiies to bird calls. 

“When our kids Billy and Carole were 
small and visited their friends' houses, 
they couldn't get over the fact all they 
saw were living rooms, bath rooms, bed¬ 
rooms and furniture," she said. "Where's 
all the other stuff?' they used to ask." 

The kids have grown up and moved 
away, but things haven't changed at the 
Cottage Street home where Ann lives with 
her husband Raymond, who is director of 
the Audio Visual Department in the 
Norwood Public Schools. 

"We both graduated from the New 
England Conservatory of Music, and 
when we first got married had about 12 
musical instruments between us," she 
said. "Now there's more than 60 and the 
collection's still growing." 

One of the instruments is an authen¬ 
tically reproduced colonial snare drum, 
which she plays at bicentennial fife and 
drum events. Like any of the instruments 
in her work mill, she'll demonstrate it at 
the drop of a tri-comered hat.

The latest addition to her collection is a 
huge oriental brass gong, which she 
bought to use in Gilbert & Sullivan's The 
Sorcerer.

What do the neighbors think of the 


strange noises coming out of this house?

Although Ann's mother was an opera 
singer and tried to get her daughter in¬ 
terested in the piano, Ann's first love was 
drums and percussion instruments. 
Today she has a collection of whistles, 
sirens, pistols, slap sticks and 
miscellaneous conundrums that could put 
Spike Jones to shame. 

A music specialist in the Brookline 
Public Schools. Mrs. Fleck has a "bag of 
tricks" to fire the imagination of 
elementary school students. 

"tot me show it to you," she said. 
From a large plaid bag came dozens of 
drum sticks, timpani mallets, Chinese 
blocks, one of her husband's T shirts 
("What's that doing there?"), rosewood 
sticks, slap sticks, castanets, a fife, 
maracas, triangles, drum keys, sleigh 
bells, safety pins, plus a whistle that 
sounds like someone blowing his nose, a 
hen bob white call, a baby’s cry, and 
another whistle that which when filled 
with water sounds like a nightingale. 
Once in a while, she claims she finds her 
lunch mashed in with the rest of the od¬ 
dities. 

From under a table laden with D.A.H. 
literature, she pulled out a large box full 
of more "tricks". Inside were Chinese 
gongs, a gourd WTapped in a diaper, an 
antique wooden police siren, a Gunga Din 
bugle, sand paper and an organ pipe. 

Bugles and bird calls aside Ann Fleck is 
a serious musician. An active member of 
the Boston Civic Symphony, New 
Hampshire Philharmonic, the Wellesley 
Symphony and Boston Women's Sym¬ 
phony, she appears all over New England 
as a percussion soloist. She appears in and 
conducts choirs, operettas, operas and 
Broadway shows.

drums in the production "Of Thee I Sing" 
in Norton. Her membership in various 
organizations and civic groups probably 
runs close to 20. But she's not just a 
joiner, she's a go-getter and achiever in 
everything she joins. 

Since becoming State Regent for the 
D.A.R. two years ago, she has breathed 
new life into the organization. She was 


instrumental in saving Cambridge's Fort 
Washington from extinction, and was 
largely responsible for raising the funds 
for a new dormitory at Marlboro's 
Hillside School for disadvantaged boys. 
Wholly committed to D.A.R. goals and 
good works. Mrs. Fleck says she never 
would have joined it if she thought it was 
stuffy. 


She makes no apologies for joining a 
group sometimes labeled as ar¬ 
chconservative.

Will pocket calculators create kids who are mathematical weaklings?

By pressing buttons on handheld ca'culators millions of 
boy’s and girls today solve arithmetic problems with no 
sweat. 

That is, down in the elementary grades. In upper grades 
calculators help studets get through sophisticated math¬ 
ematical problems more quickly — reducing time spent 
figuring. 

Parents wonder: will reliance on the mini-calculators 
make mathematical weaklings of their children? 

learning long division, multiplication and such the old- 
fashioned way was thought to help discipline the mind - 
every problem being a mental gymnastic. 

The National Council of Teachers of Mathematics en¬ 
dorses the hand-held calculators as a valuable instructional 
aid for mathematics education. 

With the price of the basic mini-calculator dropping 
below $10 and estimates of 77 million in circulation by 1980, 
it's safe to say the era of the minicalculator is here — and 
there’s no turning back. 

Prof. E. Glenadine Gibb, president of the National 


Council of Teachers of Mathematics, says many schools 
already are using mini-calculators. 

Reporting in "Today’s Education," Prof. Gibb, of the 
University of Texas at Austin, makes these points: 

— The National Council of Teachers of Mathematics sup¬ 
ports the position that handheld calculators can be effec¬ 
tively and creatively used as instructional aids in 
stimulating students' thinking. 

— There is not, however, a unified position among 
teachers with respect to benefits gained or problems 
created by use of mini-calculators. 

— Research to date on the educational benefits of using 
them in the classroom is inconclusive. But there is some 
evidence that students who use them are more motivated 
and exhibit higher achievement than those who do not. 
Subjective observations support use of these instruments in 
the schools. 

The National Council of Teachers of Mathematics board 
of directors has approved a report on the calculators 
prepared by its Instructional Affairs Committee. The 
report identified the following ways in which mini¬ 
calculators can be used in class 

—To encourage students to be inquisitive and creative as 


they experiment with mathematical ideas. 

To assist the individual to become a wiser consumer. 

— To reinforce learning of basic number facts and 
properties in addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division. 

— To serve as a flexible “answer key" to verify results of 
computation. 

— To promote student independence in problem solving. 

- To soive problems that previously have been too time- 

consuming or impractical to be done with paper and pencil. 

To formulate generalizations from patterns of num¬ 
bers that are displayed. 

To decrease time needed to solve difficult com¬ 
putations. 

Through its journals, “The Mathematics Teacher" and 
"The Artimetic Tehcher," the Council shares teachers’ re¬ 
ports of imaginative ways of working with the calculators in 
the classroom. 

In an interview, Prof. Gibb cautioned against situations 
in which some children are without calculators — while 
children all around are using them. 

Prof. Gibb says a tew hundred dollars can buy a fair 
number of machines that can be shared by students and 
classes. 


It is good, if sharing is necessary, to have no more than 
two students using a calculator at one time, Prof. Gibb said. 
.She said calculators for beginners should have: 

A display of at least six or preferably eight digits. 
Easily accessible springloaded click keys. 

Four functions: plus, minus, multiplication and divi¬ 
sion. 

— Floating decimal. 

— Two clearing keys (clear entry and clean. 

— No key with dual purpose. 

Rechargeable unit or AC adapter. 

Algebraic logic.

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No pretentions about nightly 
feast for Florida legislators 


TALLAHASSEE, FLA. 
(UPI) — It's a movable feast 
for Florida legislators, a 
nightly party with no 
pretentions about its purpose. 

Each night they gather at 
The Trailers, an after-hours 
spot where steak and cocktails 
for lawmakers arc always on 
the house, just a 10-minute 
drive from the Florida capitol. 

The menu never varies. It's 
T-bones for the men, loin strip 
for the ladies, baked potato, 
salad and all the cocktails you 
can hold. 

The Florida Mobile Home 
and Recreational Vehicles 
Association pays the tab — 
estimated at nearly $25,000 a 
year — and there is no secret 
about its purpose. 

“People sometimes get the 
wrong impression, but we don't 
buy votes,” says Bill Olsen, the 
affable executive vice 
president and lobbyist who 
runs The Trailers. 

What it does buy is guaran¬ 
teed entry for Olsen and his 
members to a legislator's 
office to talk about legislation 
affecting the mobile home 
industry. 

"Legislators know me. I can 
get in and explain our 
viewpoint," he said, leaning 
back in a comfortable chair of 
the patio where as many as 100 
legislators and their guests are 
served on an average night. 

He figures about 50 legisla¬ 
tive bills a year effect the 
association. This year, his 
chief interest is a "bills of 
rights" for mobile home lan¬ 
dlords and tenants. 

His most successful year was 
1005 when the lobby helped 
push through a bill allowing 
mobile homes, even when used 
as dwellings, to buy license 
plates instead of paying a 
- property tax like other residen¬ 
ces. In 1967, with prodding 


from the industry, the 
legislature made Florida the 
first state in the nation to enact 
a uniform construction code for 
mobile homes. 

Most senators and represen¬ 
tatives make the short trip to 
The Trailers several times a 
session, some more frequently. 
A few never go. Two go so 
often, they insist on paying the 
cost, which Olsen insists is $5 a 
head. 

In his twice yearly reports to 
the House and Senate, Olsen 
says, "To be safe, I figure it at 
$7 apeiee.” 

His report for the 1975 
session was $8, W 0 , which in¬ 
cluded only the price of the 
food and drink for each 
legislator. Lobbying rules, 
written by some of Olsen’s 
guests, don't require him to 
report overhead, or which 
legislator ate the meal, and 
legislators must report gifts 
only if they exceed $25. 

Olsen says "lobbying” is 
forbidden at The Trailers, 
which he runs as a family 
place, with wives and children 
welcome. He has a pond where 
the kids can fish while mom 
and dad relax. 

“They don't want to be 
harassed about some bill. They 
come to have fun." 

Olsen , who lives in Madiera 
Beach when the legislature is 
not in session, said the idea 
began as an educational 
project in government for the 
assocation's members, which 
now number more than 900 
mobile home dealers, 
manufacturers and park 
owners. 

“Only two or three of them 
knew what a senator or 
representative looked like. 
They didn’t know a damn thing 
about how government 
works." 

Now, he says, they know 


more legislators and more 
about the lawmaking process 
than any group. They come in 
droves, sit in the legislative 
galleries and dine at The 
Trailers with their hometown 
legislators. 

It began in 1961 with one 
trailer and a barbecue pit on 
land borrowed from an 
association member. Now 
there arc four trailers and the 
group bought nine wooded 
acres four miles from town in 
1972. 

"That was a good invest¬ 
ment," Olsen recalls. “We paid 
$1,800 an acre and land right 
next to us just sold for $7,500 an 
acre." 

A legislator can just drop in, 
but most phone ahead for a 
reservation, and you don’t 
have to be a friend of the 
mobile home lobby to dine. 

“One guy who's always in¬ 
troducing bills that hurt us 
comes a lot," he said. 

Although The Trailers 
always figures in at least one 
news story per session about 
the "wild nightlife” of 
legislators, Olsen says it’s a 
quiet place with never a fight. 

"A late night is 11:15,” he 
said. 

It hardly seems like the sort 
of place to trigger a fight over a 
newspaper story about a non¬ 
drinking, church-going legisla¬ 
tor being seen there one recent 
night. The legislator con¬ 
fronted the reporter outside a 
Senate hearing room to 
demand a retraction, and the 
reporter claims the legislator 
threw a punch at him. 

Olsen said the publicity only 
helps the trade. 

“The next night, 20 legisla¬ 
tors came out, saying they 
wanted to show the press they 
weren't afraid." 

"It's gotten a little prestigi¬ 
ous, something to brag about 
back home." 


Living history center has 
world's largest movie screen 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
Philadelphia did not get to put 
on a Bicentennial Exposition 
but it did build the nation's 
most ambitious municipal 
Bicentennial project — a 
Living History Center that cost 
$11.5 million and looks every 
penny of it. 

The center opened this week 
almost before the cement and 
paint were dry, meeting a 
deadline laid down by Phila¬ 
delphia '76, the city's Bicenten¬ 
nial organization. Planners 
had only two years to organize 
and construct the project after 
collapse of plans to mount a 
national exposition. 

"At first we wanted a 
miniature Disney World, but 
the Disney people said we 
didn't have enough time," said 
Richard C. Bond, chairman of 
Philadelphia '76 and president 
of the John Wanamakcr 
department stores. “So we 
turned to master designer 
Raymond Loewy who con¬ 
sulted with documentary film 
maker Francis Thompson on a 
film and electronics project." 

Loewy created an exhibition 
building of modern design in 
antique rose brick at Sixth and 
Race streets across from 
Independence Mall. It includes 
a handsome movie theater with 
the largest movie screen in the 
world, a series of exhibit areas, 
a capacious cafeteria, a “his- 
torytoy" playground, and a 
leafy garden with a water wall. 

Some 875 visitors at a time 
view Thompson's “American 
Years” On the 70 by 93-foot 
screen. History from 1765 to 
1976 is condensed into 48 
minutes. The film envelops a 
spectator's complete range of 
vision with giant images that 
seem almost real even though 
they are two dimensional, The 
new film technique was 
created by IMAX Enter¬ 
tainment Ltd., of Toronto. 

“When I first saw the size of 
the screen, 1 nearly fainted," 
said Thompson an Academy 
Award winner for his "To Be 
Alive" at the 1964-65 New York 
World's Fair. "I asked, 'What 
shall we make that is suited to 
this moment?' Then 1 decided 
on various moments in the 
lives of little people — the 


ordinary events in our history. 
Hopefully it is not a dull history 
lesson." 

Dull it isn't. Colonial riders 
hurtle across the screen to 
spread the word of new taxes. 
Pioneer families hew a new 
nation from the wilderness. 
The first trains conquer the 
west. Massive engines thrill 
crowds at the Philadelphia 
Centennial Exposition. Blacks 
march for their rights. Apollo 
II blasts off with a 
magnificence that never was 
realized on home television 
screens. 

The exhibit areas offer 
enough visual and audio 
material on American history 
to occupy visitors for two 
hours. Outstanding are “To the 
New World," a slide show of 
2,500 pictures showing the 
impact of immigration: "To 
Secure These Rights," a 
dramatic film on the Bill of 
Rights presented in a 40-room 
theater, "Soundscapes," audio 
shows heard through stereo¬ 
phonic headsets; and “Assem¬ 
bly Line," a TV and mirror 
show that recreates the atmos¬ 
phere of a factory, 


Loewy created a playground 
that delights both children and 
adults. Ten antique toys have 
been reproduced giant size in 
fiberglass and steel to climb, 
ride, swing, whirl and jump on. 
There also is a display of ar¬ 
cheological artifacts found on 
the site of the center, and some 
fairly undistinguished sculp¬ 
ture. 

Overall, the center has what 
it takes to become a permanent 
attraction once the Bicen¬ 
tennial is over, which is the 
plan of Philadelphia '76. 
Altogether the organization 
has scheduled some 250 
Bicentennial events costing the 
city $175 million. The Johnson 
Wax Company gave an 
assistance grant toward 
"American Years," a $1.8 
million film. 

The center is open from 9:30 
a.ni. to 10 p.m. seven days a 
week and charges a $3.50 ad¬ 
mission fee for adults, $2 for 
children and senior citizens. 
"American Years” shows 
every hour on the hour 
beginning at 10 a.m. Adequate 
parking space is available.

NEW YORK (UPI) — NBC is 
in the peculiar position of a 
suitor who has to host a bridal 
shower for the girl who jilted 
him.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Oliver 
is his name. But is he just 
another chimpanzee or, per¬ 
haps, the legendary 
"Bigfoot?" 

The heavy oak doors of the 
Explorers Club meeting room 
swung open one recent evening 
and in tramped Oliver for his 
first public showing. 

He was greeted by a light¬ 
ning storm of photographers’ 
strobes. Newsmen — who were 
required to sign a waiver at the 
door saying they entered at 
their own risk — buzzed with 
excitement. 

Oliver is a 4^-foot, 125-pound 
animal owned by Manhattan 
Attorney Michael Miller and 
his law partner, David S. 
Landay. Miller won’t say what 
he believes the creature is, 
only that he believes Oliver ‘‘is 
important to science." 

Miller announced last 
December that he had pur¬ 
chased the dark, ape-like 
creature, but for more than two 
months he refused to show 
Oliver in public. 

The session at the Explorers 
Club, attended by 50 reporters, 
photographers, friends, and 
club members came after 
substantial criticism of Miller. 
Some claimed Miller was only 
seeking publicity. Some argued 
he had been duped when he 
bought the creature. 

Now, Miller said he wanted 
only "to prove that he exists 
and to show what he looks 
like." 

Miller’s first announcement 
in December set off 
speculation tliat Oliver was the 
legendary "Bigfoot" of the 
Pacific Northwest, and the 
“missing link" between man 
and ape. 

Miller didn’t discourage that 
speculation, but said he didn’t 


know what Oliver was, and 
says he still doesn't. 

He conceded the creature 
has, chimpanzee charac¬ 
teristics. But he insisted it also 
has peculiar traits — such as 
its ability to walk erect and its 
dome-shaped head which is 
small and bald. Further, a 
chromosome test has revealed, 
he said, that Oliver has 47 
chromosomes instead of the 48 
that apes have. 

"This in itself is an abnor¬ 
mality. However, at this time it 
is best to say that it is just an 
abnormality and not go fur¬ 
ther," he said. 

Miller said he could not be 
more specific about the creatu¬ 
re's nature because it will take 
up to two years to fully analyze 
Oliver. He would not identify 
the scientists or organizations 
which have examined Oliver, 
saying "they have not given 
me permission to use their 
names because they don't want 
publicity," 

But, he said, "I have had 
institutions who have said to 
me that he is important to 
science. An elderly scientist 
with a New York institution 
looked at him recently and said 
‘he is important.' I would love 
him to be important for 
science. If scientists tell me 
that, that's what I’m hungry 
for." 

On the other hand, Sydney 
Anderson, chairman and cura¬ 
tor of the department of 
mammalogy of the American 
Museum of Natural History, 
who saw Oliver at the club, 
said Oliver is simply a chim¬ 
panzee, nothing more. 

"It's a chimp, no question 
about that," Anderson said. 
"It's a bit unusual that it walks 
bi-pedaily but the reason, I 
hypothesize, is that it was 


trained since it was young. 
There’s nothing peculiar about 
the shape of the animal or its 
head." 

And William Conway, 
general director of the New 
York Zoological Society, Dr. 
Wayne King, the society's 
director of zoology and con¬ 
servation, and Mark Mac- 
namara, a mammalogist with 
the society, all saw 
photographs of Oliver and say 
the animal is just an ordinary 
chimpanzee. They discounted 
Miller’s arguments, saying all 
of Oliver's traits "are those of 
a chimp's." 

"The fact that it walks erect 


means that it Is a trained 
chimp," King said. 

Conway said, "I’d be happy 
for it to be something else, we'd 
double the money he paid for it 
%ut it’s just a chimp and 
nothing more." 

Confronted with these state¬ 
ments, Miller said he still 
believed Oliver was "dif¬ 
ferent" and should be in¬ 
vestigated scientifically. 

Before bringing Oliver in, 
Miller showed two slides of a 
chimpanzee, one showing the 
chimp on all fours, the other 
with the animal standing erect. 
He described why chimps are 
"not (anatomically) equipped 
for walking." 
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HONG KONG (UPI) - At 
first glance the Bible, with Its 
thick black cover and pious 
text, looked authentic. 

But a clever customs inspec¬ 
tor found the inside hollowed 
out and concealing heroin. 

A secret compartment in a 
wooden clog shoe hid more 
heroin. Another tricky smug¬ 
gler who failed managed to 
squeeze opium into the handles 
of surgical instruments. 

These devices plus other 
unusual but detected methods 
of drug smuggling are on 
display at the Narcotics Mu¬ 
seum in the headquarters of 
the colony's Narcotics Bureau. 

The museum was the brain¬ 
child of Superintendent David 
Hodson, who conceived it as 
"an aid to professional people 
who need to know about drug 
abuse, such as teachers, social 
workers, lawyers and judges." 

At first the facility was used 
solely to teach members of the 
police force to recognize the 
equipment and various 
ingredients commonly used in 
the production of heroin. 

Then Hodson realized the 
museum could be a valuable 
tool for reaching the young 
"without sending a policeman 
into the classroom who they 
wouldn't know, probably fear 
and ignore.” 

The way to reach youngsters 
with the hard facts about hard 
drugs "is when they're young, 
not at the secondary school 
level when it already may be 
too late," Hodson said. 

"We start teaching our 
children about manners as 
soon as they are old enough to 
understand. But drugs, like 
sex, is something many want to 
put off discussing." 

Educators have found the 
museum extremely useful and 
many teachers return for more 
Information. 

"The message that we hope 
teachers will convey to their 
students is the risk involved 
when one starts on drugs," 
Hodson said. "Telling even 


primary school children not to 
take drugs is too simplistic 
when they see their parents 
smoking and drinking." 

Some of the exhibits show the 
lengths to which smugglers 
will go to get their wares into 
Hong Kong. 

One display shows a religious 
altar adjusted and filled with 
illicit drugs. Another shows a 
bamboo picture frame stuffed 
full. 

One smuggler, in a futile 
effort, cut a bottle in half, in¬ 
serted morphine in the bottom, 
scaled the bottle together, and 
filled the rest with soy sauce. 

But, Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Christopher Burch said, the 
• pride" of the museum is a 
factory modeled on a typical 
setup in Hong Kong. 

The factory contains a full 
range of equipment seized by 
detectives — a pressure 
cooker, electric fan, vacuum 
pump, heater, funnel flask and 
the basic ingredients — all 
squeezed into a space of about 
100 square feet with the win¬ 
dows covered with black cloth. 

"Many are under the illusion 
that a large factory is needed 
to produce heroin," Burch 
said. "That’s not true. It can be 
made in a cave in the hills, an 
apartment and even in a 
Chinese junk in the harbor," 
making the problem of detec¬ 
tion so difficult. 

Burch estimated that heroin 
addicts here, usually among 
the very poor, have to come up 
with at least $6 daily to support 
their habit. 

Many die, he said, because 
heroin depresses the appetite 
and the addict becomes so 
weak his system is susceptible 
to all sorts of diseases. 

Officials do not know how 
many youngsters are hooked. 
But they do know it’s a serious 
problem. 

"The message of our museum 
is get to the young early," 
Hodson said. "Don't wait until 
they are so hostile nothing can 
get through to convince them." 
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For Scott, happiness is a championship 


Ttic Boston lockerroom was an absolute bedlam as 
reporters, cameramen and assorted well-wishers tripped 
over one another in their rush to reach the undisputed kings 
of basketball, the fabulous Celtics, who had Just beaten Wilt 
Chamberlain's San Francisco Warriors to anail down the 
1964 World Championship. It had been their seventh title in 
eight years and the names of the heroes were all well- 
known: Heinsohn, Ramsey, Jones, Sanders, Havlieek and, 
of course, Russell. 

But over in a corner of the room stood a solitary figure, a 
huge, handsome man whose face glistened as tears of joy 
fell freely. 

“I played seven years and never came close to anything 
like this," Willie Naulls explained softly. "I was 
discouraged and disappointed. Then Red found me and said 
the Celtics had a place for me here. This has to be the 
sweetest championship of all time." 

Indeed, Naulls had been a five-time All-Star with New 
York. He had known every personal satisfaction the game 
could offer, except for being a champion. So had Carl 
Braun, another great old ex-Knick who finished his career 
with Boston's 1962 champions. So had Wayne Embry, the 
outstanding Cincinnati center who also made five All-Star 
teams before bowing out as a member of Boston’s 1968 
championship club. "I’ve waited 10 years for this,” Wayne 
rejoiced after the Celtics beat the I-akcrs in the clincher. 

Naulls, Braun and Embry weren't the only NBA stars to 
find fulfillment in Boston. Remember Arnie Risen? Jack 
Nichols? Clyde I-ovellettc? Bailey Howell? They all knew 
stardom in other cities, but today their proudest boast is 
that they were World Champion Boston Celtics. 


And now we come to Charlie Scott. 

If your enthusiasm for college basketball is limited to a 
reverence for UCI.A and perhaps a fascination with Bobby 
Knight, be advised that the heart of the college game beats 
in a network of southeastern campuses known as the 
Atlantic Coast Conference where it’s customary for sellout 
crowds to stand in line for hours to see a FRESHMAN 
game! 

At North Carolina, a bastion of ACC hysteria, Charlie 
Scott is still regarded as the greatest player who ever came 
down the pike. 

He then moved on to the ABA and became an instant 
sensation. But the lure of the NBA was strong and Scott 
wanted to show he belonged in the more prestigious, more 
competitive senior league, so he jumped to Phoenix where 
he won All-Star honors in each of his three seasons there. 

Then came last spring’s headline trade, bringing him to 
Boston in exchange for Paul Westphal. 

"I thought the first game I started at North Carolina was 
the most exciting moment of my life," Charlie said last 
October, "but then I flew into Boston and met Red, and 
after five minutes of talking with him I was more excited 
about playing basketball than I had ever been in my life. He 
made me feel like all of those flags up there were mine and 
that it was now up to me to help us win another one." 

Today the Celtics are in the process of doing just that. 
Only the young Phoenix Suns stand between them and 
another World Championship, and Charlie stands where 
Risen stood in 1957, Braun in 1962, Lovellette in 1963, Naulls 
in 1964 ... and the list goes on. 

He’s discovered a very simple truth. 


"I’ve enjoyed myself more than ever this year," he says, 
"and I know it's not because of statistical honors, because I 
didn't win any honors this year. No scoring titles, no All- 
Star teams, nothing. Yet I’m happier than I’ve ever been, 
and the reason for that is the fact we're winning. This is 
hard for me to say, but I think I was beginning to lose my 
enthusiasm for the game. I really mean that. But there’s a 
feeling here on this team that I haven't known since college. 
The Celtics have real esprit de corps. I’m told it's always 
been that way and that's remarkable, because you'd be 
surprised how hard it is to maintain that feeling at this 
level," 

Why? 

"Spirit is often something you leave in college," he ex¬ 
plained. "In the pros you find yourself going from team to 
team, fighting over contracts, hassling with management, 
competing with your teammates. But it's Just beautiful 
here. We kid each other about our weaknesses and we all 
get along. I can only describe this siauation as euphoria.” 

'Riat’s why you won’t hear Charlie complaining when 
someone else walks off with the trophies, when someone 
else puts on the All-Star Jersey, when someone else receives 
the standing ovations. 

"If it's individual satisfaction a guy is looking for," he 
smiles, "I'd suggest he try tennis or golf or track. But this is 
a team sport and the goal is to become a championship 
team. Believe me, I’ve been around a long time now. I can 
look back and ask myself what all of those other ac¬ 
complishments meant? I've seen both sides. And I can 
assure you the greatest satisfaction of all is being a win¬ 
ner." 


Books 


Johnson on Johnson, edited 
by John Wain. (Dutton, $10) If 
Samuel Johnson ever had 
written an autobiography, as 
James Boswell said, "the 
world would probably have had 
the most perfect example of 
biography that was ever 
exhibited." But the great 
doctor never did. Now John 
Wain has extracted from 
Johnson’s voluminous 
writings, letters, diaries, 
sermons and prayers a 
fascinating anthology of 
personal facts and hints and 
prejudices which should lead 
the reader back to Johnson 
himself. A work of love which 
deserves the honor of 
becoming No. 1,000 in Dutton's 
Everyman series. 

Victims, by John Pekkanen. 
(Dial, $8.95) This stark, 
terrifying book tells in ex¬ 
cruciating detail what happens 
to a victim of rape, based on an 
actual case. The crime itself 


occupies only a few pages. A 
young, attractive girl is almost 
destroyed in its aftermath by 
the fumbling police and 
judicial procedures. The prose 
is sparse and direct and suit 
the subject perfectly. The 
undercurrent of anger and 
frustration marks this as an 
important book. 

Liberty Tavern, by Thomas 
Fleming. (Doubleday, $10) 
How did it feel for work-a-day 
citizens when a revolution was 
thrust upon them? This book 
recreates with compelling suc¬ 
cess the fears, weakness and 
courage that Colonial Ameri¬ 
cans experienced and 
exhibited during the 1776 
rebellion. Most of the action 
centers in a tavern in nor¬ 
theastern New Jersey. Liberty 
Tavern is a fine fictional flight 
that looks at the American 
Revolution from a refreshing 
vantage point. 




Cops and Wives: 'You Ever Been Shot at. Lady?'

POMONA. N.Y. (UPIl - 
After a shootout at Ramapo, 
N.Y., police Sgt. Duane 
Whitaker went home to his 
anxious wife and pulled 20 
spent bullet casings from his 
pocket. 

"Those were all aimed at 
me," he told her. 

"Isn’t he a sensitive bas¬ 
tard," sighs his wife, Lois, at a 
rap session intended to help 
rookie cops and their wives 
hold their marriages together. 

Police, whose chances of 
being killed on the job are 10 
times as great as most other 
occupations, also have a GO to 
85 per cent divorce rate, the 
highest of any profession. 

"It's the stress that the job 
puts on men," said Whitaker, a 
15-year veteran of the Ramapo 
town police force. 

But Duane and Ix>is have 
been happily married for 18 
years. That makes them an 
unusual police couple, as 
national averages go. 

"We just like each other," 
“ said Lois, a redhaired woman 
with a winning smile. I-ois 
decided to put the smile, her 
husband, and herself to work, 
sharing the secret of their 
marital success with young 
cops and their wives. 

Since 19G8, the Whitakers 
have led regular rap sessions 
with rookie couples who face 
the question of how to make a 
marriage work — in spite of a 
career in law enforcement, 

The most recent program 
was sponsored last week in this 
quiet Rockland County com¬ 
munity by the New York 
Criminal Justice Bureau for 
municipal police, the Rockland 
Mental Health Association and 
neighboring police depart¬ 
ments 

The session brought nine 
couples together, including the 
Whitakers. 

At 9 a.m., they trooped into a 
sterile-looking room in the 
Pomona Fire Training Center 
The wives were strangers 
When they entered. Some of the 
husbands worked together. 

But after eight hours of 
constant conversation, finding 
out that their marital problems 
were similar, the couples 
departed friends. They made 
dates to have coffee together, 
to talk about the loneliness of 
being a "Mrs. Cop,” about the 
fears, the gnawing feeling. 

"It just kills me," said Anna, 
whose husband Jose joined the 
Orange, N.Y., police force a 
year ago. Anna, who is 
pregnant with their first child, 
touched her stomach lightly 
and said, "If Jose doesn’t walk 
in that door within an hour 
after his shift is over, I begin 
right away to think 
something's happened." 


"She worries all the time," 
said Jose, a brawny 6-foot-3 
Puerto Rican. "I know how to 
take care of myself." 

That drew a response from 
I/iis Whitaker, who knows 
what it's like. 

"But it’s not the same when 
you're sitting there at home, 
alone, not knowing what’s 
happened to your husband. 

"Right after Duane joined 
the force, there was a shootout 
in town. Ramapo is a small 
town, and everyone knew there 
was something happening. 

"Duane was in charge of the 
squad that responded to the 
call, and 1 knew he was in 
danger. But I also knew there 
was nothing I could do for him, 

It doesn’t make you feel very 
good." 

"I broke the news real gently 
to her," said Duane. "I walked 
in the house that night, told her 
to hold out her hands, and I 
dumped out about 20 bullet 
casings. 1 told her, ‘Those were 
all aimed at me.’" 

The strain, of course, is just 
as great on the men. 

"You've got to do something 
to unwind.," said Bob Meyer, a 
sergeant on the Orange depart¬ 
ment. "And if you're working 
the 4 p.m. to midnight shift, the 
natural thing is to go have a 
few beers with the boys." 

“Well, he better not do that," 
said Ginny, a striking brunette 
whose husband of five months, 
Rocky, recently joined the 
South Nyack, N.Y., police 
force. 

Rocky sat quietly as Ginny 
nodded in his direction. "If he 
wants to go out and drink, he 
can take me with him." 

Duane, who's heard it all 
before, shook his head. 

“Honey, what you've got to 
understand is that cops are the 
tightest-knit fraternity on 
earth. Your husband can love 
you all he wants, but now and 
then he’s gotta talk to his 
buddies." 

Ginny doesn't like that an¬ 
swer "What if your wife was 
always out with her friends, 
drinking in some bar?," she 
asks. 

"I’d throw her out." 

"So, why should you be 
allowed to do it?" 

"You ever been shot at, 
lady?" Whitaker asks. "That's 
the difference." 

Dan Canry, a marriage 
counselor from the Rockland 
County Mental Health Society, 
sat in the room as the couples 
talked. He has volunteered his 
time and expertise for previous 
"Police Wives in Training" 
sessions, and has an answer 
that appeases Ginny. 

"The stress from doing a 
dangerous job, day in day out, 
can be terrible on policemen. 
They find they often must get 


away from the pressures, and 
they find in their fellow 
policemen sympathetic part¬ 
ners who also want to talk, 
Jrink, relax," he says. 

"But often this excludes the 
wife from her role of compan¬ 
ion, and she understandably 
reacts badly to it. It can be the 
beginning of the breakup of a 
marriage. 

"What we're hoping to do 
here is to explain these dangers 
to young wives, and to their 
husbands. They have a right to 
know what peculiar circum¬ 
stances they face. We don’t tell 
them how to deal with it, 


though. That’s up to each 
couple." 

Cathy, whose husband, Joe, 
is a new cop in Nyack, says 
she's already learned to cope 
with the fears that she'll be a 
widow. 

"Why sit there and torture 
yourself? If, and when, the 
time comes that someone tells 
me something happened to Joe, 
I’ll fall to pieces. But I’m not 
going to rehearse for that 
day."

A Cab at Your Door for 
Only 15 Cents a Trip 


By JACK V. FOX 

LOS ANGEIJCS (UPI) - In 
these days of astronomical 
taxicab fares, imagine phoning 
for a cab to come to your home, 
riding to a doctor's office, a 
shopping center or a friend’s 
house and paying only 15 cents 
with no tips allowed. 

That is the service now being 
provided in six areas of the 
sprawling Los Angeles met¬ 
ropolitan community under a 
$1 million program sponsored 
by the City Demonstration 
Agency. 

The service is designed 
principally for use by senior 
citizens, persons with physical 
handicaps and those in hard¬ 
ship financial condition but 
requests on the Dial-A-Ride 
system can be made by anyone 
in the districts. 

In the month of March, the 
latest for which figures are 
available, 38,603 rides were 
furnished in the areas, which 
have a population of slightly 
more than 500,000. 

It is theoretically possible to 
get a taxicab or van at your 
doorstep within 30 minutes of 
calling but the system tries to 
get users to put in their, 
requests least 24 hours id 
advance. 

The areas served arc Bever- 
ly-Fairfax, Hollywood, Pacoi- 
ma, Westlake-East Wilshire, 
East-Northeast and greater 
Watts. Riders are restricted to 
trips within their own area 
boundaries, all of which are 
part of the city of Ix>s Angeles. 


The East-Northeast and 
Watts areas have had the 
programs for about two years. 
They were extended last 
December to the other four 
sections and usage has in¬ 
creased steadily. 

Several of the areas have 
vans suitable for carrying 
persons in wheelchairs. Ar¬ 
rangements can be made not 
only for transportation to a 
destination but also or the 
return trip at a specified time. 

Phillip Barton, a spokesman 
for the Demonstration Agency, 
said that similar programs in 
eastern states have "gone 
down the tube" but that the Ix»s 
Angeles experiment is meeting 
with enthusiasm and continued 
usage. 

The appropriate telephone 
numbers to call are listed in 
brochures distributed by the 
agency and also arc included in 
both the white and yellow 
pages of the telephone direc¬ 
tory.

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Cheating 
scandal 
clouds 
W Point 


WKST POINT. N.Y. (UPI) — 
West Point is clouded by the 
biggest cheating scandal in its 
history, but its class of '76 
graduated on schedule and 
4.000 cadets in a 20-second 
ovation left little doubt of their 
feeling about the Point's 
controversial honor code. 

The honor code at the U.S. 
Military Academy says sim¬ 
ply. "A cadet shall not lie, 
cheat or steal, or tolerate those 
who do." 

As the Point graduated its 
178th class Wednesday, Cadet 
William Andersen of 
Kingsport, Tenn., stepped up to 
receive his diploma — and the 
cadets in brass-buttoned dress 
grays gave him a 20-second 
standing ovation. There were a 
few subdued boos from the 
junior class section. 

Andersen was the Point's 
honor committee chairman, in 
charge of enforcing the honor 
code. During his chair¬ 
manship, 98 junior cadets have 
been formally accused of 
violating the code by cheating 
on an electrical engineering 
assignment. 

But Andersen himself has 
been accused of violating the 
code. Cadet Steven Verr of 
Brookfield, Ill., charged And¬ 
ersen harassed him and his life 
was threatened after the honor 
committee was overruled and 
he was exonerated of a charge 
that he lied. 

Verr has been under protec¬ 
tive guard in the barracks.

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City employees end 6-day strike

The strike of city employees ended 
early Wednesday after a mediation 
session at City Hall that lasted past 2 a.m. 

I-ocal 800 (AFSCME) walked out last 
Thursday to protest Mayor Theodore 
Mann's plan to eliminate 91 jobs from the 
sanitation division , which collects the 
rubbish. 

Mayor Mann said Wednesday morning 
that when he left City Mall at 2 a.m. "it 
appeared that we were making sub¬ 
stantial progress, very significant gains 
in which labor is being treated fairly." — 

I.ocal 800, which has a membership of 
nearly 500 and includes all Public Works 
Department 

and Recreation Department laborers, 
was joined in the walkout by City Hall 
Associates, with a membership of about 
250 clerical workers and library em¬ 
ployees. 

The two unions were under court order 
to return to work, after the state labor 
Relations Commission ruled that the 
strike was illegal. Municipal employees 
are forbidden by law to strike. 

Mediation initiated by the Labor 
Relations Commission has been in 
progress almost continuously since last 
Saturday. 

The employees returned to work 
Wednesday morning after meeting at 
Hawthorne gymnasium, where Local 800 
President Louis Rufo ordered them to 
return to their jobs. At a meeting 
following Ix>cal 800's, CHA President 
Murdock Fraser ordered his membership 
back to work. 


By 8.15 a.m. city trucks were on the 
streets and at 8:30 many employees were 
entering City Hall to work. 

The l.RC mediator has called a 
blackout on information to be 
disseminated by either side in the labor 
dispute. 

The Board of Aldermen, which has met 
several times in special session over the 
mayor's plan to go to contract for rubbish 
collection, on Monday night finally voted 
against the only plan formally submitted 
to it by the mayor. 

The mayor's plan, known as Plan A, 
would have eliminated municipal

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
Larson said Wednesday that trash 
collection will resume immediately. 
Trash should be put out on the 
regular collection day for the area in 
which you live. There will be no 
collection on Saturday.

collection and given a a five-year $3 
million contract to South Shore Disposal. 
The city would have continued to collect 
commercial and recyclable rubbish. 

The mayor's request for $735,000 to 
fund the first year of the contract, 
beginning July 1, was denied by a 17-6 
vote. 

The aldermen who voted in favor of the 
plan were Wendell Bauckinan, Donald 


Budge, David Cohen, Ernest Dietz, and 
Sidney Small and Robert Stiller. 

Not voted on or accepted for action by 
the Board was a revised Plan A, 
variously referred to as Plan A-plus or 
Plan C, which may be the basis of current 
negotiations between the administration 
and the labor force. 

In his two new requests, Mann asked 
the Board to appropriate $233,450 to fund 
18 jobs for the next year and to ap¬ 
propriate $247,000 to budget reserve "to 
restore an additional 19 jobs or to be used 
for collective bargaining." 

The mayor presented a letter from 
South Shore Disposal saying that the firm 
would employ 15 men "at all times as 
long as they perforin to the satisfaction of 
the company." South Shore also 
promised to fill vacancies among the 15 
jobs with former Newton employees. 

The mayor's proposal also states that if 
a "labor settlement" is reached by July 1 
he will use the $247,009 for 19 jobs and will 
keep on another 10 men for the next year. 
Three additional people would be kept for 
the reeyclables and commercial 
collection. 

The mayor's latest offer, then, will save 
65 jobs for the next year, during which 
time the number lost through normal 
attrition would be expected to be at least 
10 . 

The number of employees required by 
Plan B, which would use new equipment 
and fewer routes than the city now 
follows, would be 36, 

The union and the Board of Aldermen 
both favor Plan B, which was worked out

Five Newton billboards, cited for 
violating city and state regulations, will 
get one more chance to defend them¬ 
selves from extermination on June 29. 

The State Outdoor Advertising Board 
has scheduled hearings on renewal ap¬ 
plications, asking the owners of the 
roadside signs to "show cause" why their 
permits should not be revoked, con¬ 
sidering written documentation that the 
signs are violating Newton zoning laws or 
OAB regulations. 

The City of Newton is an intervenor in 
the proceedings. 

The sigiLS are in Auburndale, Newton 
Highlands, Chestnut Hill, West Newton 
and Nonantum. newton, june 10, ieith, 
billboards, take 2 

All are in conflict with a new ban on 
billboards that passed the Board of 
Aldermen recently. 

The city's case will be presented by a 
I.aw Department representative. 

The Auburndale billboard, long a target 
of neighborhood wrath, sits atop the 


Nahagian Building on Auburn Street 
facing homes on the other side of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. 

In addition, OAB finds it located within 
300 feet of a public park, located in a 
predominantly residential area when 
viewed from Interstate 90, and facing 
"squarely into a public library and a 
residential area ... and doing significant 
damage to the visual environment", in 
conflict with OAB regulations. 

The Newton Highlands sign at Lincoln 
and Walnut streets was only found 
violating the new billboard ban. 

These two signs, owned by John 
Donnelly and Sons, sparked the Newton 
ban. 

Republic Company’s West Newton sign 
is not displaying its permit number, as 
required by OAB rules. 

The Nonantum sign, at Watertown and 
Faxon streets and currently vacant, 
violates the city ban. 

The fifth sign, located off Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue at the end of the 
trolley line near Boston College, “is not

Henry Lasker retires

In the last week of September, 1975, 
Matthias von Boeventer was placed in the 
music theory class of Henry Lasker at 
Newton North High School. 

At that time the Munich, Germany, 
native knew nothing about music. By the 
end of a week he could read every note in 
the class, and by the end of November he 
, started composing. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
spoke highly of Lasker's ability to nur¬ 
ture creative talents when announcing 
that the Newton North High School 
Auditorium be named after the music 
] teacher, who retires this month after 33 
years at the high school, 
i "To those of us who know him, he is a 
beautiful human being. His greatest 
pleasure has been the achievement of 
others," Superintendent Fink said. 

Iasker studied music and history as an 
undergraduate at Boston University. He 
earned a master's degree in history at 


Harvard and a master's degree in music 
after five more years of study. 

Two years after he came to Newton as a 
music teacher, the composing student of 
Walter Piston began the annal "Newton 
Night at the Pops," conducted by his good 
frend Arthur Fiedler. 

Each year tasker was asked to play a 
piano solo with the Boston Pops, but he 
soon let that spot be filled by one of his 
students playing the solo for a piece 
writeen by the student. 

Among the many tributes was this 
year’s "Lasker Night at the Pops" when 
several of his famous pieces were per¬ 
formed. 

Thee of his most famous works are 
"The Power of Industry," a ballet written 
near the end of World War II depicting 
the constant din of a defense factory, 
"The Gath of Hippocrates," a tribute to 
Newton physicians for the Newton 
Centennial, and the "Jack in the Bean-

Chief Perkins drops 
retirement request 


Fire Chief Frederick A. Perkins 
withdrew his retirement papers this week 
after receiving requests from firefighters 
and aldermen to stay on the job. 

Chief Perkins said Wednesday morning 
he had sent Mayor Theodore I). Mann a 
letter but had not yet spoken with him, 
and refused to state specifically why he 
had changed his mind. 

Mayor Mann wanted to reduce by at¬ 
trition 13 firefighters and eliminate one 
pumper truck from service. 

But Chief Perkins said Wednesday that 
question has been "more or less resolved. 
I don't think we would lose it (the pum¬ 
per)." 

When he submitted his resignation 
papers on May 27, Chief Perkins said he 
was unaware that Mayor Mann intended 
to name Pulice Chief William F Guinn to 
direct a combined department of public 
safety. 


The Newton Firefighters Association 
(NFA) had voted unanimously to urge 
Perkins to stay on the job. 

Before he withdrew his retirement 
papers, NFA President Richard Ciccone 
had written an open letter to Mayor Mann 
stating "There is no police chief qualified 
to take command of the Newton Fire 
Department." 

The letter also stated, "The Police 
Chief knows nothing about fire fighting." 
Ciccone later said the letter was not 
directed against Chief Quinn, and that he 
doesn't feel any police chief in the state 
would qualify for Chief Perkins' job. 

Jane Pitt, administrative aideto Mayor 
Mann, said there is a "great deal of 
respect" between the mayor and Chief 
Perkins, and the mayor had previously 
convinced Perkins not to resign. 

The RetiremBent Board will meet 
tonight, Thursday, to consider Perkins' 
withdrawal of retirinent papers. 
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Moderate growth of city favored 


Beginning with the first 
meeting held during the end ol 
February, 1976, the Newton 
I xieal Growth Policy Com¬ 
mittee lias met weekly. After a 
local public hearing at which 
the points of view of citizens 
and organizations within the 
city of Newton were presented, 
the committee members 
discussed issues relating to 
past growth, development, and 
change, along with the 
questions set forth in the I-ocal 
Growth Policy Questionnaire 
which was prepared for the 
Local Growth Policy Com¬ 
mittees. 

Copies of the preliminary 
report (which follows in 
slightly abridged form) will be 
made available to the citizens 
of Newton before the second 
public hearing scheduled for 
June 15. 

Past Growth, Development, 
and Change 

During the past 15 years 
there has been a trend away 
from extensive development 
for single-family homes which 
characterized the postwar 
period, particularly in the 
south side of Newton, toward 
more intensive development in 
and about the commercial 
centers of the city, including 
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large-scale commercial 
development and relatively 
more intensive land use for 
housing. 

While population of the city 
lias remained fairly constant, 
the number of school-aged 
children has declined from a 
peak in excess of 18,000 in 1967 
to a current student population 
of approximately 15,000. Most 
recently the decline in school- 
age population has been made 
up by an influx of college 
students and single people. 

Tlie prior emphasis of single¬ 
family home construction has 
shifted to multifamily units. A 
recurrent problem has been 
the inadequate provision for 
low- and moderate-income 
housing. 

Relatively speaking, there 
lias been a very significant 
commercial development 
during the last 10 years. 
Among the more important 
developments are Gateway 
Center, the Marriott Hotel, the 
Mall at Chestnut Hill, the 
Newton-at-128 industrial and 
office park, and Piccadilly 
Square. These projects com¬ 
bined have substantially in¬ 
creased the nonreaidential 
proportion of the tax base. 

Of the foregoing projects, 
Piccadilly Square was the only 
development characterized by 
renovation of a prior com¬ 
mercial area. 

Commercial development in 
the Lower Falls redevelopment 
area has been long delayed, but 
an office building may be 
ready for occupancy in the 
latter part of 1976. 
Redevelopment in Newton 
Corner has not materialized. 

Ethnic balance in Newton 
has remained relatively 
constant. The number of people 
over 65 years of age has in¬ 
creased. 

There is a feeling within the 
community that Newton is not 
only absolutely more ex¬ 
pensive than it was 15 years 
ago but also is relatively more 
expensive than it was, thus 
limiting the ability of the less 
than affluent to enter or 
remain in the community. 

The black population of the 
city has increased slightly in 
the last five years. 

Factors with the most 
significant influence on 
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growth, development, and 
change in the past are die 
school system, the extension of 
the Massachusetts Turnpike 
into Boston, the character of 
the community itself being a 
desirable residential com¬ 
munity, its geographic 
location, the availability or 
nonavailability of land, the 
socioeconomic factors in the 
city, and the restrictive 
practices relating to change in 
zoning. 

Development in neighboring 
communities has affected the 
past growth and change in 
Newton. The more restrictive 
zoning practices of Wellesley 
and Weston have resulted in a 
more limited growth policy. As 
a result, those persons desiring 
to live in a higher 
socioecoonomic area have 
moved to homes in Newton 
which were available in 
developments primarily in the 
South side of the city. The 
onstruction of the exte 
nsion of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike has provided a fast 
route into Boston, and the 
MBTA Riverside line and 
express bus route have greatly 
improved public tran¬ 
sportation on an intercity 
basis. 

However, the positive effect 
of the foregoing had its at¬ 
tendant adverse effect, by 
creating traffic congestion 
particularly in the Newton 
Corner, Newton Centre, and 
West Newton commercial 
areas. Parking is inadequate in 
some of the village centers. 

What little emphasis there 
was to resolve congestion was 
given to moving vehicular 
traffic. Very little emphasis 
has been placed on pedestrian 
safety. 

The taxing structure has had 
an effect on development and 
change in the city. Assessing 
practices relating to valuation 
affected the larger older homes 
located on large lots of land. In 
addition, because Newton’s tax 
base was primarily one of 
residential valuation as op¬ 
posed to commercial Find in¬ 
dustrial, the increased costs of 
city government had to be 
borne by the residents, 

The traditional approach to 
real estate taxation lias been 
regressive, leading to further 
deterioration of certain neigh¬ 
borhoods which contain the 
large, older, single-family 
homes on the larger lots of land 
as well as areas which for¬ 
merly housed active 
manufacturing and industrial 
businesses. 

The implementation of 100 
percent valuation has further 
aggravated the shift in the 
burden of tax payment to the 
residents. 

Generally speaking, during 
the past 10 years it was clear 
that Newton was in the process 
of a slow and steady change. 
Land is now at a very high 
premium and only expensive 
single-family homes are being 
built. In other areas where the 
zoning will allow' multifainily 
units have been or are in the 
process of construction. 

There has not been a com- 
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prehensive plan for the 
development of open areas. 
However, there has been a 
comprehensive plan for the 
acquisition of open-space land. 
Generally, change resulting 
from zoning practices has been 
very slow. Some of the older 
industrial and commercial 
areas have been grossly 
neglected. Manufacturing and 
industrial concerns have 
moved from the city. Many 
residents who once worked 
within the city boundaries now 
go elsewhere for their source of 
employment. 

Because of general economic 
conditions, the high cost of 
construction and land and the 
restrictive zoning practices, it 
has been very difficult to en¬ 
courage new industry to locate 
within the city. 

For the same reasons it has 
been very difficult to en¬ 
courage the development of 
housing that would satisfy all 
of the needs of the city. 

As a result of past growth 
which primarily was con¬ 
centrated in the development 
of single-family houses after 
World War II, attention was 
given to the increase of school- 
age children. Today there is an 
excess of school building and 
schoolrooms. 

As the city ages, so too does 
the local village commercial 
area age. Most of these com¬ 
mercial areas have somewhat 
deteriorated and are less 
viable than they once were. 
The advent of the shopping 
center and regional shopping 
areas was probably a factor. 

Conflicts exist between 
conservation and preservation 
versus development, between 
the status quo versus im¬ 
provement and growth, and 
between the maintenance of 
the present character of the 
city versus the planned, 
coordinated growth concept. 

There is the opportunity to 
develop a comprehensive plan 
for (lie future of Newton, which 
would involve changes in 
zoning laws, a restructuring of 
the real estate property taxes, 
a program for acquisition of 
land by the city, and 
revitalizing commercial and 
industrial areas. 

The city has the opportunity 
of developing air rights over 
tlie Turnpike extension that 
could reconnect the halved 
community. 

Underutilized schools and 
schoolrooms could be diverted 
to other purposes, such as 
cultural and recreational 
facility. 

Through rezoning, large, old, 
single-family homes could be 
converted to two-family and 
multifamily use, thereby 
upgrading an area which would 
otherwise deteriorate. 

Owners of large open areas 
could be encouraged to donate 
open-space land or develop 
their land on a basis which 
would allow intensive 
development of small areas, 
leaving the larger area as open 
space. 

Technical assistance can be 
given to neighborhood com¬ 
mercial areas where buildings 
are owned by more than one 
owner. It would be helpful to 
coordinate the efforts of such 
commercial building owners so 
that certain types of stores 
could be influenced to locate 
within a neighborhood area on 
a planned basis. 


Natural resources like the 
Charles River can give rise to 
recreational development for 
the city. 

The Most Likely Future 

In order to assess the most 
likely future of the city ol 
Newton, we must first 
recognize its assets and 
liabilities. 

Newton is known as a 
privileged suburb, a haven of 
middle- and upper-income 
residents who for the most part 
earn their living elsewhere. We 
have the geographic advantage 
of being close to the inner city 
of Boston, with good access in 
and out of Boston as well as the 
availability of travel to more 
outlying communities and job 
opportunities. 

We have our neighborhoods 
and villages and the individual 
identification of each. The city 
has the potential for 
recreational facilities, with 
actual resources available 
such as the Charles River. We 
have strong zoning practices 
which prevent change in a 
haphazard manner. Most of the 
areas within the city are well- 
maintained and are mature. 

Unfortunately, along with 
the various assets and positive 
attributes that its Newton has, 
it also has liabilities. 

Among the liabilities are the 
manner in which real estate is 
assessed; lack of job op¬ 
portunities; lack of intracity 
public transportation; lack of 
availability of low- and 
moderate-income housing; no 
comprehensive plan for land 
use and use of public vacant 
buildings; stagnation of neigh¬ 
borhood commercial areas; 
deteriorating industrial areas; 
inadequate tax base of 
nonresident ial property; and 
poorly maintained public 
ways. 

Factors which may influence 
future growth, development 
and change are change in tlie 
birth rate and the continued 
decline in school enrollments; 
basic costs of city services; 
zoning practices; the 
restructuring of assessing 
policies; an active policy for 
revitalizing existing com¬ 
mercial and industrial areas; 
and the general economic 
condition of tlie state and 
country. 

Factors beyond tlie control of 
the city of Newton that will 
affect its most likely future are 
decisions and policies of neigh¬ 
boring communities with 
respect to zoning practices, 
housing, schooling, coor¬ 
dinated efforts toward 
metropolitanization of public 
services, recreational 
facilities, and the development 
of industrial and commercial 
areas. 

Aside from the effect of 
practices and policies of 
surrounding communities' 
development and change 
within the region (within Route 
495) will affect Newton. 

State and federal laws, 
programs, and policies, in¬ 
cluding investment programs, 
have not had a material effect 
on tlie growth and development 
of the city. Existing laws and 
administrative procedures 
such as the wetlands act and 
environmental regulations 
have not had an effect on 
developments in existing 
wetlands areas. 

Probably the one area in 


which the state has existing 
legislation' a change in which 
could affect growth and 
development in the city, is 
taxation. It is not merely the 
reliance on local property tax 
that is the prime cause of many 
of the effects of growth and 
development' but rather the 
manner in which the local 
property tax is assessed. 

The existing state income 
tax, excise tax, and sales tax 
have been responsible for 
many industrial and com¬ 
mercial firms leaving the 
state. It appears as though the 
state government is all too 
prone to increase its budgeted 
expenditures as more revenue 
is available. 

Relief is necessary for the 
owner of a larger home on a 
large lot of land. In addition, 
changes are required to allow 
lower-income aged and young 
families to own homes in 
Newton. 

We can expect a short-term 
continued decline in school 
enrollment with the possibility 
of a longer-term recovery. 
There will be pressure to utilize 
existing vacant public school 
buildings and land for other 
purposes. We can expect a 
continued reliance upon 
residential tax base and high 
property tax to pay for 
municipal services. 

The stratification of 
population by income level will 
be further extended. Pressure 
will continue to develop 
housing for low-income and 
moderate-income families. 
There will be continued 
deterioration of the aged 
neighborhood commercial 
centers. 

Overall it is not likely that 
there will be any substantial 
growth development and 
change in Newton in the near 
future. As a result, we can 
expect a deterioration of the 
proportion of industrial and 
commercial taxes available to 
the city. In addition, the city 
administration will continue to 
hold back on services provided 
to the community so that real 
estate taxes will not spiral 
upward. 

The Desired Future 

Generally we would like the 
city of Newton to be a com¬ 
fortable city in which we can 
live with housing for all people 
in every socioeconomic group. 

To attain this goal, the 
following changes, growth and 
development would be 
desirable: a change in the 
structure of property tax; 
development of housing for 
low-, moderate-, and high- 
income families; revitalization 
of neighborhood commercial 
centers; revitalization of 
existing industrial areas; 
provision for job opportunities 
in the city; planned acquisition 
of privately owned open land 
by purchase' donation or by 
offering inducements for 
limited, cluster development; 
rehabilitation of existing 
residential properties; 
development of air rights over 
the Turnpike extension to 
connect the halved sections of 
the city; modification of zoning 
laws to allow for planned unit 
development; development of 
an intracity public tran¬ 
sportation system connecting 
with MBTA lines; pocket 
multifainily development in 
prearranged areas; a coin- 
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prehensive plan for public 
works maintenance and im¬ 
provement; concentration on 
nonmotor vehicle tran¬ 
sportation with an emphasis on 
the concern for the pedestrian; 
promotion of local village 
shopping; and encouragement 
of publicly and privately 
financed facilities for all forms 
of art, music, theater, and ... 

Most of the foregoing may be 
accomplished by the present 
governing system of Newton. A 
great deal more effort in 
necessary toward planning 
first and then implementation. 

As previously discussed, 
there are many aspects af¬ 
fecting growth and develop¬ 
ment over which the city has no 
control, most important of 
which the national and state 
economic climate. 

Regional interaction could 
resolve some of the growth- 
related issues. Some in¬ 
tercommunity projects, such 
as construction and main¬ 
tenance of facilities for fire 
protection, solid waste 
disposal, sewer, water, and 
recreational facilities, could be 
undertaken on a regional basis. 

By coordinating the major 
growth prospects of the several 
communities within a region, 
perhaps by a council veto 
power, the adverse effect of 
growth on neighboring com¬ 
munities may be reduced. 

The value of an in¬ 
tercommunity relationship can 
have a far-reaching effect. 
Matters relative to education 
and recreation may be 
resolved by having specific 
communities make provision 


tor such facilities for other 
communities as well as theirs 
to enjoy. 

Conclusion 

The Newton Local Growth 
Policy Committee is in favor of 
moderate growth, develop¬ 
ment and change on an 
imaginative, well-planned 
basis so that its positive effects 
would enhance the mode of 
living in our city and the 
negative effects would be 
reduced to a minimum by 
effective solutions to problems. 

We recognize the advantages 
we enjoy as residents of 
Newton, but at the same time 
we have an awareness of 
problems which we believe can 
be resolved through well- 
planned growth, development 
and change. 

A committee such as the 
Local Growth Po'jcy Com¬ 
mittee should be ongoing, 
consisting of political and 
nonpolitical members. 
Periodic reports should be 
required by the local govern¬ 
ment as well as by the 
responsible state agency. 

All plans for major 
development, including 
changes in zoning laws, should 
be available to contiguous 
communities. 

The local executive and 
legislative branches should 
review this report and m'ake 
specific written comment on its 
content. 

After the final public 
hearing this committee will 
prepare a final draft report 
setting forth its recom¬ 
mendations, indicating a 
priority in implementation. 


Pool deaths result 
of inattention 

Seconds of inattention at the 
side of a swimming pool can be 
fatal for a young child, Gilbert 
Champagne, chairman of 
water safety of the Newton Red 
Cross chapter, cautions. 

Lack of adequate supervision 
and lack of fences and locke 
gates at pools are the principal 
causes of deaths of young 
children in the water, 

Champagne says. The 
majority of deaths occurred 
when the children fell in or 
went in on purpose while adults 
were not looking on. Only three 
deaths occurred when children 
climbed fences to reach the 
pool. 

News accounts of the 
drownings of children in the 4- 
years-old—and-under category 
indicate there is a 
disproportionate number in 
this age group in the total of 
water fatalities, some 7,000 or 
more a year, Champagne said. 


A study of swimming pool 
deaths nationwide by the 
National Safety Council 
showed that 114 out of a total of 
301 were in the under-5 age 
group. Most of these were in 
home pools. 

The remaining casualties 
occurred with either no fence' 
access through a space in the 
fence or under it, or an 
unlocked gate. Careful adult 
supervision could have 
forestalled many, it not most, < 
of these deaths. 

"The great increase in 
numbers of backyard pools 
nationwide and here in Newton 
is ample reason to make us 
aware of their hazards," 
Champagne said. He recom¬ 
mended that pool owners take 
a water safety course offered 
by the Newton Red Cross 
chapter. Call 527-6000 for 
details.

Capt. Edward Durant House 


Durant House in National Historic Register 


The Captain Edward Durant 
House. 286 Waverley Ave., has 
been accepted for inclusion in 
the National Register of 
Historic Places by the 
Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, State Secretary 
Paul Guzzi,chairman of the 
commission, has announced. 

Also known as the Kenrick 
House. Kendrick House, and 
Durant-Kenrick House, the 
house is significant as the 
home of the wealthy and 
prominent Edward Durant and 
as one of the oldest houses in 
Newton. 

Durant was born in Boston in 
1695. the third son of Edward 
and Anne Hall Durante. His 
father kept the “Inn at the Sign 
of the Lamb,” a famous Boston 
public house. The younger 
Durant was a smith and also 
served in a variety of public 
offices in Boston. He is termed 


"captain" in a number of 
public records, and his raised 
pew at Old South Church 
bespoke his position of 
prominence in Boston. 

In 1732, Durant purchased 91 
acres of land in Newton and 
built a “dwelling house, two 
barns, and other out housing." 
He served as selectman in 1739 
and died in the fall of 1740 
leaving an estate valued at 
more than 11,000 pounds, in¬ 
cluding other properties in 
Boston and western 
Massachusetts. 

At his death, Captain 
Durant's eldest child' Edward, 
assumed the Newton property. 
Edward, a 1735 graduate of 
Harvard College, continued the 
family spirit of public service 
by housing the town grammar 
school in the 1760’s, He served 
numerous positions in pre- 
Revolutionary patriotic ac¬ 


tivities in Newton, including 
"Chairman of the Committee 
of five to express public opinion 
on the state of affairs of the 
Colony, and to instruct the 
Representatives in the General 
Court." 

In January 1774, Durant was 
elected chairman of the 
Colony's Committee of 
Correspondence, and he was 
also a delegate to the 
Provincial Congress. His sons, 
Dr. Edward Durant, a 
regimental surgeon, Thomas 
and Allen, both Minutemen at 
the Battle of Lexington, and 
Nathaniel’ lived in the Newton 
home and contributed from it 
to the American cause. 

After the death of Edward 
Durant in 1782, the Newton 
property was sold to the 
Kenricks, one of the original 
Newton families. The Kenricks 
established a noted nursery in 


Mofenson favors fund 
for commuter bikeways 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs' is supporting 
legislation to set up a fund to 
build a system of bikeways 
throughout the state. 

“Many communities have 
set aside miles of bicyle paths, 
lanes and routes in recent 
years." Mofenson said' "in 
recognition of not only the 
growing number of bicyclists 
but also the value of bike riding 
as a means of air pollution 
control' energy conservation, 
and promoting personal 
physical fitness." 

••What we need now is a 
coordinated plan for the 
continued construction and 
maintenance of bikeways and 
bicycle parking facilities," 
Mofenson said. 

The funding for such a plan 
would come from revenues 
from bicycle registration fees 


and the use of 1 percent of the 
state's gasoline tax. According 
to transportation planners in 
the state Department of Public 
Works, the yield from these 
sources would be about $1.7 
million annually. 

Mofenson noted that it has 
been estimated that 8 million 
gallons of gasoline could be 
saved annually if only 5 per¬ 
cent of Boston area auto 
commuters switched to 
cycling. The estimate was 
based on a Boston Traffic and 


Parking Department survey 
which revealed that in one 18- 
hour period, 860,000 automobile 
trips were made in or out of the 
city. 

“Right now it is estimated 
that there arc nearly three 
million bicyclists in 
Massachusetts," Mofenson 
said. "Only a minority of them 
are now bike commuters' but 
with the development of 
bikeways, the number of 
bicycle commuters could 
easily double." 


1790 and it is believed that 
some of the venerable trees on 
the present grounds in the 
surrounding neighborhood 
were part of their plantings. 

The Captain Edward Durant 
House remained in the Kenrick 
family until 1903. Shortly 
thereafter, it was acquired by 
Frederick C. Durant, and thus 
returned to its original family 
ownership. In 1923, Arthur S. 
Dewing, Harvard professor, 
antiquarian and Durant 
descendant, purchased the 
house and later established the 
Edward Durant Homestead 
Trust, which today owns and 
maintains the house and 
property. 

The house is a tall, two-story 
clapboard building on a 
fieldstone foundation. It has a 
gambrel roof, two chimneys, 
and a symmetrical five-bay 
facade. The main entrance is 
framed by fluted Doric 
pilasters supporting the simple 
entablature. Immediately 
above the door is a five-light 
transom. 

There are several out¬ 
buildings on the propert that 
were constructed about 1930. 
These include a garage, 
summerhouse, and a children’s 
playhouse. 


The day after the passage by 
the Board of Aldermen of 
permissive use for a 124-unit 
apartment for the elderly on 
Stanton Avenue, Auburndale, 
an abutter of the project in¬ 
dicated his intention to sue the 
city. 

Joseph Wcinfeld, 99 Stanton 
Ave., said Tuesday he would 
claim in Superior Court that 
the rezoning of the land and the 
subsequent permissive use 
granted Monday night con¬ 
stitute "spot zoning," an illegal 
practice. 

The vote was 21-0. 

The apartments for the 
elderly are an outgrowth of a 
plan to be build a "life care 
center" for the elderly. The 
project, which was to have had 
179 one- and two-bedroom units 
and a nursing-care facility, fell 
through for lack of financing 
and community support. 

The new project, also to be 
developed by Dr. Edwin 
Guiney and Arthur Ullian, will 
have 124 apartments, ac¬ 
cording to new plans shown 
Monday night' a decrease from 
the earlier 127. A full floor in 
height has been removed, and 
one arm of the triskele-fonn 
building has been extended 
about six feet.

There is also a reason to 
suspect that Miss Ray's charges of doing no 
work for her money other than having 
dinner and sex with Hays could be 
vengeance motivated since Hays recently 
remarried and at least claims he had broken 
off the ties to Miss Ray. 

But the matter should not be dropped. If. 
indeed, public monies were spent to main¬ 
tain Miss Ray only for Hays' sexual con¬ 
venience. American taxpayers have a right 
to be outraged and should demonstrate their 
anger at the polls, And even in Hays' version 
of the affair, is this the way women are 
hired in Washington for legitimate work 
with congressional committees and other 
agencies? If so. the Congressional vote in 
favor of the Equal Rights Amendment is a 
mockery. 

One thing seems certain. After the 
revelations of Congressman Wilber Mills, 
tales about the late President John F. 
Kennedy, and the continuing story of 
duplicity and law-breaking of Watergate, 
the Hays affair will not increase confidence 
in what goes on in Washington for most 
Americans. 


Nuclear 

proliferation 

Campaign statements during a presiden¬ 
tial election year must always be considered 
in the light of the tense situation and the 
possible political impact. Yet Jimmy 
Carter's introduction of the dangers of 
nuclear proliferation is worth a second look. 

Carter proposed that the United States 
take the lead in a summit-level approach to 
the leaders of West Germany and France to 
call off their current exports of plutonium 
reprocessing plants to developing countries. 
West Germany, a year ago, sold nuclear 
reactors to Brazil and is negotiating a 
similar deal with Iran. France is completing 
arrangements to sell a plutonium 
reprocessing plant to Pakistan. There is 
currently no real use for such plants except 
to make atomic bombs. United States com¬ 
panies are prohibited from exporting them, 
but countries like West Germany argue that 
the United States has a corner on the reactor 
market, so that plutonium plants must be 
used by other countries as sweeteners for 
future deals. 

Carter has asked for a five-year 
moratorium on all testing of nuclear devices 
and he warns that continued exportation of 
plutonium plants could mean that 
developing nations would soon be able to 
produce enough plutonium to build 3,000 
Hiroshima size bombs a year. Countries like 
Iran and Pakistan certainly are not far 
removed from territorial, religious and 
revolutionary threats. 

The use of enriched uranium fuel for 
peaceful purposes is probably essential to 
developing nations although doubts about 
the safety and non-polluting aspects are 
growing But in any case such nations do not 
need plutonium Carter was correct in 
saying so

What ever happened to Harold Stassen ?

NEW YORK - When Hubert Humphrey tearfully 
declined to enter the Democratic Party primary in New 
Jersey, he said that he didn’t want to be another Harold 
Stassen. 

To many Americans, the reference to Stassen had no 
meaning. To those for whom the politics of the 1940s is as 
fresh as yesterday, the mention of Stassen evoked many 
moods — a chuckle, a sadness, a reminder that time is as 
fickle as it is. For Humphrey, the Stassen comparison had 
special significance. 

The last time Harold Stassen was elected to office was 
1941, when he won the governorship of Minnesota, the home 
state of Hubert Humphrey. At that time, Stassen was only 
32 years old — the child prodigy of politics with a national 
reputation as a liberal Republican in the image of Wendell 
Willkie. 

The Willkie nomination must have given Stassen the 
feeling that a charismatic figure' even when backed by 
amateurs, idealists and a few journalists, can make it 
against the established figures. Willkie had taken the 
nomination away from New York's Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
Ohio's ' Sen. Robert A. Taft, and Michigan’s statesman, 
Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg. 

Four years later, Dewey demolished Willkie early on and 
Stassen was momentarily off stage. But four years after 
that, Stassen threw himself into the battle for the GOP 
nomination and, for a while' looked like he had it: in 
Wisconsin he beat Gen. Douglas MacArthur; he swept 
Nebaska; he even picked up delegates against Taft in Ohio. 

Then came Oregon and the great debate between Stassen 



and Taft on the question "Should the Communist Party be 
outlawed in the United States?” Stassen, the alleged 
liberal, said yes; Dewey said no. Dewey carried the state 
and that was the end of Stassen. 

That was the end of Stassen in the mind of the electorate 
but not in the mind of the man who had been bitten by the 
presidential bug. Every four years, Stassen would an¬ 
nounce his candidacy to an unlistening audience. At one 
point, he sought a new political base by offering himself as 
candidate for mayor of Philadelphia. 

When Humphrey recalled Stassen, I wondered what had 
become of the perennial presidential hopeful. The other 
day, I found the answer in an Associated Press story 
daielined Philadelphia: "Harold E. Stassen, a Republican 
who four times sought the presidency announced today that 
he might ' try again." Stassen said he could “unite the 
Republican Party, unite the country, and provide the 
essential leadership to lift America etc." 

At age 67' Stassen is still in pursuit of the presidency that 
he felt — at age 27 - would someday inevitably be his. 
Nothing can deter him from the quest. Having sensed his 
destiny at one point in his life, he must live out his purported 
fate. 

Stassen's declaration recalls so many others we meet 
who spend a lifetime reliving a moment in a lifetime; the 
veteran recalling his heroic moment; the old man recalling 
his famous 90-yard run touchdown in high school; the 
forgotten actor who once stopped the show. With each 
recall, the alleged greatness becomes greater. 

It is this tragic-comic image that Humphrey reflected.

Brown expects a resounding vote today

LONG BEACH, Calif. - 
Louella Neel, a 34 year-old 
hairdresser, stood outside the 
beauty parlor of the Golden 
Sails Hotel, where the governor 
of California was huddling with 
three legislators wh had flown 
down from Sacramento to 
witness his signature on three 
nuclear safety bills. 

She was wearing a cerise- 
colored crepe dress with cape 
sleeves — her best — and she 
was a little nervous. 

"I'm going to plant one on 
him if he lets me." The hand¬ 
some, 38-year-old governor 
emerged and Louella, after 
asking, "May I?,d' kissed him 
on the cheek. 

"You shouldn't have asked," 
Jerry Brown remonstrated 
"You should do what the spirit 
tells you." 

Jerry Brown moved into a 
press conference where, in the 
presence of the grateful 
sponsors, he signed three 
measures which imposed 
safeguards on California’s 
nuclear energy development — 
not strict enough for 
proponents of Proposition 15, 
which is on the ballot Tuesday, 
but sufficient to take the heat 
out of the issue. 

Sen. Charles Warren, the 
father of the bills, had bitterly 
criticized Brown during the 
latter's absence on the cam¬ 
paign trail, but he declared 
that the happy ending could not 
have been achieved without 
Brown’s help. Warren 
apologized again for his attack, 
which he said the governor had 
been "gracious enough to pass 
off as the usual benter" bet¬ 
ween the two branches of 
government 

One of the legislators, Terry 
Goggin of San Bernardino, 
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accompanied the governor to 
an upstairs suite, where Brown 
entertained state agency 
representatives between phone 
calls to Sacramento to break 
an 18-18 tie in a Coastal 
Commission bill 

Goggin confided that he is for 
Jimmy Carter in the 
presidential primary, because 
he thinks Carter is a shoo-in for 
nomination and election and he 
dislikes the Brown approach o( 
"letting things emerge " 

Brown did not seem sur¬ 
prised 

"Oh, that's all right There 
has to be a little drama And li 
Carter gets the nomination 


there should be a few lines of 
communication open. You can 
do it with impunity." 

Goggin responded drily in 
the familiar Sacramento 
complaint, "You don't give us 
anything, so how can you take 
anything away?” 

Brown knows that behind his 
back legislators grumble that 
he did not come into the fitht on 
the nuclear bills earlier. 

"I trust my own sense of 
timing," the governor ex¬ 
plained going down in the 
elevator to the dining room 
“They are always trying to get 
you to do Hungs tliat are not 
needed 


"It is the lesson of 
Hiroshima, the Bay of Pigs, 
Vietnam, the Highway Trust 
Fund and a good deal of 
redevelopment. There is so 
much stuff floating around, it is 
creative just to stop it." 

In the jammed luncheon, the 
governor sipped at a glass of 
orange juice, while a steady 
stream of autograph seekers 
and instant-picture takers, 
most young and female, 
giggled by. 

Brown gracefully bounded to 
the podium amid heavy ap¬ 
plause The microphone wasn't 
working. 

"It shows you the limits of 
technology," he said. "It only 


takes you so far before you 
have to depend on your interior 
resources." 

He gave a relatively modest 
account of his stewardship as 
governor and called it a 
preparation for the White 
House. He made an adroit 
reference to the peerless 
political tutelage of his father, 
the former governor He has 
been accused of being mean to 
his amiable parent, and the 
line drew a big hand. 

His speech, spoken without 
notes, revealed some of the 
reasons for his phenomenal 
popularity in his home state. 
His rhetoric dazzles liberals 


and comforts conservatives. _ 
He combines fiscal respon¬ 
sibility with spectacular, 
unorthodox appointments. His 
spartan life style and 
unremitting war on political 
cliches and conventions do the 
rest. 

He speaks of the limits of 
government and the limitless 
possibilities of life "with or¬ 
dinary people doing ex¬ 
traordinary things." 

In the courtyard while the 
driver revved the motor and 
the aides fumed, the governor 
signaled a halt so he could 
listen while a bearded guitarist 
and two singers serenaded him 
with a special ballad to "the 
free spirit, the new spirit 
candidate." 

"He gave up the Taj Mahal. 

He works for all." s 

Someone handed him a copy 
of the words and Brown 
followed them appreciatively. 

Brown expects a resounding 
vote out of his home state. He 
intends to magnify it im¬ 
mediately, One or two days 
after the primary, he will set 
out on a 30-state tour stalking 
conventions, caucuses and 
uncommitted delegates. 

Young Walter McGuire, an 
aide to Lt. Gov. Mervyn 
Dymally, who put together the 
largest write-in vote in 
Oregon's history for Brown, is 
established in a I^os Angeles 
office, setting up a schedule 
and training advance men for 
the trip. 

"He's got two things going 
for him that no other candidate 
has," says McGuire, "appeal 
to youth and excitement. He 
strikes an instant spark." 

Jerry Brown — and it’s easy 
to see why in California — 
really thinks he can start a 
forest fire in the country that 
would lay waste Jimmy 
Carter's claims of 
inevitability.

A notice was posted in 10 
schools and 350 children signed 
up to play. With the en¬ 
thusiastic support of parents 
and children, a seven-week 
schedule of matches and 
practices Ls now underway 
with 12 teams each of about 25 
players. 

Unfortunately, the only place 
that could be found for the 
matches was the North High 
football field with a too tightly 
compressed schedule on 
Saturday afternoons. 

Soccer is a simple but ex¬ 
citing game that can be played 
with much enjoyment by 
children of widely differing 


athletic abilities and physical 
builds. It can be played in all 
seasons except deep snow. In 
fact playing in deep mud can 
be exceptionally satisfying. 

It is excellent training for 
and does does not interfere 
with other sports. It is cheap to 
outfit, serious injuries are 
extremely rare and at the 
elementary level, everyone 
who wants to can play. 

To build a soccer field, all 
you need is enough money to 
put up two wooden goalposts 
and enough white paint to 
mark out a rectangle 100 x 50 
yards. 

There arc many open spaces 
in Newton where soccer fields 
could be established without 
interfering in any way with 
baseball, football or flying of 
kites on windy afternoons. 

A brief car excursion 
revealed adequate space at the 
following sites: Auburndale 
playground, vacant space 
behind North High, Burr 
playground, Angier 
playground, Ward School, Cold 
Spring playground, Upper 
Falls playground.

Summer jobs for 
economically disadvantaged 
youths between the ages of 14 
and 21 are now available at 
about 35 nonprofit and 
municipal agencies in Newton. 
Other agencies can still receive 
funding to hire youths. 

Jobs are funded by Newton 
Area CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act) 
and pay $80.50 for a 35-hour 
work week. Over the ten-week 
summer period young people 
can earn more than $ 800 . 

The jobs, according to 


federal regulations, go to 
young people from financially 
disadvantaged homes. Family 
income must be below the 
federally determined pverty 
line. 

"The federal guidelines are a 
form of social justice," Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, chairman 
of Newton Area CETAsaid. 
"It's a documented fact that 
kids from poverty-line families 
have a harder time getting jobs 
and job leads than kids from 
more affluent families." 

The mayor added that money

Staniford St. may go to NHA 


Carabetta Enterprises' Inc., 
which hopes to build the 
Chestnut Hill Gardens apart¬ 
ment complex on the former 
Towers land near the Chestnut 
Hill Mall, is negotiating for the 
purchase of a 10 -acre parcel of 
land on Staniford Street, 
Auburndale. 

According to Richard Lovell, 
attorney for Carabetta, 
Carabetta wants to buy the 
land, subject of a three-year 
battle between the city and the 
owner of the land, Auburndale 
Development Corp.' to fulfill 
its low-income-housing com¬ 
mitment as developer of the 
apartment buildings in 
Chestnut Hill. 

The Board of Aldermen 
imposes a requirement that 
developers provide 10 percent 
of new units for lease by the 
Newton Housing Authority for 


its subsidized housing 
program. 

Carabetta’s proposed 428- 
unit development takes over 
from the defunct Towers at 
Chestnut Hill, which would 
have assisted low-income 
housing by helping the Newton 
Community Development 
Foundation build housing on an 
adjacent piece of land. 

Carabetta assumed the 
obligation when it purchased 
the land. The Towers had 
already paid $37,500 of a total 
obligation of $ 162 , 00 , 

Carabetta thought that it 
could fulfill its commitment to 
low-income housing by com¬ 
pleting the Towers-NCDF 
agreement, but members of 
the aldermanie Land Use 
Committee now want a full 10 
percent of the number of units 
for low-income housing. 


NCDF has said it no longer 
needs financial assistance, 

Some of the members want 
Carabetta to turn over some of 
its apartments to the Housing 
Authority, but through Lovell 
Carabetta has told the com¬ 
mittee that such a proposal is 
economically unfeasible. 

The matter is more or less 
stalemated, unless Carabetta 
can come forward with a plan 
for off-site housing that the 
I-and Use Committee and the 
Board can accept. 

The Staniford Street land 
was the subject pf two years of 
hearings before ihe state 
Housing Appeals Committee 
under Chapter 777, the antisnob 
zoning act. 

John and Joseph Mclsaac, 
owners of the land, wanted to 
build 140 apartments on the 
property, but were denied by 
the Board of Aldermen and the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Lawrence Shubow, attorney 
for the Mclsaacs in this con¬ 
nection, said this week he 
expects a favorable decision 
from the HAC, probably within 
a month. 

Conservationists have op¬ 
posed the use of the land en¬ 
tirely for housing, and the 
Planning Department has 
recommended only the front 
two acres be used' with a 
maximum of 20 housing units. 

If Carabetta were to buy the 
land, Lovell said, regardless of 
the Housing Appeals Com¬ 
mittee decision, it would deed 
the land to the Housing 
Authority, which would then go 
out to bid for construction.

Council on Alcoholism names 
Backman 'Man of the Year' 


Sen. Jack H. Backman, 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, was presented 
with the "Man of the Year" 
award by the Massachusetts 
Council on Alcoholism at their 
annual dinner meeting 
Saturday, June 5. 

The award wits presenter! to 
Sen. Backman for "his 
achievement in promoting 
continuing progressive 
legislation in alcoholism.” 
Backman was a major force in 
the passage of the Com¬ 
prehensive Alcohol Treatment 
and Rehabilitation Act, 
recommended by the Human 
Services Committee, which 
became effective on July 1, 
1973. This law made 
Massachusetts the first state to 
remove drunkenness as a

crime and set up treatment and 
rehavilitation progrinas for 
alcoholics. 

Under the alcoholish law, 
there are detoxifictation 
services for the emergency 
medical care and shelter 
needed by alcoholics; inpatient 
services to provide necessary 
follow-up care; and 
rehabilitation services in¬ 
cluding halfway houses which 
have proven themselves so 
successful in helping the 
alcoholic return to job and 
community. 'Hie halfway house 
system has grown from 10 in 
1971 to 49 in 1976. 

Backman said: "Back in 
1968, the Massachusetts Drug 
Abuse Commission, which I 
served as chairman, found that 
■alcohol abuse creates more 
serious social problems than 
does the abuse of any other 
drug.' Since that time, we have 
been trying to take it off the 
number-one position. However, 


as in many other human 
problems, the first and most 
difficult task is to realize there 
is indeed a problem. The 
recognition by the public of the 
scope of the drug problem has 
been as difficult to bring about 
as it is to convince an in¬ 
dividual alcoholic that the 
drink is overwhelming his life. 

"The elimination of the 
crime of public drunkenness, 
the creation of detoxification 
centers, halfway houses, self- 
help groups, and the ever¬ 
present great work of AA 
(Alcoholics Anonymous) have 
given us the beginnings of a 
solution to this deep social 
illness. 

"More and more we must 
recognize that social problems 
and medical problems are 
linked. Providing proper 
assistance helps all of society 
because directly or indirectly, 
all of us suffer the results of 
lack of available care and 
treatment."

Letter 
from Peru 

LIMA, Peru fUPI) - In a 
move to reduce foreign influ¬ 
ence in general and American 
influence in particular, the 
Peruvian government is study¬ 
ing plans to ban some three 
dozen magazines and comics, 

Falling under the proposed 
ban are the I^tin American 
edition of Cosmopolitan and the 
comic books Superman, Bat¬ 
man, Red Rider, Roy Rogers, 
Tarzan and Mighty Mouse. 

Since coming to power more 
than seven years ago, the 
leftist military government, 
with its professed aim of a 
nonCommunist, non-capit¬ 
alist revolution" and "a new 
Peruvian man," has diligently 
sought to reduce the influence 
and control of the United 
States, its business and its 
culture, over Peru. 

But on the very day the 
proposal to ban the magazines 
was announced, a casual stroll 
through Lima showed the 
campaign has a long way to go. 

Long lines of impatient 
moviegoers waited in front of 
four of Lima's largest theaters 
to purchase tickets to "Jaws." 

Parents, seeking milder fare 
for children, could choose 
between Walt Disney's Cin¬ 
derella and a Readers Digest 
musical version of 
Huckleberry Finn. 

Outside churches three and 
four centuries old, street 
vendors, some of them full- 
blooded descendents of the 
Incas, hawked the latest best¬ 
sellers: translations printed in 
Spain and Argentina of Irving 
Wallace, Jaqueline Susann and 
Arthur Hailey. 

The most prestigious actress 
in Peru, Elvira Travesi, was 
leading her own company 
before sold-out audiences in 
"La Heredera." The play is a 
translation of “The Heiress," 
an American drama based on 
the Henry James novel "Wash¬ 
ington Square." 

Accountants at the Sears 
department stores, one down¬ 
town and one in a suburban 
shopping center, totalled up the 
proceeds of their best Christ¬ 
mas season ever. 

Worried by the possibility of 
a currency devaluation, th>} 
citizens of Lima are putting 
, their money into the reliable 
merchandise sold in the 
American-owned stores. 

A young American, complet¬ 
ing a temporary assignment 
with the U.S. AID program 
here, sold his 1971 Oldsmobile 
for $22,000. The price reflected 
the skyrocketing demand for 
American cars since the 
government prohibited their 
importation. 

Teenagers in blue-jeans 
danced to the English lyrics of 
rock 'n' roll tunes played over 
many of Lima’s 40 radio 
stations. 

Children watched American 
re-runs and American movies 
on television, some of which, in 
the acid phrase of one 
government-owned newspa¬ 
per, "teach our children how to 
be agents for the organs of 
imperialism." 

All these scenes, and many 
others, do not mean that the 
"revolutionary government of 
the armed forces” has accom¬ 
plished nothing. The changes 
have been sweeping and stri¬ 
king. 

Ten years ago, John Gun¬ 
ther, in Inside South America, 
asked: 'What runs Peru?" and 
answered: "Foreign capital, 
represented chiefly by the 
International Petroleum Com¬ 
pany, Cerro, Grace and the 
Swiss electrical interests." 

The companies lie named 
have been the property of the 
Peruvian government for 
years. Foreign control has 
been greatly reduced. 

But foreign influence, and 
particularly American influen¬ 
ce, may be more difficult to 
shut out.

DESCRIPTION OF THE FLAG 

The King of the United States 
of America has 13 horizontal 
stripes—7 red and 6 white—the 
red and white stripes alternat¬ 
ing, and a union which consists 
of white stars of five points on a 
blue field placed In the upper 
quarter next to the staff and ex- 
lending to Ihe lower edge of the 
fourlh red stripe from the top. 
The number of stars is the same 
us the number of States In Ihe 
Union,

PROPER MANNER OF 
DISPLAYING THE FLAG 

There arc certain fundamental 
rules of heraldry, which If under¬ 
stood geneially, would Indicate 
the proper method of displaying 
the Flag of the United States of 
America. The matter becomes a 
very simple one if it is kept in 
mind that the Flag represents 
the living country and Is itself 
considered as a living thing. The 
union of the Flag is the honor 
point; the right arm is the sword 
arm and therefore the point of 
danger and hence the place of 
honor. 

1. The Flag should ho displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or 
between such hours as may he 
designated by proper authority. 
However, the Flag may be dis¬ 
played at night upon special oc¬ 
casions when it Is desired to pro¬ 
duce a patriotic effect. It should 
be hoisted briskly, but should bo 
lowered slowly ami ceremoni¬ 
ously. The Flag should be dis¬ 
played on all National and State 
holidays and on historic and spe¬ 
cial occasions. (However, being 
the emblem of our country, it 
ought to fly from every flagpole 
every day throughout the year, 
weather permitting.) Special 
care should lie taken to see that 
the Flag is displayed on Ihe fol¬ 
lowing days: New Year's Day, 
January 1; Inauguration Day, 
January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, 
February 12 ; Washington's 
Birthday, February 22; Easter 


Sunday (variable); Mother’s 
Day, second Sunday In May; 
Armed Forces Day, third Satur¬ 
day in May; Memorial Day (half 
staff until noon), May 30; Flag 
Day, June 14; Independence Day, 
July 4; Labor Day, first Monday 
in September; Citizenship Day, 
September 17; Columbus Day, 
October 12; Veterans Day, No¬ 
vember 11; Thanksgiving Day, 
fourth Thursday of November; 
Christmas Day, December 25; 
such other days as may be pro¬ 
claimed by the President of the 
United Slates; the birthdays of 
States (dates of admission); and 
oil State holidays. The Flag 
should be displayed dally, weath¬ 
er permitting, on or near the 
main administration building of 
every public institution. The 
Flag should be displayed in or 
near every polling place on elec¬ 
tion days and, during school 
days, in or near every school- 
house. 

2. When carried in n proces¬ 
sion with another flag or flags, 
the Flag of the United States of 
America should be either on the 
marching right, i.e., the Flag’s 
own right, or when there Is n 
line of other flags, the Flag of 
the United States of America 
may be in front of the center of 
that line.

SALUTE TO TIIE FLAG 

During the ceremony of homing or 
lowering the Flag, or when the Flag In 


passing in u parade nr In a review, all 
persons present ihnuld lace the Flag. 


•1‘tntl at attention, nml salute. Those 
present In uniform should render the 
military salute. When not In uniform, 
men should remove the headdress wllh 
Ihe right hand, holding It at Ihe left 
shoulder. Uie hand being over ihe heart. 
Men without lints should salute In the 
same manner. Allens should stand nt 
attention. Women should salute by 
Placing the right hand over the heart. 
The salute to the Flag In Ihe moving 
column should be rendered nl the mo¬ 
ment the Flag pnsses, 

SALUTE TO NATIONAL 
ANTHEM 

When the National Anthem Is played 
und Ihe Flag Is not displayed, alt pres¬ 


ent should stand and (ace toward tho 
music. Those in uniform should salute 
at the first note of the Anthem, retain¬ 
ing this position until Ihe Iasi note. All 
others should stand at attention, men 
removing the headdress. When the Flag 
Is displayed, all present should face the 
Flag and salute. 

The "Star-Spangled Danner'' Is now 
the National Anthem of Ihe United 
Slates of America. II was made such 
by Act of Congress. March 3. 1931. 
PLEDGE TO THE FLAG 

In pledging allegiance to the Flag of 
the United States of America, the ap¬ 
proved practice In schools, which Is 
sultublc also lor civilian adults. It as 
follows. 


"I pledge allegiance to the Flag of 
the United Slates of America and to the 
Republic for which It stands, one Na¬ 
tion under Cod, Indivisible, with liberty 
and Justice tor all." Is rendered by 
standing with the right hand over the 
heart. However, civilians will ulways 
show.full respect to the Flag when the 
pledge Is given by merely standing at 
attention, men removing the headdress. 
Persons tn uniform should render the 
military salute.

The shield ot Ihe Unllcd Slates of 
America has 11 vertical stripes. 7 white 
and u red. with a blue chief wllhcut 
stan.

propriate or desirable: and an\ 
such alteration or additional ml. 
shall be set forth in a proclama¬ 
tion. 

CAUTIONS 

1. Do not permit disrespect to 
be shown to the Flag of the 
United States of America. 

2. Do not dip the Flag of the 
United States of America to any 
person or any thing. The regi¬ 
mental color, State flag, organ¬ 
ization or institutional flag will 
render this honor. 

3. Do not display Ihe Flag 
with the union lown except ns 
a signal of distre-s. 

4. Do not place any other flag 
or pennant above or, if on the 
same level, to the right of the 
Flag of the Unltei States of 
America. 

5. Do not let the Flag touch 
the ground or the floor >>r trail 
in the water. 

6. Do not place any object or 
emblem of any kind on or above 
the Flag ot the United States ■ 
America. 

7. Tho Flag should never bt 
used as drapery of any sit' 
whatsoever, never festoon* tl 
drawn back, nor up. in fold-, but 
always allowed to fall five

Do not em¬ 
broider it upon cushions or nano- 
kerchiefs nor print it on paper 
napkins or boxes. 

14. Do not pul lettering ot any 
kind upon the Flug. 

15. Do not use the Flag in any 
form of advertising nor fa-i• o 
an advertising sign to a pole 
from which the Flag is flown. 

16. Do not display, use or star- 
tho Flag in such a manner as 
will permit it to be easily null, d 
or damaged. 

17. The Flag should never be 
used a- a receptacle for receiv¬ 
ing, holding, carrying, or deliver¬ 
ing anything.

"matching" design of bathing suit and 
coverup, prcfering say a white on green 
small print two piece suit and the same 
design in giant size is echoed in the caftan 
coverup. 

Along with the new T-shirt dress 
stylings, a most comfortable coverup is 
the terry jumpsuit with drawstring 
hood—you'll cuddle in it when a strong 
breeze springs up. Another plus—this 
garment is a great item when you travel, 
acting as robe or beach cov erup. 

One swimwear designer has added the 
dash of an ankle-length skirt to a 
strapless maillot. The suite is a new 
matte finish knit fabric with the figure- 
hugging advantages of "Lycra" spandex. 
Both in a colorful print bound to be 
popular at pool or shore. 

The one-shoulder maillot of "Antron" 
nylon and "Lycra" spandex comes with 
matching striped jersey skirt in sharply 
striking blue, green and white. 

Another key look in cover-ups is the 
classic ankle-length T-shirt dress. Slit on 
both sides, in a peppermint-striped free 
and easy fabric, it's ideal for outdoor 
barbecuing as well as a fresh-from-the- 
sea coverup.

Tom Brigance, designing for Gabar, 
maintains that his current collection of 
one-piece swimsuits with adjustable 
thigh-lines for “side burning" and bikinis 
with adjustable bra cups are his very best 
creations.

A young homemaker wrote declaring 
that she and her husband of one month 
had made a pact—she would do all the 
indoor cooking and he would be the chef 
out in the backyard or on a picnic site. 

— She added, however, that neither of them 
had ever done any "grilling" and would 
we please print the a. b. c's of bar¬ 
becuing. And that's how easy it is—a, b, 
i -if you follow the following simple 
rules; 

HOW TO LIGHT THE FIRE THE 
RIGHT WAY: 

1. Line the grill with heavy duty 
lunnnum foil—for faster cooking and 
easier clean-up later. 

2 Stack the briquets in a pyramid; 
they'll light faster since air can circulate 
around them. 

3. Use a good starter. Try the electric or 
chimney type, or choose a liquid, jelly or 
solid fibrous cubes. 

4 Be patient! Let the briquets bum to 
lust the right stage before adding food. 
Generally, they'll require 20 to 40 
minutes. 


HOW TO JUDGE THE TEM¬ 
PERATURE OF A CHARCOAL 
BRIQUET FIRE: 

To tell when it's cooking time: Dif¬ 
ferent brands of charcoal give off varying 
degrees of heat in a given time...thus 
some are ready for cooking sooner than 
others. In daylight, the coals are ready 
for cooking when they are covered by a 
layer of gray ash; at night they'll have a 
bright red glow. At this stage, spread the 
briquets into a single layer with tongs and 
place food on the grill. 

Quick temperature test: Hold your 
hand at the cooking height, palm side 


down. If you can keep it in position for 2 
seconds, the temperature is high or hot, 3 
seconds, medium-high or hot; 4 seconds, 
medium; 5 seconds, low. To lower the 
temperature: Raise the grid, or spread 
out the coals. To raise the temperature: 
Tap ash from coals, or push them closer. 
When more coals are needed; Add to the 
outer edge of hot coals. If spattering fat 
causes flare-ups: Put flames out by 
raising grid, spreadinging out coals, or 
removing a few coals. If all else fails, 
have a water bottle handy I remove food 
before sprinkling). For rotisserie 
cooking, place foil drip pan in front of the 
coals in the fire box and catch the drip¬ 
pings. 

How to make clean-up easy- 
prevention of accumulated grease is the 
lining of the grill with heavy duty 
aluminum foil—it's a good idea to spray 
the grill rack with a non-stick coating. To 
remove greased and grilled-on food 
particles, sprinkle dry baking soda on a 
damp sponge and scour; rinse with water 
and baking soda solution. Cover grill and 
store in clean dry place. 

Following recipes will make that 
backyard dinner a meal to remember! 

GRILLED STEAK WITH 
SUMMER VEGETABLES 
•s cup butter or margarine, softened 
2 teaspoons basil 

1 teaspoon cracked black pepper 

2 beef tip steaks.. each cut l-'z inches 
thick (apprx. 2 lbs.Id- 

Unseasoned Instant meat tenderizer 
1 medium sweet Spanish onion, sliced 
1 garlic clove, minced 
4 medium summer squash, sliced 


4 medium tomatoes, cut in wedges 
l-'z cups sliced celery 
1 cup large pimientn, stuffed olives, 
halved 

I -'2 teaspoons salt 

Meat cut from 4 lb, beef round tip 
roast. Freeze remaining meat for future 
use. For herbed-butter, combine butter, 
basil and pepper until well mixed; set 
half of herbed butter aside for vegetables. 

Sprinkle both sides of meat with meat 
tenderizer as label directs. Spread some 
herbed-butter on steaks and grill about 5 
inches from medium hot coals for about 5 
to 7 minutes per side for rare doneness. 
Brush occasionally with some herbed 
butter. Top each cooked steak with a 
dollop of butter. Meanwhile, melt 
reserved 'a of the herbed butter in large 
skillet. Add onion and garlic and saute 
until tender-crisp, about 2 to 3 minutes. 
Add squash, tomatoes, celery, olives and 
salt. Cook, covered, 10 minutes, stirring 
occasionally, until vegetables are tender- 
crisp. Cut steak into thin slices across 
grain of meat and serve with vegetables.

PROMENADE'S GHION CHEESE BREAD 
1 tablespoon butter 
>z cup chopped onions 
1 egg, lightly beaten 
• z cup milk 
l'j cups Bisqulrk 
1 cup grated cheese 

1 tablespoon poppy seeds 

2 tablespoons melted butter 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees; grease an 5-inch baking pan. 
Melt shortening in skillet, saute onions until transparent; 
combine egg and milk, add to Bisquick, stir just until 
moistened. Stir in onion and half of the cheese. Spread 
dough in pan, sprinkle with remaining cheese, poppy seeds 
and melted butter. Bake in preheated oven for 20-30 
minutes.

Answer: Sorry I can't locate a recipe for Veal Oscar — 
perhaps one of our readers can help us out with it, however, 
1 can offer the following two veal recipes for your en¬ 
joyment. 

VEAL CUTLET "CORDON BLEU" 

2 veal cutlets (6 oz. ea.) 

4 slices imported Swiss cheese 

2 slices ham 

2 cups bread crumbs 

2 eggs 

Sufficient oil for frying 

Pound the veal cutlets as flat as possible without breaking 
them. On one half of the meat place 1 slice of cheese, 1 slice 
of ham and a second slice of cheese. Fold second half of 
meat over the first and bread the cutlet on both sides. Dip 
into beaten eggs and brown in hot skillet. When meat is 
brown, place on a metal tray and bake in a 400 degree oven 
for 10-15 minutes. Serve with lemon wedges and fresh 
parsley. Serves 2. 

VEAL PAPRIKA 

2 pounds boneless veal steak, cut in 

2 -lnrh cubes 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 can (3 or 4 oz.) whole mushrooms, drained 

(reserve liquid) 

2 tablespoons fluur 

I teaspoon (or more) paprika 


1 cup sour cream 
I tablespoon onion juice 
Salt to taste 

In a frying pan, brown veal in butter. Remove to a 
casserole. Blend 3 tablespoons of the mushroom liquid, 
flour, and paprika in the frying pan to make a smooth paste. 
Slowly add the sour cream and cook, stirring constantly 
over very low heat (do not boil) until thickened and smooth. 
Remove from the heat; add the mushrooms, onion juice and 
salt; pour over the veal. Cover and bake in n 350 degree 
oven for about 1 hour, or until tender. Serves 6. 

Question; I've been looking for a superior recipe for 
biscuits — something that resembles those I've eaten in the 
better restaurants in the south. Do you think you can help 

me?

Answer: Some time ago, we received several recipes 
from Margaret Kerrick in West Roxbury. We printed her 
Napalese Rice Pudding recipe and didn't have room for her 
Rich Biscuits which, as she says, "You may wonder what is 
so different about these biscuits, but they are light and flaky 
and 1 thiijk one reason is that they have lard in them which 
always adds flakiness to a pastry recipe." Here it is: 

RICH BISCUITS 
4 cups sifted all purpose flour 
6 tablespoons butter 
4 tablespoons lard 
Mi teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 
8 teaspoons baking powder 
l‘z teaspoons cream of tartar 


2 eggs 

1 cup milk 

Sift the dry ingredients together. Mix or cut in shortening 
until consistency of cornmeal. Beat eggs and combine with 
milk. Make well in center of dry ingredients. Add egg-milk 
mixture. Stir until just blended. Do not beat. Turn out onto a 
slightly floured board. Knead lightly for a few minutes. Pat 
out to about three-fourths inch thickness and cut with a one 
or two inch cutter. Place close together on a slightly 
greased baking sheet. Let stand 10 minutes. Bake at 450 
degrees for 5 minutes and then LOWER heat to 425 degrees 
and bake 10 minutes or until nice and brown. Makes 24 
biscuits. These are tender and flaky — good for shortcake, 
with cheese and meat, under chicken a la king or eaten 
alone with jam or honey.

add vinegar, sugar and cinnamon stick. Bring to boil. Insert 
2 to 3 whole cloves in each apricot. Add apricots to syrup 
and simmer 5 to 10 minutes. Place in clean hot jars and then 
refrigerate until needed.

Airline bumping — Supreme Court decision could force change 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thanks to 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader, the 
Supreme Court is forcing the airline 
industry to take a hard look at its habit of 
occasionally “bumping" a passenger 
with a confirmed reservation. 

An industry spokesman told UPI in¬ 
dividual carriers will have to decide 
whether to penalize travelers who do not 
show up at departure time or continue to 
overbook as they now do and take a 
chance on lawsuits like Nader’s. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board is 
examining the overbooking practice, 
which allows the airlines to take account 
of "no shows” and at the same time 


permit passengers full refunds on unused 
tickets. 

By computer a carrier can predict 
rather accurately what percentage of 
reservations will not be claimed on a 
particular flight. 

The problem is especially troublesome 
at Christmas holiday time when persons 
who don't know exactly when they will be 
going book on all three airlines serving 
Florida, the spokesman said. 

Some years ago there was a "no show" 
penalty but passengers "raised so many 
tantrums" it was dropped, he said. 

Nader sued Allegheny Airlines for 
punitive damages on grounds of 


fraudulent misrepresentation after he 
• was denied a seat in April, 1972, even 
though his reservation had been con¬ 
firmed. As a result he missed a speaking 
engagement. 

The Supreme Court unanimously 
overturned a lower court decision that the 
complaint must be held up until the CAB 
decides whether overbooking is a 
deceptive practice. 

The court said the agency has no power 
to immunize the carriers from such 
lawsuits. 

The opinion said that based on 1972 
experience there is only about one chance 
in 2,000 that any particular passenger will 


be bumped on a given flight but some 
82,000 confirmed ticket holders were 
actually denied seats that year and about 
76,000 in 1973. 

In other actions the court: 

— Narrowed its constitutional test for 
determining racial discrimination by 


requiring "a racially discriminatory pur¬ 
pose" as grounds for a violation. The 
impact is lessened because of a 
framework of laws protecting minorities 
in areas such as housing, employment 
and public accommodations. 

— Ruled that states have no authority 


to enforce their air and water pollution 
laws against federally owned power 
plants such as the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

— Agreed to examine the con¬ 
stitutionality of a New York state law 
which forbids sales of nonprescription 
contraceptives to minors.

Italian 
politician 
faces charge 
of murder 

ROME (UPI) - The Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies today stripped 
a neo-Fasclst member of his 
parliamentary immunity 
against arrest and prosecution 
In the shooting death of a young 
Communist at an election 
rally. 

Acting amid an outcry over 
mounting violence in the 
campaign for Italy's June 20 
national elections, the 
Chamber voted to lift the 
immunity of Italian Social 
Movement deputy Sandro 
Saccucci, wanted on suspicion 
of murder and attempted 
murder. 

The vote cleared the way for 
Saccucci’s arrest and prosecu¬ 
tion in connection with the fatal 
shooting at an MSI election 
rally May 28 in Sezze, a town 
near Rome. 

All the parliamentary 
parties, including the MSI, 
voted to authorize Saccucci's 
prosecution. The MSI ab¬ 
stained from the vote to permit 
his arrest. One MSI hardliner, 
Deputy Giulio Caradonna, 
voted against prosecution and 
against arrest. 

Saccucci, a 32-year-old for¬ 
mer paratrooper allegedly in¬ 
volved in an abortive plot in 
1970, brandished a pistol at 
hecklers while addressing the 
rally, witnesses said. 

The MSI, which campaigns 
on a law-and-order ticket, has 
expelled Saccucci and authori¬ 
ties prevented him from cross- 
— ing into Switzerland June 1. 
The Sezze killing set off a 
spiral of political violence 
including the shooting of three 
MSI supporters in a clash with 
leftist extremists in Rome 
Friday and an arson attack on 
a Rome theater where the MSI 
scheduled a protest rally for 
Sunday. 

The MSI Monday charged 
that "a preordained plan exists 
to impede the right from freely 
pursuing its electoral cam¬ 
paign.” It called on the United 
Nations Human Rights Com¬ 
mission to sent observers to 
"verify the violence and in¬ 
timidations of which the right 
is made the object." 

The aim of the alleged 
conspiracy, it said, was to 
promote an eventual governing 
alliance of Christian 
Democrats acd Communists. 

But the Communist party, 
which polls indicate could 
overtake the Christain Demo¬ 
crats in the election, joined 
Socialists and the MSI in 
denouncing the violence and 
blaming the long-dominant 
Christian Democrats for 
failing to prevent it.

."His history had been lost 
because of inadequately kept 
records in a country with a 
strong oral tradition," said 
Une during a news conference 
after they returned from 
Burundi. 

“It's simply untrue that he 
was found running with mon¬ 
keys," Pillard said. "We now 
know where he was at every 
moment. He was never in the 
wild. For one thing there are no 
monkies in that part of the 
country.

Wasteful Gas Furnaces 


By EDWARD K. DeLONG 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Government researchers say 
inefficient design, sizing and 
installation can waste from 
onethird to more than half the 
heat from a typical American 
homeowner’s natural gas fur¬ 
nace system. 

As a result, says the Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration, furnaces often 
burn more gas than necessary, 
and homeowners pay the price 
in higher fuel bills. 

A new report says the largest 
single source of heat waste is 
from uninsulated or leaking hot 
air ducts. The report is based 
on research at the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory,- Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., 

The report says waste also 
can result from oversize fur¬ 
naces, improper fan cycle 
settings, and furnace designs 
that blow hot air out the 
chimney and suck cold outside 
air into the house. 

Researchers found even the 
tiny flame of a pilot light 
wastes huge amounts of gas. 

Tiie report concluded that 
"35 to 55 per cent of the heating 
value of the fuel used in a 
typical residential gas furnace 
system is wasted." 

The 65-page report includes 
recommendations to 
homeowners on to immediately 
reduce fuel bills and help 
conserve scarce natural gas by 
improving furnace system 
efficiency. 

It said furnace builders can 
cut gas consumption as much 
as one-third by boosting re¬ 
quired efficiency levels, 
replacing open pilot flames 
with electric ignition systems, 
making all furnaces with 
sealed combustion chambers 
and using factory-set switches 
to turn fans off at 75 to BO 
degrees. 

Industry standards now re¬ 
quire 75 per cent full load ef¬ 
ficiency, a level which tests 
showed is being achieved.

Name of Today's Toy Game

NEW YORK (UPI)-The $3- 
billion toy industry is doing 
well after three roller coaster 
years, but few in tiie business 
are complacent. 

The industry trade associa¬ 
tion says 1976 likely will be a 
banner year. 

But it’s still a chancy 
business, one where many 
firms have to take big risks to 
make big money. 

The risks are more psycho¬ 
logical than in many other 
businesses, especially now that 
so many toys are products 
licensed by popular heroes or 
commercial fads. 

A typical example: 
Azrak-Hamray Internationa- 
1. Inc., of New York, an outfit 
that lias seen its sales volume 
Jump from |5 million in 1974 to 


$14 million last year and to an 
estimated $36 million this year. 
The orders for the first 15 days 
of 1976 exceeded those for all of 
last year. 

Ezra Hamray, the 41-year 
old president, quickly con¬ 
ceded this 600 per cent growth 
rate could be very unhealthy. 
There have been a lot of 
companies in the industry's 
history that experienced 
meteoric flash-in-thepan 
growth on a series of toys that 
caught the kids’ fancy tem¬ 
porarily. The companies 
consequently overexpanded 
then fell into serious trouble 
when they could not come up 
with new winners as popularity 
of the old faded.

Hut cancer or no. Rodney did 
not abandon the cause he so 
deeply believed in. He lived on 
to become a major general in 
the Delaware militia during the 
Revolutionary War und was 
president of Delaware from 
177H until two years before his 
death at 56 in 178-1. 

It was the type of courage 
and determination shown by 
this daring midnight rider, now 
almost lost in history's foot¬ 
notes. that carried the 
Colonists to victory against the 
world’s then mightiest land 
and sea power.

Arab League meets 
to halt Lebanon war 


CAIRO (UPI) - Arab 
League foreign ministers 
gathered in the Egyptian 
capital today for an emergency 
.meeting to discuss collective 
action to halt the all-out war 
that engulfed Lebanon 
following the invasion of Syrian 
troops last week. 

The conference, called at the 
request of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, 
originally was scheduled for 
Wednesday. Arab League 
Secretary-General Mahmoud 
Riad said it was moved up a 
day "in view of the steady 
deterioration in the Lebanon 
situation and intensified 
fighting all day today (Mon¬ 
day)." 

P1,0 officials said an im¬ 
mediate cease-fire and the 
unconditional withdrawal of 
Syrian troops from Lebanon 
headed the list of demands they 
would submit to the con¬ 
ference. 


The Palestinian delegation, 
which will be led by Farouk 
Kaddoumi, chief of the PLXJ’s 
political department, also will 
press for collective Arab action 
to preserve Lebanon's unity as 
well as the Palestinian 
guerrilla movement, the of¬ 
ficials said. 

• We want the conference to 
stop the bloodletting in 
Lebanon with joint action, 
using all political and military 
means," said Ribhi Awad, 
Cairo representative of A1 
Fatah, the largest Palestinian 
guerrilla group. 

However, Arab diplomatic 
sources said the conference 
was not expected to opt for 
concerted military measures 
while Syrian troops remained 
in Lebanon, but might consider 
the dispatch of peacekeeping 
forces if the Syrians withdrew. 


PLO chairman Yasser Ara¬ 
fat, in a cable to Arab kings 
and presidents, said: "A 
criminal massacre is being 
carried out against the Leba¬ 
nese and Palestinian peoples. 
The Syrian air force, artillery 
and rockets are killing hun¬ 
dreds of innocent lives. We 
appeal to you to work for en¬ 
ding this massacre." 

Arab diplomatic sources said 
they expected Syria to boycott 
the conference and did not 
know if Lebanon would attend. 
Other governments that have 
not announced a stand included 
Jordan, Libya and Tunisia. 

The 15 countries that agreed 
to take part in the conference 
are Egypt, Morocco, Iraq, 
South Yemen, Yemen, Kuwait, 
Bahrain, Somalia, the United 
Arab Emirates, Mauritania, 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia, 
Algeria and Sudan.

The Green Thumb 


Small Black Flics — Ever 
notice tiny black flies buzzing 
around your house plants? 
These are commonly called 
“fungus gnats" or "black fly." 
They are not the black flies you 
often see in woods, but are a 
kind of a mushroom fly. The 
larvae (worms) feed on the 
roots and dead organic matter, 
and are not serious unless they 
occur in large numbers. 

Control: Drench the soil 
(should be moist first) with 
diazinon, mixed at the rate of 1 
tablespoon per gallon of water. 
Diazinon is the same at 
Spectracide and is useful for 
checking a large number of 
insects. Spraying the foliage 
will check the adults, but will 
not affect the larvae in the soil. 
If you're an organic gardener, 
try soaking cigar butts or 
cigarette stubs in water, and 
pouring the solution around the 
base of the plant. 

Date Palms from Seed — 
We’re often asked if you can 
grow a palm tree from fruit 
you buy in the supermarket? 
Yes, it's possible. Processing 
of dates does not destroy the 
seeds, so with a little luck you 
can actually start your own 
dates or palm. Don’t expect 
every seed to grow, because 
they won’t. Plant a dozen or 
more seeds in a mixture of 
sand and peatmoss, or one of 
the instant soils sold at garden 
centers. As you already know, 
date seeds are hard and bony, 
so take a file and make a notch 
in the side of seed to allow 


water to enter faster and speed 
up germination. It will still 
take you 6 or 8 months before 
germination starts, so don’t be 
impatient. 

Keep the seed in a warm spot 
(80 to 85 degs) day and night, 
and keep them moist at all 
times. 

How about starting olives 
from seed? This is almost 
impossible since the brine 
treatment usually kills the 
embryo. If you can get olives 
which haven't undergone the 
treatment, it's possible to get 
viable seed. You have to notch 
the olive seed also because it’s 
so bony. 

Citrus seeds such as 
Kumquats, oranges, 
grapefruit, etc. make a fine 
foliage plant. Strangely, citrus 
seeds do not need any dormant 
period before planting, and will 
germinate within a few days 
after planting. In fact, these 
may be injured if allowed to 
dry, so plant them promptly 
after removal from the ripe 
fruit. Start seed in a sand- 
peatmoss mixture and keep 
moistened. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
liave a dry spot along the wall 
and want to sow some por- 
tulaca seed. Will it grow where 
it's dry and can we use double 
flowered types?” 

Ans: Yes, portulaca is great 
for dry, sunny spots. You can 
also buy seeds of double 
flowers in a wide color range. 
Blooms close up in evening but 
open up again during the day.

American attorney says two American 
mercenaries on trial for their lives did not 
commit any war crimes and should not be 
sentenced to death. 

"If you look at the charges against 
them, there is no question of either of 
them committing war crimes," said 
Robert Cesner Jr., an attorney from 
Columbus, Ohio. 

Cesner, and his aide, Bill Wilson of St. 
Louis, Mo., met with two of three 
American mercenaries Monday and later 
questioned the prosecution's recom¬ 
mendation of death by firing squad since 
neither had fired a weapon before being 
captured. 

The Ohio law 7 er said it was not certain 


he would be defending all three 
Americans on trial because Argentinian- 
born Gustavo Grillo, a 27-yearold legal 
resident of New Jersey, was claiming 
Argentinian citizenship. 

The other Americans were Daniel 
Gearhart, 34, a Vietnam veteran with a 
wife and four children from Kensington, 
Md., and Gary Acker, 21, a former 
Marine corporal from Sacramento, Calif. 

"None of these men are charged with 
killing anyone," Cesner said, adding that 
Gearhart and Acker were captured while 
on reconnaisance patrols within four days 
of their arrival in Angola. 

The trial of the three Americans and 10 
British mercenaries was scheduled to 
begin Friday. Angolan officials said there

That’s if researchers across the 
country now studying the deadly toxin, 
paralytic shellfish poison, discover a way 
to dilute and control the killer algae for 
use as a local and general anesthetic. 

"It’s going to take lots and lots of 
testing to make sure it's a reversible 
process," said John Sasner, an associate 
professor of physiology at the University 
of New Hampshire. 

"The toxin acts like a local anesthetic, 
similiar to novocaine, only its 60,000 
times more potent," he said. 

Sasner, like many of his colleagues 
nationwide, is researching the effects of 


the red tide. 

The one-ctlled organism gets its name 
from the colored tinge it gives to water 
when found in large concentrations. It is 
found in shellfish which filter feed gallons 
and gallons of water each day. 

Paralytic shellfish poisoning has 
become an expected summer event along 
New Hampshire’s 18-mile coastline since 
a severe "bloom" of the algae in 1972. 
Maine, like other Eastern seaboard 
areas, has dealt with the problem for 
years. 

New Hampshire’s clamflats were 
closed on May 4 when the presence of red 
tide rose above the danger level of 80 
parts per million. The Public Health 
Division reopened the clamflats for the 
Memorial Day weekend but continues 
weekly testing of the waters. 

Sasner, who obtained his doctorate in 


1961 from the University of California at 
I-os Angeles with a thesis on the red tide 
organism toxin, now is testing how the 
chemical affects nerves and muscles of 
animals. 

Sasner said the catch is for scientists to 
discover a way for doctors to be able to 
use the toxin in just one area of the body. 
He said researchers also must make sure 
the effects of the toxin would wear off. 

Sasner likened the use of red tide poison 
for medicinal purposes to the use of 
curare. Curare, a poison obtained from a 
vine and used by South American Indians 
as poison on arrows, is used by doctors as 
a muscle relaxant. 

“In order to be effective in small 
quantities it has to very specific in what it 
does," Sasner said. "Then maybe we 
would have another drug which may save 
some lives some day."

BOSTON (UPI) - "The 
natives said if it is written it 
must be so" but a story that a 
10-year-old l»oy was raised by 
monkeys in Africa proved to be 
erroneous, according to two 
Boston professors who spent 17 
days investigating the story. 

Dr. Harlan Lane, Chairman 
of the psychology department 
at Northeastern University and 
Dr. Richard C. Pillard, an 
associate professor of 
psychiatry at the Boston 
University Medical School said 
Monday the youngster "had 
not been raised in the wild but 
in various institutions." 

"His history had been lost 
because of inadequately kept 
records in a country with a 
strong oral traditiqn," said 
Dane during a news conference 
after they returned from 
Burundi. 

"It’s simply untrue that he 
was found running with mon¬ 
keys," Pillard said. "We now 
know where he was at every 
moment. He was never in the 
wild. For one thing there arc no 
monkies in that part of the 
country. It's very densely 
populated." 

"He was cared for at three 
orphanages and spent three 
years in the adult psychiatric 
ward of a hospital,” Ixine said. 
"During this time, he lost his 
true name." 

At the hospital, "they named 
him ‘John’ because they didn't 
know who he was and he made 
noises like a monkey — like he 
had been in the wild," Pillard 
said. "John the Baptist had 
lived in the wild and this is a 
strongly Catholic country — so 
they named him ‘John.’” 


The child was born normal, 
but “his mother died a few 
days after his birth and his 
father a year later," the 
doctors said. "At about the age 
of two, he must have suffered a 
disastrous illness," 

After researching his history 
and studying the boy ex¬ 
tensively they concluded "John 
is a severely organically 
retarded child" as a result of 
the illness he suffered. 

"We never saw him climb 
(trees), but he will climb up 
into your lap," Pillard said. 
"He’s very affectionate. 

Dr. I-anc explained "he’s 
very affectionate with adults 
but he acts as if the other 
children (at the orphanage 
where he lives) simply aren't 
there, lie may be able to be 
toilet trained but he will always 
require some custodial care." 


BOSTON (UPI) — Jimmy 
Carter says federal employ¬ 
ment probably would increase 
in the first years of his ad¬ 
ministration if he is elected 
president despite his plans to 
overhaul the federal bureau¬ 
cracy. 

"I would guess it is likely to 
go up," Carter said in an in¬ 
terview with the Christian 
Science Monitor, published 
today. 

Carter said his ad¬ 
ministration would put "much 
more emphasis on delivery of 
service, less on administrative 
costs." Carter said he would 
reorganize the federal 
government to make it more 
efficient after "a complete 
analysis.” 

"Let me give you a couple of 
examples of what I mean," 
Carter said. "We’ve got 72 
agencies responsible for health 
care. Which one of those 
agencies will survive, I can't 
say. Certainly It would be less 
than a half dozen. Which one of 
the other 66 would be elimina¬ 
ted, I think it would be 
premature for me to say." 

“So that sort of reorganiza¬ 
tion structure would have to 
come after close and very 
careful analysis," Carter said. 


"It would really be premature 
and ill-advised for me to single 
out one or two agencies now as 
being likely" to be eliminated.

D'Oyly Carte comes highly recommended

The D'Oyly Carte Opera Company is 
presenting Gilbert & Sullivan’s "The 
Pirates of Penzance” (through June 12) 
and "HMS Pinafore" (June 14-19). These 
two productions followed an acclaimed 
opening last week of "The Mikado.” 

The plot of "The Mikado" is best 
summed up by Frederic Lloyd: 

"This is undoubtedly the most popular 
of the Savoy Operas. The story tells of 
Nanki-Poo, the son of the Mikado of 
Japan, who has fled his father’s court 
because he has had the misfortune to be 
loved by the elderly’ ugly Katisha and 
now wanders about the country disguised 
as a wandering minstrel. 

"A year before he had seen, and loved 
immediately, Yum-Yum, one of the 
wards of Ko-Ko, a cheap tailor recently 
appointed Lord High Executioner, and 
-has now returned to Titipu in search of 
her. However, Ko-Ko intends to marry 
Yum-Yum himself and is planning his 
marriage with the aid of Pooh-Bah (the 
Lord High Everything Else), when a 
message is received from the Mikado 
enquiring why no executions have taken 
place in Titipu and threatening the 
demotion of the town to a village. 

"It is decided that Nanki-Poo would be 
the ideal person to be beheaded within the 
month stipulated by the Mikado, but he 


demands Yum-Yum's hand in marriage 
as payment, to which Ko-Ko reluctantly 
agrees. 

"Act I ends with appearance of Katisha 
in search of Nanki-Poo and she is 
naturally furious when she learns of the 
forthcoming marriage. In Act II Yum- 
Yum, who Is preparing for her wedding, 
is told that unfortunately after her 
husband has been beheaded she is 
doomed to be buried alive and begins to 
wonder if it will be worthwhile, more 2 

"At this point, the Mikado is an¬ 
nounced’ having come to see if his orders 
have been carried out. To add 
verisimilitude to an otherwise bald and 
unconvincing narrative, Pooh-Bah has 
signed a certificate that Nanki-Poo has 
been beheaded, and indeed affecting 
details of the execution have been given 
to the Mikado by him, Ko-Ko, .and their 
fellow conspirator, Pitti-Sing; un¬ 
fortunately, Katisha sees the name on the 
certificate and, believing his son to have 
been killed, the Mikado arranges for the 
execution of the three plotters. 

“In desperation, Ko-Ko offers to marry 
Katisha, who is captivated by him on the 
rebound and pleads with the Mikado for 
clemency for all three; at this point 
Nanki-Poo returns to life with his bride 
Yum-Yum, who receives the Mikado's 
blessing, while Katisha, furious that she 
has been tricked, is to spend the rest of 


her life with Ko-Ko, although possibly this 
may not be as bad as she fears." 

Primely on the efforts of John Reed, as 
Ko-Ko’ "The Mikado” is quite funny. His 
meticulous movements of leg and foot in 
his prancing is Chaplinesque. Without an 
extraordinary singing voice, Reed 
enhances his singing with marvelous 
acting. 

Geoffrey Shovclton, while fine as 
Nanki-Poo, will remind one of Douglas 
Fairbanks. Kenneth Sandford adds more 
comedy as Pooh-Bah, Lord High 
Everything Else. 

Julia Goss is fetching as Yum-Yum. 
The Mikado of Japan is played powerfully 
by John Ayldon. Lyndsie Holland plays 
Katisha so well that there is no doubt why 
no one wants to marry her. 

The chorus is excellent and cannot be 
overlooked. The orchestra, led by 
musical director Royston Nash, is very 
good. The direction, by Michael Heyland, 
could not have been better. 

I thoroughly enjoyed "The Mikado," 
and convinced of the entertainment that 
Gilbert & Sullivan has to offer to 
everyone and also of the array of talent 
with the D’Oyly Carte Opera Company, I 
urge you all see their last two productions 
before they leave Boston. "The Pirates of 
Penzance" and "HMS Pinafore" will be 
at the Colonial Theater in downtown 
Boston.

Acadia is a vacation 


goldmine

Threaded with carriage 
paths and studded with 
trees, mountains and lakes, 
Acadia National Park stands 
out as a vacationer's gold 
mine. The park occupies 
about two-thirds of Mount 
Desert Island which juts out 
ever so slightly lrom Maine's 
northern coast and can be 
reached by car from Route 3. 
Smaller parcels dot the 
pearby islands. 

From Park Loop Road, a 
20-mile scenic drive around 
the eastern section of Aca¬ 
dia, you can fan out to 
explore some of the more- 
frequented beauty spots. 

A wildflower garden 
blooms at Sieur de Monts 
Spring, named in honor of 
the man who sent Champlain 
to explore the Acadian 
shores in 1604. Near the 
spring is a nature center and 
the Abbe Museum where 
you can learn about the 
history of the island front 
the relics of the Stone Age 
Indians who first dwelt here. 

Pulverized sea shells form 
the surface of Sand Beach, 
and if 50 degree water is to 
your liking, it's time for a 
swim in the surf. Then on to 
Thunder Hole. At half tide 
rising, the water rushes into 
a small cavern in the sea 
wall compressing the air and 
letting out a thunderous 
roar. 

Otter Cliffs, a mile down 
the road, rises 107 feet 
al>ove the sea and reveals a 
spectacular coastal scene. 
There is a gravel pathway

and stairs that you may walk 
down for a better view of 
these cliffs. 

Continuing around the rim 
of Black Woods, you might 
want to leave the loop at this 
>int and pick up Route 3 for 
ortheast Harbor. The har 
bor is a starting point for 
several cruises to the off 
shore islands. 

On Little Cranberry- 
Island, the Islesford History 
Museum is a show-place for 
over two centuries of local 
history. Newspaper clip¬ 
pings, antique lobster pots, 
ship anchors, and old manu 
scripts which show the area's 
colonial and seafaring heri- 
tage are on display. 

Baker Island, at the far 
end of the Cranberries, 


guarantees photographers a 
good chance for a picture 
story with a lighthouse, tide 
pools, and giant blocks of 
granite hurled up on the 
shore by storm waves. Park 
rangers go along with you on 
the cruises to explain the 
wildlife, history and points 
of interest on the islands. 

After your island excur 
sion return to the loop road 
which leads you to Jordan 
Pond. At the northern end of 
the pond, two hills, called 
The Bubbles, give evidence 
of the glacial activity in this 
area less than 20,000 years 
ago. Especially dramatic is 
the boulder sitting preca¬ 
riously atop the South Bub¬ 
ble. The ice progressed 
southward over these two 


hills and smoothed off the 
northern and western sides. 

Carriages are available 
nearby for those who want 
to ride in the style of earlier 
days and explore the 40-mile 
system of carriage paths 
which wind around Jordan 


Pond and Eagle Lake. These 
graveled paths offer stun 
ning views of Somes Sound 
and Frenchman Bay. Part o 
the trails are open to bicy¬ 
cles, which can be rented in 
Bar Harbor, and to horses 
which can be hired at 


Wildwood Stable on the loop 
road. 

The loop continues north 
from Jordan Pond to Cadil¬ 
lac Mountain, the highest 
point on the nation's Allan

Natural wonders of 


White Mountains 


Mile high peaks, massive 
woodlands and crystal clear 
streams provide a perfect 
setting for the many natural 
wonders which find a home 
in the White Mountains ol 
New Hampshire. Nature has 
created the Old Man of the 
Mountains, the Flume, Ix>st 
River Reservation and Polar 
Caves. 

Since 1H00 visitors have 
been awed by the Old Man of 
the Mountains, a natural 
stone profile in Franconia 
Notch immortalized by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne's clas 
sir, "The Great Stone Face." 
This eerie likeness of a 
man's head is formed by five 
separate granite ledges 
which fell into place when 
frost action pried them 
loose. 

In 1805 two men who were 
surveying a proposed road 
through the Notch disco¬ 
vered tne "Old Man." How¬ 
ever. the 40 fool-high profile 
had been worshipped as that 
of the "Great Spirit" bv the 


Indians long before tin- 
arrival of the white man. 

Overlooking Profile Lake, 
this geological accident, 
whose craggy features are 
over 200 million years old, 
ranks as the state's No. 1 
single attraction. But, even 
so, he still shares star billing 
within Franconia Notch 
State Park with The Flume, 
a sheer sided, 800 foot gorge 
formed In-fore the Ice Age. 

It was 108 years ago that 
93 year old "Aunt Jess" 
Guernsey staked her claim 
to fame when she inadver¬ 
tently discovered The Flume 
— probably on one of her 
numerous fishing trips. Ex 
cept for a few touches of 
convenience such as gra 
veled paths, foot bridges, 
wooden walkways and rest 
areas you will find The 
Flume essentially ns it was 
that June day in 1908 when 
"Aunt Jess" stumbled onto 
it. 

The gorge extends along 
the flank of Ml. Liberty and 


comes to an end at Avn 
lanche Falls, a 25 foot water 
fall. Walls of fractured Con¬ 
way granite, varying in 
width from 12 to 20 feet, rise 
perpendicularly from 60 to 
70 feet. The forest above 
acts as an umbrella. 

As you walk over the* 
boardwalk, traversing the 
gorge, you'll get a close up 
■ook at the flowers, ferns 
and mosses sprouting from 
the crevices in the moist 
walls. Marked walking trails 
take you to many points of 
interest where signs explain 
the natural phenomena you 
might otherwise overlook. 

Not only is The Flume one 
of the first wonders of 
Franconia Notch State Park 
you'll encounter, but it is one 
of the easiest to reach, 
located only about 100 feet 
off Route 3, the road through 
tin- Notch. Owing partly io 
its accessibility, but mostly 
to its beauty, The Flume

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Cut food budget on the road§|

With budgets being a 
major consideration for 
families who vacation 
together, eating on the road 
can save a family of four 
almost one hundred dollars a 
week. When you bring some 
food from home for snacks, 
breakfast, and the first few 
lunches and dinners, the cost 
of food starts coming down. 

A cooler is really essential 
to transport perishables such 
as cheese, lettuce, marga¬ 
rine, cold drinks, fruit, lun¬ 
cheon meats and prepared 
salads. And if you bring 
along a portable grill and a 
heating coil, this stretches 
the menu possibilities even 
further. 

While you are enjoying 
vour morning cup of coffee 
in your motel room (accom 
plished with instant coffee, 
and electric heating coil), the 
youngsters can nave hot 
chocolate or fresh juice. 
Then breakfast can be right 
in your room or at a picnic 
area.Individual servings of 
cereal in foil-lined boxes that 
hold the milk are available at 
most markets and when you 
mix up the powdered milk 
it's not bad on cereal or in 


coffee. Top it off with some 
fresh fruit and you’ve not 
only got a filling breakfast, 
but nutrituous, too, 

Snacks are easiest of all to 
take care of because cookies, 
crackers, raisins, and canned 
fruits all travel easily. 

Lunch and dinner, if it's a 
cold meal can consist of tuna 
salad, mixed at home and 
packed in the cooler, or 
luncheon meat and cheese. 
It's not a good idea to make 
up sandwiches at home as 
they tend to get soggy 
sitting in the cooler for a 
day. If you decided to bring 
along a grill then hot dogs 
and hamburgers are always 
a sure bet. You can surprise 
the family with something 
like shish-ka-bob that has 
been in a marinade in the 
cooler, too. Pre-haked 
potatoes can reheat in foil in 
the coals and a salad you've 
brought along in a plastic 
bag (pack the dressing sep¬ 
arately) completes the meal.

tools while terms like feuda¬ 
lism, lords and manors take 
on the actual meaning as 
visitors examine the swords, 
shields, daggers and lances 
of the medieval times. 

The I.ondon Wax Museum 

presents over 125 life-size 
figures from history,politics, 
religion, fantasy, science and 
the arts. Depicted in histo¬ 
rically accurate settings, the 
wax sculptures represent 
world famous personalities 
as they looked at the height 
of their glory. Located across 
the common from the state 
capitol building, the museum 
is only a few yards from the 
starting point of Boston's 
Freedom Trail. 

Overlooking Plymouth 
Rock, the Plymouth Wax 
Museum tells the Pilgrim 
story in 28 separate tableaux 
and 160 "almost alive" wax 
figures. The museum gives a 
graphic portrayal of Ame¬ 
ricas early days in the magic 
of light. sound and animat ion. 

Visitors participate in the 
Separatist meetings at 
England's Scrooby Manor, 
watch the pilgrim departure 
from the cobblestones of 
Leyden, sail aboard the 
Mayflower and become part 
of the life in the colony 
during the first few years of 
its existence. 

Vintage aircraft from 
World War II to the early 
jets share the spotlight at 
the Bradley Air Museum in 
Windsor I,ocks, Connecticut. 
The aircraft on display is 
arranged according to their 
purpose; fighters, bombers, 
transports and vertical lifts. 

Slater Mill. Pawtucket, 
Rhode Island, was built in 
1793 and was the first 
factory in this country to use 
industrial machinery suc¬ 
cessfully. 


All the steps involved in 
turning a cotton bale into a 
piece of cloth is shown on the 
first floor of Slater Mill, and 
upstairs, there's hand wea¬ 
ving and spinning demon¬ 
strations. A complete and 
operating machine shop of 
the 19th century can be seen 
at the Wilkinson Mill. 

Furnished with an inven¬ 
tory made in 1824, the 
Brown House is a rare 
example of life at home in an 
urban industrial community 
of the early 1800s. 

At the Seashore Trolley 
Museum in Kennehunkport. 
Maine, the history of the 
trolley car unfolds from the 
horse car to the modern 
streamliner. The Highwood 
exhibit area displays some of 
the more interesting cars in 
the collection. 

Visitors can see cars being 
repaired and restored from a 
gallery in the Town House 
Shops. Guides are available 
to answer questions and 
explain the museum's com¬ 
prehensive collection of 
street and railway vehicles. 

Three centuries of Ameri¬ 
cana comes to life at the 
Shelburne Museum in Shel¬ 
burne, Vermont. The 
museum is comprised of 35 
early New England buildings 
homes, farm buildings and 
shops all filled with historic 
artifacts, art work and 
period furnishings. 

Among the exhibits are a 
railroad depot, sawmill, 
schoolhouse, stagecoach inn, 
double lane covered bridge 
and apothecary shop. 

The sidewheeler S.S. 
Tieonderoga is the main 
attraction at the transporta¬ 
tion exhibit which also fea¬ 
tures a locomotive, carriages 
and sleighs. A museum 
barge is free transportation 
from building to building.

NEW ENGLAND 
AQUARIUM 

The first thing that will 
rommand your immediate 
attention when you arrive at 
New England Aquarium, on 
Boston's waterfront, is the 
first and largest circular 
glass enclosed ocean tank in 
the world. I-irge plate glass 
windows and clear water 
give you a superb view. It 
contains over 250,000 gallons 
of water where you can 
explore the ocean depths as 
huge sea turtles, inquisitive 
sharks and schools of striped 
bass swim side-by-side. 
Divers appear frequently in 
the giant tank. 

Covering nearly the entire 
first floor of the aquarium is 
a salt water tray inhabited 
hy sea lions and an Alaskan 
fur seal, who cavort to 
the delight of the vistors. 
These animals love people 
and play to the grandstand 
every opportunity they get. 


Some of the more oddly- 
shaped specimens you'll see 
are the seahorses, perhaps 
the most bizarre, with win¬ 
ter skates running a close 
second. Also waiting to 
greet you is an electric eel 
capable of producing 650 
volts of electricity; an octo¬ 
pus changing its color from 
white to bright red; and a 
walking catfish with veno¬ 
mous spines. 

Docked adjacent to the 
aquarium, the ship “disco¬ 
very" is home to bottle¬ 
nosed dolphins and sea lions. 

SEAI.AND OF CAPE COD 
Sealand of Cape Cod, located 
on the historic north side of 
the Cape in West Brewster. 
Massachusetts, combines a 
marine aquarium and park. 

There are three large 
buildings and five outside 
pools within the park. The 
buildings house fascinating 
aquaria containing fish found 
along the Atlantic coast.

overturned rowboat and if 
you use your imagination 
you'll see what resembles an 
oncoming destroyer. 

Proceeding down the one- 
half-mile descent through 
the gorge you'll explore the 
Judgement Hall of Pluto, 
Bear Crawl, the King's 
Chamber, the Dungeon and 
Elysian Land.

Down at the end of the south 
wall the Giant Pothole in the 
floor is the largest pothole in 
the East.

Paradise Falls flows over 
two parallel dikes and is the 
final destination of the Lost 
River. The basin at the foot

were formed 10-20,000 years 
ago with the action of a 
receding glacier. This 
caused huge boulders to 
break away from Mt. Hay¬ 
cock and tumble into a 
jumbled heap forming the 
54 year-old attraction. 

A guide greets you at the 
base of the mountain and 
explains some of the back 
ground of this natural won 
der. A blast of cold air 
introduces you to the first 
cave called appropriately 
the Ice Cave. 

The tour goes up through 
a 23 inch wide, 20-foot high 
split between massive boul 
ders named Pharaoh's Pass¬ 
age. The next cave, King's 
Wine Cellar, leads you into 
the largest of the six major 
caves called the Cave of 
Total Darkness. Legend 
says that Indians sought 
shelter here hiding from 
unknown enemies. 


You can enjoy the sur¬ 
rounding scenery from the 
viewing platforms and also 
observe the Hanging 
Boulder. It has 75 percent of 
its 80-ton weight suspended 
because one edge is wedged 
between other rocks. Pass 
ing under the hanging 
boulder, you arrive at the 
next caves, Devil's Turnpike 
and Cool Off and Rest. 

The three exits from Cool 
Off and Rest are the lemon 
squec7.er, orange squeezer 
and chicken walk. The lemon 
squeezer is only 14 inches 
wide. All three lead to 
"Smuggler's Cave" where 
slaves were believed to be 
hidden on the underground 
railroad during the Civil 
War. 

The tour concludes 
through a nature garden 
then along a forest path to 
the Maple Sugar House and 
Museum.

Land Use Committee 

NRA proposals get 
committee approval 


Lower Falls redevelopment proposals 
come before the full Board of Aldermen 
Monday night after winning quick ap¬ 
proval from the land Use Committee last 
week. 

The Committee voted 6-0 to grant four 
petitions for housing and commercial 
redevelopment projects at Washington 
and Grove Streets, after no opposition 
surfaced at the June 14 public hearings. 

The Newton Redevelopment Authority 
seeks a zone change from Business A to 
Residence D district for a housing 
complex on the north side of Washington 
Street, plus permissive use and site plan 
approval for Hilon Development Cor¬ 
poration to erect 60 garden apartments 
and a swimming pool on the land; 

The Hilon housing plan was chosen 
after much consultation with the Lower 
kails Project Area Committee, the Lower 
Falls Improvement Association, and the 
neighbors' said NRA Executive Director 
Gerald Early. 

A neighborhood retail grocery store, 
originally part of the complex and the 
reason for the Business A zoning, was 


dropped as ‘‘financially unfeasible’" said 
Early. 

LOPAC considers the loss of the market 
a satisfactory trade-off for obtaining the 
housing plan preferred by the com¬ 
munity, said I<OPAC President Joel 
Leighton. 

The fate of a 40 by 18 foot swimming 
pool is still up in the air. 

An abutter, Niranjan Shah of Gail 
Road, lias complained to NRA about the 
proximity of both the pool and some 
buildings to his property. 

However, Shah did not appear at the 
June 14 public hearing or register any 
written objections with the city clerk 
before the hearing, 

NRA told Shah last week that the pool 
was "negotiable”. 

Architects say it has a "50-50 outlook”, 
because it may be dropped for financial 
reasons. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson feels it is a 
"fine amenity to the development" and 
wants it left in.

Slow, but steady progress in providing 
housing for low-income people marks the 
record of the Newton Housing Authority 
as it goes out of existence. 

On July 1 N’HA turns over its new 
construction programs to a Planning and 
Community Development Board headed 
by City Planning Director Charles 
Thomas. 

Operation of existing housing and 
programs will become the province of a 
Housing Services Commission, to be 
composed partly of current NHA board 
members, with NHA Executive Director 
Frank Quinn serving as its Director of 
Housing Services. 

Projects built and operated by the 
Authority to date provide housing in 226 
units for elderly persons at Jackson 
Gardens, John F. Kennedy Circle, 
Norunibega Gardens, Parker House and 
Horace Mann Apartments. 

Family housing at Beaconwood Road 
opened within the last year has 20 units. 

Groundbreaking ceremonies were held 
June 8 for NHA's Thurston Road project 
in Upper Falls, which will house another 
32 elderly and 4 family units. 

Attending the ceremonies were Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, former Housing 
Authority Chairman Anthony Medaglia, 
current Chairman James Miller, 
Executive Director Frank Quinn, and 
State Representatives I-ois Pines and 
David Mofenson. 

A proposed 50-unit project on Paul

Street in Newton Centre is due for more 
discussion at an aldermanic Land Use 
Committee business meeting on June 24. 

At its last regular meeting on June 9 the 
Authority approved funding for 58 more 
units under the Section 8 program in 1977. 

Section 8, which requires NHA to 
certify applicants as eligible and then 
allows them to go out and find their own 
housing units on the open market subject 
to NHA approval, has been limited to 820 
Newton people tliis year. 

The federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development recently audited the 
Newton program and said it was going 
"extremely well", according to Quinn. 

On the Paul Street project, NHA has 
reviewed arguments and suggestions 
from Newton Centre neighbors and 
aldermen but has found little that ar¬ 
chitects can change. 

Opposition centers on the density and 
height. 

The “two-level approach", staggering 
the height and breaking up the mass of 
the building, reduces the visual impact, 
the Authority feels. 

If air rights over the MBTA tracks were 
used, as suggested by some neighbors, 
NHA would tiave to take land for supports 
from adjoining property owner Dominic 
Tagllenti, a Ward 7 alderman, Quinn 
said. 

Supports to buttress the air space

A etiange in the state reimbursement 
formula for Metco may force the School 
Committee to request an additional 
$82,000 from the Board of Aldermen. 

The Committee is also drawing up a 
policy that will spell out a procedure for 
principals to follow in developing 
voluntary programs with schools from 
outside Newton. 

The Committee took no action on either 
item this week. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
made a staunch defense of the 
“intimidation" and "chilling effect" that 
the School Committee has had on 
teachers and principals. 

School Committee member Robert 
Cohen asked the superintendent to give 
examples of programs that were “ceased 
by the chilling effect.” 


Superintendent Fink retorted that 
Cohen knew privately what the programs 
were. 

Cohen said, "Unless you're ready to put 
up..." 

“I'm ready to put up" Fink said loudly, 
and later said other elementary schools 
had proposed programs similar to the 
Angicr-EUis Metropairways program 
planned by the Metropolitan Planning 
Project, and defeated by the School 
Committee in March. 

Superintendent Fink said the Angier 
School faculty, in his opinion, "has felt 
intimidated," and other principals don't 
want to "come under personal attack and 
be accused of devious behavior" in 
planning other voluntary programs. 

Fink said it was intimidating for the 
staff when, at a preious meeting, Michael 
I/'Conti criticised someone who booed in 


the audience and said if it was a teacher 
he’d remember her face. 

Another time proposals brought in for 
approval were called "shotgun" by 
Committee memers who felt forced to 
vote for it that night. 

The superintendent also said Angier 
Principal Roland Barth was intimidated 
by a letter sent to him by School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Alvin Mandell that 
included statements not relevant to 
Angier. Mandell said the private letter 
included only relevant material. 

Manuel Beckwith, who received 500 
more signatures objecting to the Angier- 
Ellis defeat, moved that the superin¬ 
tendent be allowed to initiate voluntary 
programs. 

Cohen amended it to "cut the heart out 
of it," as Beckwith said, and a short 
recess called by Mayor Theodore Mann .

LGPC hears comments 


The overall opinion of the Ixieal Growth 
Policy Committee, expressed in its 
preliminary report Issued last week, that 
moderate growth is desirable for Newton 
was disputed by some some groups 
Tuesday night at the committee's final 
public hearing. 

The IX1PC lias been working for about 
five months on answering questions 
posed by the state about opinions and 
desires of Newton citizens for the future 
of their city. 

The hearing, an opportunity for 
pointing out omissions in the report and 
expressing dissenting views, was at¬ 
tended by fewer than 25 people. 

Several organizations, including Zero 
Population Growth, the Newton Com¬ 
munity Service Centers, the Charles 
River Watershed Association' and the 
Newlon-Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, submitted written statements but 
sent no representatives to speak. 

Brian Yales of the Newton Upper Falls 
Improvement Assn, said not enough 
emphasis had been put on the importance 
of tax reform in the state. Property taxes, 
he said, arc driving rents up and forcing 
people to move out of their homes. 

The Zero Population Growth statement 
challenged an assumption in the 
preliminary report — that growth should 
be orderly. ZPG recommends that 
growth be discouraged. 

Helen Heyn of the Conservation 


Commission suggested that the im¬ 
portance of flood insurance should be 
stressed, and noted that the plan for the 
Charles River Pathway, which affects 
other communities, is partially printed. 

The Chamber of Commerce statement 
commented that the cost of energy, at¬ 
titude toward government, the possibility 
of a graduated income tax, and the ef¬ 
fects of all these, had not been noted. 

"We’d like more consideration given to 
our historic resources," Elsie Husher, 
chairman of the Historical Commission 
and also a member of the LGPC, said. 

Mrs. Husher and a member of the 
audience both joined former aldermen 
David Jackson in supporting the use of a 
new city ordinance that allows con¬ 
version of large houses on large lots of 
land to multifamily use. 

In the two instances in which owners of 
such houses have petitioned for con¬ 
version, neighborhood pressure against 
conversion has caused the Board of 
Aldermen to deny the request. 

Anita Capelcss, an LGPC member 
representing the league of Women 
Voters, submitted a dissenting opinion on 
the majority opinion that some of 
Newton's problems derive from Uie 
present tax structure of the state. 

When the tax structure Is reformed, so 
that there is less dependence on local 
property tax, Newton will assume a 
greater rather than a smaller portion of 


tl>c entire tax burden of the state, she 
said. 

Ms. Capeless also commented, "It is an 
error also to assume that present 
assessing practices have any adverse 
effect on community growth and 
development." 

Alan Schlesinger, a lawyer and long¬ 
time advocate of building low- and 
moderate-income housing in Newton, and 
a member of the 1GPI” worried about 
stratification of income in Newton' which 
can come about, he said, through 
deterioration of housing. 

Schlesinger noted the similarity bet¬ 
ween the IXiPC report and the plan for 
distribution of the federal funds for 
Newton's community development 
program. 

The Local Growth Policy Committee 
will mcel next Tuesday at City Hall with 
chairmen of LGPCs from neighboring 
communities. 

II will then incorporate comments 
received at this week’s public hearing 
into its final report due to be submitted to 
the Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
by July 15. 

IXIPC Chairman Oscar Wasserman 
asks all citizens who did not attend the 
public hearings and wish to be heard to 
submit written comments to him in care 
of the Planning Department at City Hall. 

Copies of the preliminary report are 
available at libraries and at the Planning 
Department.

Despite a recess In 
negotiations on a contract 
between I/>cal 800 and the city, 
“Trash will not be left on the 
street July 1," Mayor Theodore 
Mann said this week. 

Union members struck 
illegally against the city June 
.'1, after Mayor Mann refused to 
submit a plan for rubbish 
collection that the Board of 
Aldermen had approved and 
that most had expected him to 
submit. 

They returned to work June 
9, after a court order had been 

issued. 

The plan, known as Plan B, 
was formulated by Public 
Works Commissioner Gene 
[arson as an alternative to the 
mayor's plan to abolish 90 
sanitation division jobs and

enter into a five-year contract 
with South Shore Disposal, the 
low bidder. 

Plan B would have kept 36 
men in the sanitation division 
and would have created a 
streamlined department with 
new equipment and fewer 
routes than at present. 

Plan B would cost $710,000 
per year for a seven-year 
period. The mayor’s original 
plan, to go out to contract for 
all residential rubbish and 
keep the ' collection of 
recyclables and commercial 
rubbish as a municipal 
operation, would cost $655'000 
per year. 

But the mayor has proposed 
a variation on his first 
proposal. The new plan would 
still be to go out to contract but 
keep 50 men on the payroll if 
the union will agree to a two- 
year contract by July 1. 

In addition he has a promise 
from the proposed contractor 
to hire 15 of Newton's former 
work force. 

The extra cost will be 
$470,000 for the first year of 
such an arrangement. During 
that year, the administration 
expects to lose at least ten men 
by attrition. 

Bargaining has been 
suspended while union officers 
are attending an out-of-state 
conference, and a blackout on 
all negotiations decreed by the 
state Labor Relations Com¬ 
mission.

City Solicitor Howard LcviiSt 
this week said he will approach 
the defense from the position 
that “the policemen were 
properly trained and what they 
did was proper and 
necessary."

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Plan for Lower Falls commercial parcel gets NRA approval

Dissent over its mass, 
proximity to Washington 
Street, and failure to abide by 
visual design controls greeted 
the architectural plan unveiled 
for a commercial parcel in the 
I-ower Falls Urban Renewal 
Project last week. 

Nevertheless, the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority at 
its June 10 meeting 
unanimously approved the 
proposal for expansion of the 
Shipley Company and Arthur 
T. Gregorian, contingent on 
their resolving conflicting 
parking requirements for the 
project. 

The firms are building on 
land between the Charles River 
and Washington Street, near 
the Newton-Wellesley line. 

The Authority also approved 
sale of two parcels of land now 
owned by NRA to Shipley and 
authorized NRA Chairman 
Cecil Cadwell to execute the 
sale of the land. 

Shipley will build two ad¬ 
ditions, bringing the entrance 
of its riverside building out 
onto Washington Street, and 
expand parking facilities. 

The Gregorian expansion 
calls for an addition to the 


existing building with 17 
parking spaces underneath. 

Shipley will also have a right- 
of-way entering Washington 
Street directly opposite Grove 
Street, to funnel traffic out of 
its parking lots. 

A new traffic signal will 
control that intersection, 
where Washington street will 
be a divided highway. 

The Texaco gas station, 
originally slated for 
demolition# but now 
remaining, will have an en¬ 
trance only from the eastbound 
lane of Washington Street and 
an exit onto the Shipley right- 
of-way. 

Truck traffic will enter and 
exit the Gregorian-Shipley 
complex at another driveway 
on the east side of the 
Gregorian building that leads 
to loading tones. 

The visual impact of the 
Shipley-Gregorian plans 
disturb both the Lower Falls 
Project Area Committee 
(LOPAC) and NRA member 
Carol Robinson, a prospective 
resident of the housing com¬ 
plex to go across the street. 

Visual design controls for 
open space and pedestrian 
areas were imposed on NRA 
plans approved by the Board of 


Aldermen, according to 
LOPAC President Joel 
Leighton. 

However, they are not 
followed in the architects’ 
plans submitted to NRA on 
June 10. 

The open space and 
pedestrian corridors appear on 
a map known as schedule 12 of 
the Urban Design Controls of 
September, 1968, but were not 
part of the Urban Renewal 
Plan adopted by NRA in 
January.1969, according to 
Eleanor Bennison, 
Administrative Assistant to the 
Authority. 

Cadwell does not feel NRA is 
legally bound to abide by the 
design controls on the map. 

Carol Robinson wants less 
mass to theWashington 
Streetfaacade and more set¬ 
back. 

She also wants residents in 
the housing area to have a view 
of the Charles River. 

"We've got to get something 
taxable in there," responded 
NRA Executive Director 
Gerald Early, concerned with 
replacing buildings that NRA 


has torn down. 

"It's a good design for an 
urban area," argued Cadwell. 

"I'm concerned about 
building something in keeping 
with the looks of Newton," said 
Ms. Robinson. 

"He’s not going to look 
across the street at it. Just 
because it's new doesn’t make 
it pretty,"she continued. 

Hugh Arcese, Vice President 
of IX3PAC, felt no changes 
were called for at this late date 
as long as the architect's 
control plans, n n 

Conflicts between the city 
zoning law and the Urban 
Renewal Plan parking 
requirements surfaced for the 
first time as W. D. Adams of 
Beacon Architecural 
Association presented 
Shipley's plans to the NRA. 

C. R. Shipley, Jr. said he felt 
city officials had incorrectly 
categorized the Shipley ad¬ 
ditions as office space. 

At the direction of the city, 
Beacon put in 180 parking 
spaces, compared to the K)1 
now available.

Sunset for 
bureaucrats 

Big government has been slowly over¬ 
powering our land and our citizens for the 
past half a century. One of the major 
reasons has been the care, feeding and 
subsequent runaway growth of agencies, 
programs and bureaucracies which are 
being constantly created by innovative 
legislators. 

The feeling of being overwhelmed by 
legislative overkill, once held only by con¬ 
servatives’ now is shared by most 
moderates and many liberals. 

Ted Van Dyk, a former speechwriter for 
George McGovern and Hubert Humphrey 
has summed up the past four decades of 
liberal Democratic thought and action in 
one short paragraph: 

"Once a social and/or economic problem 
is perceived, a new federal program or 
agency is established to solve it. If the 
problem becomes intractable, the program 
or the agency is given additional funding 
and personnel.... if the problem still exists, 
it then is studied through grants to former 
colleagues from the agency. If, at last, the 
problem its begins to be solved, non¬ 
etheless leave the agency or program - 
budget, and its personnel in place.” 

Reflecting on this philosophy it is 
refreshing to know that Maine's Senator 
Edmund Muskie’s Government Economy 
and Spending Reform Act of 1976 provides 
an automatic shut off date for virtually 
every federal program, agency and com¬ 
mission. 

This is called the ‘Sunset’ provision. 

It is also reassuring to find out that Rep. 
David J. Mofenson (D-Newton. Needham) 
is exploring the feasibility of applying the 
federal model to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

Mofenson says the bill would end the 
. unspoken rule that money spent on a 
program this year must be continued or 
increased in next year’s budget regardless 
of whether or not the program is proven 
worthwhile and cost effective. 

Applying this provision in practical 
terms, good programs with continuing 
needs and proper management would be 
continued and overlapping, unnecessary 
and outdated ones will be eliminated. 

Furthermore, professional bureaucratic 
types would be forced to be more respon¬ 
sive and productive should their programs 
and agencies face continuing evaluations. 

In the apparent absensce of leadership to 
demand a halt to legislative innovations 
just for the sake of innovation, the ‘Sunset’ 
provision, patented after Sen. Muskie’s bill 
would be welcome relief. 

Mofenson’s efforts should be encouraged 
and given serious consideration. 
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Can Mass, afford losing O'Neil, Burke?

Will the harsh political lessons of 1970 be repeated in 
elections in two Massachusetts congressional districts 
this Kail? 

In 1970, you will recall, Father Robert F. Drinan (D- 
Newton) defeated U.S. Rep. Philip J. Philbin (D-Bolton) 
and Republican Congressman William Bates of Salem died 
in office and was succeeded by Democrat Michael 
Harrington of Beverly. 

, Both Philbin and Bates were ranking members of the 
powerful Armed Services Committee, and, in fact the 
Bolton man was vice chairman. This meant military 
spending in Massachusetts received high priority. 

In Uiat 1970 situation, Bay Staters in actuality exchanged 
heavy political clout and seniority for two liberal 
Congressmen who have proven little more than irritants in 
the halls of Congress. 

For, like it or not, in Washington, D.C. there Is strong 
need to maintain as much seniority as possible If the needs 
of a congressman’s district and state are to be protected. 
That’s poll tidal reality, and theory. 

The Drinan-Philbin confrontation points this up 
dramatically. In Drinan’s upset win he was supported by 
hundreds of bright young matrons and freshly scrubbed 


college students whose husbands and fathers were making 
$25,000, $35,000 and more in defense-oriented plants along 
the Route 128 perimeter. 

When Philbin and Bates were succeeded by two liberals 
with high irritant quotients the faucet of Federal spending 
slowly dried up, and plants and businesses along Route 128 
started folding. Suddenly the housewife-collegian, pro- 
Drinan brigade discovered that Pop was oat of work and 
lucky If he could get a job driving a taxicab. That was their 
grim and unexpected pay-off. 

This year, again, two veteran Congressmen are being 
challenged at the polls — House Majority Leader Thomas 
P. O’Neill Jr. and Rep. James A. Burke, high in seniority on 
the influential House Ways and Means Committee. O’Neill, 
of course, is rated a shoo-in to be the next Speaker of the 
U.S. House of Representatives and thus most powerful of all 
in Uiat tody. 

What the voters in O'Neil's 8th District and Burke's 11th 
District are being asked is to repeat that six-year-old 
mistake when the electorate of the 4th and 6th Districts sent 
Drinan and Harrington, respectively, to Congress,. With the 
present economic times, this is folly. 

In n nutshell, in Drinan and Harrington, the voters got 


what they elected—persons with no seniority, no clout and, 
especially hi Harrington’s case, a person who voted 
repeatedly against military contracts yet wafled keenlngly 
when military oriented spending decisions went against 
Massachusetts. 

Barring a major upset, Tip O’Neill should have little 
trouble in being re-elected - although a hotbed of resent¬ 
ment against him has erupted in Charlestown on the forced 
tosing issue. Burke, even at 66 years of age, is a rugged 
hard-campaigning veteran and no soft pushover although 
somewhat more vulnerable than ONeUl. 

Burke should be helped by the fact the single most Im- 
nortant issue in his district is the economy, and the voters 
Uiwe wouWha'eto be extra-dumb to fall for sweet-talk that 
some newcomer can do better for than than an experienced 
and ranking member of Congress. 

Both O'Neill and Burke share the same problem any 
elected official develops after long service - they can't lay 
claim to perfection. But who can? 

This writer disagrees strongly with O’Neill s position on 
busing but. In the larger picture, how can the voters of the 
8th District fail to return him to office when he II be oue of 
the top three most powerful persons at the nation’s capitol? 


Straight talk from

WASHINGTON — Since John Lofton’s readers are ac¬ 
customed to straight talk, I'll open this column with a blunt 
statement: The election shaping up for November may to 
the most important in our lifetimes. 

Why? Because, as rarely before, the American people 
will have a clear choice between greater government 
control and greater individual freedom. 

I know it's fashionable nowadays for virtually all of the 
candidates to take a stand against big government. Yet 
many of these same candidates will also be turning around 
and asking the voters at every level of government — 
federal, state and local — to support policies that will lead 
to more spending, more controls and more regulation: In 
other words, more government ‘'solutions" to our 
problems. 

I>et me assure you that regardless of the rhetoric 
emanating from Washington' D.C., the spend-spend, elect- 
elect syndrome is alive and well. 

I submit that the central task before this nation is to stem 
the tide of big and growing government and at the same 
time to strengthen the dynamic private sector of our 
economy. 

Critics have called ine a fanatic on the subject of free 
enterprise. I accept that label if what they are saying is that 
I. adamantly support the system tliat has given us the 
highest standard of living and greatest prosperity in history 
— one that motivated our small colonial army to fight and 
win a war of national independence against overwhelming 
odds — one that has drawn millions of immigrants to our 
shores, many of whom sacrificed everything they had, just 
to be able to come here and pursue the American dream. 

Ironically, with all the demonstrable benefits of our free 
enterprise system, it is now incredibly under attack.

I’ve already alluded to part of the problem: Faulty 
perception which inevitably leads to faulty policy. In the 
minds of many, society is divided between those who care 
and those who don't. 

Those who advocate bigger government programs are 
pictured as socially enlightened champions of the un¬ 
derdog. But those who advocate less government and a 
strengthening of the private enterprise system to improve 
opportunities for each and every citizen are dismissed as 
outdated exploiters who are out to make a fast buck. 

And' because image is so all-important, and because bad 
news Ls big news, the advocates of big government often get 
greater exposure in the newspapers and on TV to expound 
on the real or fancied ills of society and advance their own 
remedy: Turn on the federal spending spigot, is no cure at 
all. It is the same 

That, of course’ destructive approach that is at the very 
root of the problems we are struggling with today. Big 
government is not the solution; it's the problem. 

The fact is, the federalgovernment has been trying to do 
more than our resources allow, to do many things it can- 
notlo well, to do other things it should not be doing at all, 
and to do all these things at the same time. 

Let's take a look at what has happened over the past 10 or 
15 years. 

For most of our history’ the federal budget stayed 
somewhere below the $100 billion mark — usually way 
below it. Then, in 1962’ we finally hit $100 billion — and that 
was only the beginning. 

Seven years later, the budget broke the $200 billion 
barrier and then’ only four years after that’ we hit the $300 
billion mark. And now in our Bicentennial Year, we have 
reached the point where the federal government is spending 
more than $1 billion a day, and more importantly, going into 
debt another $1 billion every week. 

As if these excesses weren't enough, the government 
simultaneously has expanded its web of controls and 
regulations over the private sector. Some of these 
regulations were, and are, in the public interest, but many 
more have been unfair, anti-competitive, have led to higher 
prices and stifled initiative and innovation. 

Heaven help us from such solutions. 

But there is an even deeper issue involved. 


The federal government today is the nation’s biggest 
single employer, its biggest consumer, and its biggest 
borrower. 

And if present spending trends continue until the end of 
the century, total government outlays will account for 
almost 60 per cent of the gross national product Once 
government achieves that dominance over our lives, much 
of our economic and political freedoms will be lost. 

The issues involved are by no means narrowly economic. 
They concern fundamental principles of equity and of social 
stability. The alarming fact is that in every country where 
the government becomes a dominant force in the economy, 
there has been a tendency to move toward instability, 
toward minority government and toward a threat to the 
very continuation of a free society. 

That group of fanners, lawyers and small businessmen 
who founded our nation understood this. They knew 
freedom was stitched together in a common fabric' that it 
would be fatal to surrender their freedoms to an en¬ 
croaching government — even one of their own creation. 
And so they rebelled: against the Sugar Act, the Stamp Act' 
the Tea Act, and a host of other infringement on their lives 
and liberties. . . 

One of those who understood the threat best, and saw it in 
the government’s power to spend, was Jefferson, who said, 
"We must not let our rulers load us with perpetual debt. 

“We must make our choice between economy and iberty, 
or profusion and servitude." And Hamilton reminded his 
compatriots that "power over a man’s substance is power 
over his will." 

What was at stake 200 years ago is still at stake today. 
The inextricable ideals of freedom and free enterprise that 
have guided this nation into its third century will be true to 
us as long as we are true to them. 

Washington, in his first inaugural address, said America 
is more than just a plot of ground: it is a noble "experiment 
entrusted to the hands of the American people." 

Let us be worthy of that trust and resolve to safeguard the 
freedoms and spirit of enterprise that have made the 
American dream a reality. 

For, as Daniel Webster said, “God grants liberty only to 
those who love it and are always ready to guard and defend

Analysis of performance of the School Committee 

Committee is certainly aware 


(Editor's uote: On Wed¬ 
nesday, June 2, Newton 
Citizens for Kducatiou (NCE) 
sponsored a panel discussion 
on the implications of actions 
of the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee since Jun. 1. One of the 
invited participants, Aid. 
Sidney Small’ chairman of the 
aldermanic Finuuce Com¬ 
mittee, was unable to attend 
because of a special meeting ut 
City Hall. He had prepared a 
written statement for the 
forum, and has now submitted 
it for publication.) 

I appreciate the purpose of 
this panel is to examine and 
discuss the action or per¬ 
formance of the School 
1 Committee since January 1 of 
this year. I honestly believe 
that too short a period has 
I elapsed in order for anyone to 
make a true assessment of the 
value of this School Committee 
to our community. 

This present School Com¬ 
mittee may or may not be 
everything we wanted, but it 
cannot be denied that the 
“majority of the people of 
Newton demanded a change. 
This change was effected in the 
election of last November, and 
although it may appear to be a 
dramatic change from the 
School Committee that 
preceded it, nevertheless 1 
expect the results to be a 
committee that can deal with 
the subjects directly and 
honestly, as well as express 
proper responsibility to the 
community that elected them. 

The past election makes it 
certain Uiat Uiose people who 
are in office must be aware 
that the voters have expressed 
their views and it is no longer a 
case of an incumbent being 
elected over and over. 

The last Committee knows 
this all too well, and I believe 
lliat the present School 


of the power of the people. 

Examining the performance 
of this School Committee 
during the past five months I 
come away with a very positive 
feeling. Whereas in the past 
virtually every matter that 
was before the School Com¬ 
mittee was debated and 
adopted by the whole Com¬ 
mittee in one evening and 
almost entirely on the 
recommendation of the 
Superintendent or his staff or 
both, the present School 
Committee has begun the 
utilization of subcommittees to 
investigate the various matters 
presented to them so that they 
have the opportunity to make 
an independent evaluation and 
to consider the matter with 
information other than that 
supplied by the superintendent. 

The Committee has in effect 
eliminated the rubberstamp 
tradition of the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

Examples of Uie kinds of 
subconlmittee are, a budget 
review committee, a 
legislation committee, a school 
transportation committee and, 
yes, even a school con¬ 
solidation committee. 

This School Committee lias 
caused the l’ersonnel 
Department for the first time 
to set forth in writing stan¬ 
dards used by it in determining 
the recommendations it makes 
with reference to teachers’ 
applications for leaves of 
absence. Now for the first time 
a teacher knows the guidelines 
Uiat are to be followed by the 
department. 

Until this School Committees 
election, there had been no 
compilation of past School 
Committee policies. There was 
no one manual or source at 
which one could look for the 


purpose of ascertaining School 
Committee policy. 

At the direction of the 
present School Committee all 
such School Committee 
policies are being compiled 
and I understand will be made 
available to all interested 
persons. 

As part of its budget process 
this School Committee in¬ 
terviewed key employees of the 
School Department. This 
served a twofold purpose. 
First, it gave the Committee an 
opportunity to see how these 
persons viewed their job 
function and responsibility in 
comparison to the duties of that 
job as set forth in the depart¬ 
ment’s job descripUon manual. 
The information obtained 
during these interviews ought 
to be extremely useful in any 
discussions which may later 
occur with reference to School 
Department reorganization 
and any possible consolidation 
or eliminaUon of posiUons. 

Secondly, these interviews 
should liave given the per¬ 
sonnel the opportunity to ex¬ 
press their concerns, their 
goals, and their desires to the 
Committee and to the people. 1 
understand the superintendent 
has described this interviewing 
process as both constructive 
and beneficial to the system. 

The present School Com¬ 
mittee lias made available to 
the city, facilities at Newton 
North High School for the 
utilization of a driver simulator 
for use in retraining and in¬ 
structing city employees. As 
chairman of the Finance 
Commiettee I liave great hopes 
tlial this kind of equipment will 
go a long way toward 
eliminating the great many 
accidents involving city em¬ 
ployees tliat cost us 60 much 
money. 


The present School Com¬ 
mittee has been successful in 
settling several Chapter 766 
law suits. The present School 
Committee has apparently 
been able to resolve charges 
brought against the prior 
school committee of race 
discrimination, apparently 
settling this case to the 
satisfaction of both the com¬ 
plainant and the city. 

The present School Com¬ 
mittee has opened its meetings 
for public participation prior to 
the taking of any votes and 
conducting of any business. It 
was the practice in the past to 
have a limited period of time 
devoted to the public at the 
conclusion of meetings, after 
all votes had been taken and all 
business conducted. The 
present Committee has used 
this opportunity to hear 
opinions of the public prior to 
taking action and not after. 

The present School Com¬ 
mittee has voted to bring our 
school department into 100 
percent compliance with state 
laws mandating the loan of 
school textbooks to private 
school students. 

The present School Com¬ 
mittee voted to close the 
Peabody School and to funnel 
the students at that school into 
the various other schools in the 
community. 

The Underwood School and 
its proposed addition were 
kicked around for several 
years. The present School 
Committee came to grips with 
this issue and submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen a definite 
program for the very 
necessary capital expenditure. 

Tlie present School Com¬ 
mittee lias undertaken the 
interviewing of coordinators 
and department heads to make 
a long overdue evaluation of 


the curriculum now offered in 
our schools. No one can an¬ 
ticipate the results of this 
evaluation but we must agree 
that the discussions with 
coordinators and department 
heads has been of value to the 
department and the School 
Committee. 

The present School Com¬ 
mittee has caused a program 
of planned maintenance. So 
often in the past repairs were 
dealt with on virtually an 
emergency basis. It is hoped 
that a program of planned 
repairs and maintenance will 
not only improve the physical 
plant but ought to save 
thousands of dollars. 

Prior Committees often 
transferred funds from the 
repair account to other budgets 
and failed to make necessary 
repairs. Previous School 
Committees had found 
themselves in the habit of 
purchasing thousands of 
dollars worth of capital 
equipment which often lay 
unused, scattered throughout 
our schools because utilities 
and other facilities for use of 
the equipment were not 
available. 

The practice uf this School 
Committee is to reject this kind 
of equipment acquisition 
unless, or until, the capital 
outlay includes all the 
necessary installation costs. 
There is currently a program 
to make the necessary 
modifications so that this 
equipment might be utilized as 
quickly as possible. 

This Committee has ex¬ 
pressed much gratification and 
has been accused of taking an 
uncompromising position with 
regard to Metropolitan 
cooperation in educational 
programs. This is not so! ity 
under this school committee 


has continued every This 
single metropolitan program 
which had been previously 
instituted by the Newton School 
Department. 

We in Newton have the 
largest Metco program in the 
stale. We have expanded our 
metropolitan cooperation by 
the adoption of a K-12 special 
education program. The 
Committee has voted to partici 
pate in a metropolitan 
program known as "Days in 
the Arts," a program spon¬ 
sored by the Boston Symphony 
and Brookline and Boston. 

The Committee has also 
voted to participate in the lab 
school (Learning About 
Boston), a Metropolitan 
Planning Protect-sponsored 
school. 

I believe the public is well 
aware of the results of this 
school committee’s handling of 
the 1976-77 school budget. In 
r.iy judgment it has done an 
outstanding job. Any un¬ 
necessary personnel were 
eliminated and for the first 
lime in memory the School 
Committee has submitted a 
fair and honest budget. 

This budget has fulfilled our 
responsibility not only to the 
children of the city of Newton 
but also to those who must pay 
the bills. 

Although I began with a 
statement to the effect that I 
thought it was too early in the 
career of the present school 
committee men and women to 
make a judgment on their 
(lerformance, 1 believe that if 
we are to examine what they 
liave done during this past five 
months we must conclude that 
they have acted in a rational, 
responsible manner and that 
they arc carrying out 
theniandate of the majority of 
the citizens of this community' 
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A response to Angier principal Oppose fire cut 


To the Editor: 

The letter to you from 
Roland Barth’ Angier prin¬ 
cipal, should receive careful 
review. 1 have a few points to 
present that I hope may merit 
the attention of the committee. 

Point No. 1 involves a facet of 
the school community response 
to the committee's action in 
rejecting the Angier-Ellis 
pairing program. How was this 
demonstrated? 

We all know that a sub¬ 
stantia! group denounced this 
action in the strongest possible 
terms, declaring it to be a 
product of blatant and overt 
bigotry'. I have a file loaded 
with clippings in which this 
attitude is exp-essed in 
speeches and letters by many, 
including a prominent 
representative of the com¬ 
mittee itself; a number of 
teachers, and even a well- 
known political columnist who 
happens to live in Waban. 

At s School Committee 
meetings, teachers among 
others expressed their 
dispapproval with open 
vehemence and vituperation. 
There is no way that anybody, 
can deny, least of all the Angier 
principle, that a massive 
campaign was put in operation 
to label the opponents of the 
pairing program as rabid 
racists. Many good citizens, 


with the very best of intentions, 
participated in this program of 
inflaming community opinion 
against their adversaries. 

There would be no problem 
in filling an entire issue of any 
local paper with examples of 
this kind of conduct. The 
program had this bottom line: 
whoever opposed the Angier- 
Ellis pairing program must be 
presumed to be a bigot. If Mr. 
Barth is not aware of that 
much, he is simply too far 
removed from the realities 
with which the rest of us must 
contend. 

Point No. 2 deals with how 
people can be expected to 
respond to such charges. It 
must be anticipated that a 
small group will answer in 
kind. For example, if one 
person calls another a bigot’ 
the one thus assailed may 
respod by calling his attacker a 
closet communist, who is 
trying to undermine a good 
school system with subversive 
drivel. Such an approach is not 
productive on either side. 

A more sensible course of 
action to pursue, if one has a 
distaste for wallowing in the 
mire of mindless name-calling, 
is to present an opinion in a 
dignified and reasoned man¬ 
ner. This is what many chose to 
do in the legitimate petitions

already presented to the 
Committee. 

It is also to be expected that 
there will remain some who 
are opposed to a program, but 
who will be deterred by public 
controversy from taking a 
stand. I do not say that such 
people are correct in being 
counselled by their fears, but it 
is certainly credible that they 
should have such feelings and 
act accordingly. They need 
only to read the papers to 
develop a plausible foundation 
for their beliefs. 

That Mr. Barth cannot un¬ 
derstand such a situation is 
most remarkable, particularly 
in regard to the insensitivity he 
demonstrates in his apparent 
denial of the force of public 
opinion. 

My third point relates to 
what amounts to an ultimatum 
by the Angier principal. He 
demands that Mrs. Cares and 
others come forth with 
evidence of past conduct to 
substantiate their fears, or else 
they must offer a public 
apology and retractioa This, 
he says, is "obligatory.” 

I answer that this is sanc¬ 
timonious hogwash. If people 
say they are afraid, for 
business and other reasons, to 
take a public stand on a very 
controversial issue, that’s all 
there is to it. You may reason 
with them or counsel them to 
come forth, but you can hardly 
deny them the right to have

Fire chief issues safety tips 


As we again approach the 
vacation period, Chief 
Frederick A. Perkins, Jr., of 
the Newton Fire Department 
wishes to advise all citizens of 
these pointer* to insure a safe 
arid happy season. 

A barbecue is a happy family 
occasion, but many times they 
turn into disasters unless these 
rules of safety are followed: 

Use only safe fire starters; 
never under any condition pour 
liquid lighter fluid on a fire 
already started 

If using electric equipment 
be sure that it has been tested 
by one of the testing 
laboratories. 

It Ls not advisable to place 
your bhrbeeure grill on the 
porch; wind could blow sparks 
into crevices between shingles, 
grease drippings could ignite 
the porch floor, and high flame 
at the start could ignite the 


porch above. 

Keep children away from the 
barbecue and never allow any 
horseplay In the area; if 
playing ball or frisbee, make 
sure the game is in safe 
distance from the barbecue. 

Stay away from the barbecue 
if wearing flimsy or flammable 
clothing. 

For power lawn mowers, 
these safety rules should be 
followed: 

You must have a permit for 
storage, of any amount of 
gasoline which should never be 
stored in a building used for 
habitaion. 

Once the lawn mower has 
been running never refill with 
gasoline until the motor has 
completely cooled down. Never 
add gas with the engine run¬ 
ning. 

If using an electric mower or 


hedge trimmer be eitra 
cautious not to cut the cord. 

When traveling always check 
fire exits on each floor of the 
hotel or motel. Never under 
fire conditions, use the elevator 
to exit the building. If the fire 
alarm sounds, evacuate the 
room until you have been 
assured that the problem has 
been corrected. Never take 
chances. . 

It is illegal to set off 
fireworks in the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

Do not purchase fireworks 
for children and feel you are 
doing them a favor. You could 
be the cause of their 
disfigurement or blindness. 

Chief Perkins also reminds 
everyone to observe the 
everyday rules of fire safety: 

Keep matches away from 
children, and never smoke in 
bed.

Application of a chemical to 
prevent lead in pipes of local 
water systems from getting 
into the water supply is un¬ 
derway. 

In making the an¬ 
nouncement. MDC Com¬ 
missioner John F. Snedeker 
said it will affect all of the 34 
member communities in the 
Metropolitan Water District 
and Framinghmam. The 
commissioner added that the 
annual cost of the chemical, 
known as Virchem, will be 
approximately $350,000 per 
year. 

Construction of the chemical 
feed facility was recently 
completed at Shaft Four in 
Southboro, which connects 
with the tunnel system 
carrying water to the Greater 
Boston area from MDC 
reservoirs in the western part 
of the state. 

The Southboro installation, 
which was constructed by MDC 
personnel at a cost of $40,000, 
includes tanks for holding the 
chemical and pumping 
equipment and controls. The 
application of Virchem has 
been approved by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering and by the United 
States Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

Virchem, which is harmless 
for human consumption, 
counteracts the dissolving of 
lead in pipes wherever such 


pipes are situated in member 
communities. In new water 
supply systems lead pipes are 
no longer installed, but in 
several member communities 
they have yet to be replaced. It 
is for this reason the Southboro 
facility was constructed. 

Once the application of 
Virchem begins, federal and 
state agencies will continue to 
make tests to determine the 
effectiveness of the program.

Family that went 
to look for America 


I.ANSING, Mich. iUPIi - 
Nearly a year ago, Paul Smith 
and his family went to look for 
America. Some 40,000 miles 
later, they report it is bigger, 
better, more prosperous and 
more optimistic than they had 
expected. 

Last July 4, Smith, his wife, 
Maria, and their teen-aged son 
and daughter set out from 
Collins, Mo., in a little yellow 
Volkswagen. In those 11 
months of living on the road, 
they learned a lot about the 
virtues of America. 

They arrived Monday with 
their Bicentennial journey 
nearly over. They had four 
more states to go and admitted 
to a bit of homesickness — but 
they wouldn't have traded this 
-last year for anything in the 
world. 

Not that it was any luxury 

tour. 

Along the way, they have 
labored in the migrant camps 
of California's Salinas Valley, 
suffered three broken arms, 
fought off voracious insects 
while tenting in Alaska and 
gotten stuck in the wilds of 
western Canada. 

But they’ve gone the way 
they wanted to go — close to 
the land and its people. 

Marlene, 18, who put off her 
first year of college to join the 
odyssey, said, "If we had not 
done it this way, we wouldn't 
have had nearly the experi¬ 
ences we've had." 

Those experiences included 
meeting an Indian, who was 
born in a teepee, getting caught 
up in the struggles between 
rival unions in the vegetable 
fields of California, and talking 
with hundreds of people like 


the gentle Amish farmer in 
Ohio and the gregarious 
Portuguese fisherman in 
Rhode Island. 

"It has been a once in a 
lifetime thing," said Smith — 
but added, "I wouldn’t want to 
do it every other year." 

Working at odd jobs in 
Washington state, California, 
Louisiana and other places 
brought the Smiths closer to 
the people — but it also was the 
only way they could have 
marlaged. 

"We had been taking for 
years about getting out and 
getting acquainted with the 
country, but we knew we would 
have to finance it by working," 
said Smith, who owns a 
strawberry farm outside 
Collins — a hamlet of about 150 
persons in southwest Missouri. 

The Smiths said they 
generally found things in the 
heartland are not quite as they 
had been led to believe by the 
news media. 

"I found people were more 
patriotic than I had expected," 
said Smith. "I'm sure there is a 
great future for this country." 

His wife, born in Colombia, 
said the trip has "reinforced 
my belief in America. This is 
still the land of opportunity." 

The Smiths now are off to 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and Iowa before returning 
home to celebrate July 4 in 
Jefferson City, Missouri’s 
capital. 

As they go, persons along the 
way will receive their greeting, 
painted on the front of their 
car: 

"Hello America, how are 
you?" 


$44,000 paid for 
1860 stagecoach

PHILADELPHIA (UPIi-A 
second suspect in the Dec. 7 
stabbing death of newspaper 
heir John S. Knight III Monday 
was adjudged guilty of first 
degree murder. 

Steven Maleno, 25, of South 
Philadelphia, pleaded guilty 
last week, and Common Pleas 
Court Judge Charles P. Mirar- 
chi Jr. set the degree of guilt 
after hearing testimony from 
witnesses. 

Maleno entered the guilty 
plea in exchange for a 
maximum life prison sentence. 
Had he been tried and con¬ 
victed by a jury, he could have 
received the death penalty. 

An eyewitness testified 
Maleno was one of three men 
who forced their way into 
Knight's fashionable downtown 
apurtment a few hours before 
the newspaper heir was found 
slain. 

"During the course of events. 

I did get a good look at them," 
said Rosemary McKinnon, of 
New Haven, Conn. She and her 
husband, John, were Knight's 
house guests the weekend of 
the slaying. 

Asked by District Attorney I 
F, Emmett Fitzpatrick if one of I 
the intruders was present in, 
the courtroom, Mrs. McKinnon 
pointed to Maleno. 

"Are you sure it's him?" 
asked Fitzpatrick, who 
reminded her she had difficulty 
Identifying Maleno in a lineup 
shortly after his arrest a few 
days after the murder. 

"Yes," the witness replied. 
Salvatore Soli, 37, was 
convicted by a jury three 
weeks ago in the case and was 
sentenced to life im¬ 
prisonment. 

McKinnon, a resident psy¬ 
chiatrist at Yale, followed his 
wife to the stand. 

He said his wife awakened 
him and he went into Knight's 
bedroom and saw the body. 

"He had 10-20 neckties 
across his mouth, his nose and 
hands," McKinnon said. 
'When I finished taking the 
■ neckties off, I felt for a pulse 
but I couldn't find one. 

"I then smashed his chest 
and I noticed the blood. It 
splattered all around. I opened 
his shirt and then I noticed the 
stab wound." 

Under the pica bargain, 
Maleno also must plead guilty 
in New Jersey to the murder of 
a third Knight suspect, Isias 
"Felix" Melendez, whose body 
was found on a rural road Dec. 
10 in Pine Hill, N.J. 

Soli also faces charges in the 
Melendez murder. 

Adequate 
gasoline 
supply for 
tourists 

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPIl 
Thousands of tourists 
driving into Rhode Island 
during the next month for fun 
in the sun and Bicentennial 
activities will use plenty of 
gasoline and pay high prices 
for it. 

"It's going to be rugged 
crowd-wise, but we anticipate 
we'll be able to take care of 
them," Santo Amato, deputy 
state fuel allocation officer, 
said Monday.

the tracks, Quinn said, and this would put 
them on the Taglienti apartment land 
next to the NHA site.

The project architects, Arrowstreet of 
Cambridge, expect HUD’s June 15 price 
guidelines for the Boston area to be only 
slightly higher than those now in effect, 
allowing little leeway for scaling down 
the Paul Street project.

Metco funding 

If state legislators fund $5.9 million for 
Metco, Newton will still be short $82,000 if 
it keeps the 350-student program without 
cutting services to the minority students 
from Boston. 

The new state reimbursement formula 
only allows school committees to request 
last year's amount for basic instruction 
and $200 more per pupil for additional 
supportive services. 

Superintendent Fink said he would 
consider reducing the Metco staff or staff 
services by up to $40,000 so less than 
$82,000 would have to be requested from 
the Board. 

The Senate Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee has recommended $6 million for 
Metco, which is the appropriation figure 
used as the basis for the above reim¬ 
bursements. 

If the State Legislature only approves 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
recommendation of $5.5 million, Newton 
would not be able to replace this year's 
graduating seniors with first-graders, 
which would cut the program by 22 
students. 

Mayor Mann said Tuesday that he sees 
no reason why he would not sum a reouest 
to ask the Board of Aldermen to ap¬ 
prove the $82,000 or less that would be 
needed in the school budget. 

He noted that the program is very 
worthwhile, and the citv will still receive 
$419,000 in state reimbursements.

because they were blacklisted 
for some reason. 

McDonald noted that all men 
picked for the layoff were sent 
letters stating they performed 
th8eir duties well, and although 
the association does not en¬ 
dorse or accept any of the 
rumored reasons for dismissal, 
no other reasons have been 
stated by the Committee. 

O'Conor dismissed these 
rumors as "ridiculous" and 
said the men picked to stay oon 
the job were chosen in the best 
interests of the School 
Department. 

There is nothing in the 
custodians' contract that 
allows them input in reduction 
in force decisions, but 
McDonald claims that a March 
15 letter from Union President 
Ernest Peltier to the School 
Department should have 
opened negotiations on 
reduction in force procedures. 

McDonald said no layoffs 
were anticipated by either the 
School Committee or the 
custodians when the present 
two-year contract was 
negotiated, so the layoffs 
create a "unilateral change in 
the contract" which warrants 
reopening the contract for a 
reduction in force clause. 

McDonald also said the 
figures in the school budget did 
not give any justification for 
laying off the custodians. 

The State labor Relations 
Commission will determine if 
there is probable cause for the 
prohibitive practice complaint.

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Windmills 

coming 

in style ? 

BURBANK, Calif. (UPI) - 
The age-old windmill, but 
bigger and more efficient, may 
be the next development in the 
search for energy’. 

Two engineers of the Lock- 
heed-Callfornia Corp., con¬ 
ducted a year-long study for 
the Energy Research and 
Development Administration 
and concluded that the building 
and maintenance of giant 
windmills will be a major new 
industrv, 

Within 20 years, Michael 
Dubey and Ugo Coty said, 
thousands of windmills placed 
around the country could 
generate enough electricity in 
the United States to save the 
equivalent of more than 2 
billion barrels of oil a year. 

But the windmills they have 
in mind arc not the creaking, 
picturesque types that gave 
Holland a trademark. 

In their paper, "The High 
Potential of Wind Energy," 
they discuss large wind turbine 
generators with rotors up to 350 
feet in diameter, roughly the 
length of a football field with 
the end zones added. 

The rotors look like long 
airplane propellers. They 
would probably be made of 
aluminum and steel and 
composite materials including 
glass-reinforced plastic, Dubey 
said. 

Forecasts of energy demand 
in the United States show a 
continuously rising trend, 
Dubey and Coty said in their 
paper. They cited predictions 
that by 1995 electrical energy 
produced and sold by the 
utilities will reach 6.5 trillion 
kilowatt hours per year, three 
times the current amount 
needed. 

"We are presently importing 
about 40 per cent of our oil 
needs and selling our heritage 
at an alarming rate to get it," 
they said. 

Dubey said he sees no 
paradox in the return to wind¬ 
mills for energy. 

During the past 50 years, he 
said, wind energy has* been 
used to make electricity but the 
low cost of fossil fuel prevented 
any serious expansion. Now the 
cost of fossil fuels is rising, and 
at the same time there have 
■** been advances in materials 
and design technologies for 
wind turbines. 

^ "Man has been an energy 
— consumer since he built the 
first fire to roast a mastodon 
steak," he said. "At one time 
he relied on wind. There are 
reports of windmills as early as 
the 6th and 7th Centuries." 

The objectives of the study 
were to identify areas where 
high wind conditions are 
prevalent and the applications 
of wind energy. 

"The answers show that 
large wind energy conversion 
systems pay off economically, 
and that a major new industry 
is about to blossom in our 
midst," Dubey and Coty wrote. 

In the study, wind data were 
gathered from more than 700 
observation stations across the 
county. Annual wind power 
densities were found as high as 
619 watts per square meter in 
some areas along the Oregon 
coastline and higher at Sand¬ 
berg, Calif. The measurements 
were equivalent to a wind 
speed of 18 miles per hour. 

But if only two per cent of the 
area studied had winds of 15.7 
miles per hour, then 20,000 
square miles would be availa¬ 
ble for wind turbines, they 
said. 

The turbine chosen as a 
model for their study was the 
two-bladed rotor on a 
horizontal axis. The National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration is testing a 125- 
foot diameter windmill at 
Sandusky, Ohio. 

Prior to World War II. they 
said, a larger turbine, 1.250 
kilowatts and 175 feet in 
diameter, was used to deliver 
energy into the utility power 
lines In Vermont. 

They found that utilities 
would be the largest users with 
windmills as a supplement to 
other generating equipment, 
but nuclear and fossil fuel 
plants would remain the basic 
generating sources in the 
United States. 

Dividing the country into 
nine regions they calculated 
the cost of energy for each 
region. In some areas, they 
said, wind energy would be 
cheaper now than fossil fuel 
energy. 

But by 1995, wind energy will 
be cheaper than other sources 
because of the rising cost of 
fuel.

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Mofenson considering law on automatic cutoff of programs 


Tennis Club offers lesson 


Proposed federal legislation 
to provide an automatic shut¬ 
off date for every federal 
program, agency and com¬ 
mission may be adapted to 
Massachusetts state govern¬ 
ment. 

State Rep. David Mofenson 
wants to explore the feasibility 
of applying to Massachusetts 
the pending legislation, the 
Government Economy and 


Spending Reform Act of 197fi, 
introduced by U.S. Sen. Ed¬ 
mund Muskic. 

Under the so-called sunset 
provision, federal entities 
would go out of business in five 
years unless Congress 
specifically reauthorized them. 
Congress would be required to 
study the effect of not funding a 
program, as well as funding it 


at reduced, current, or In¬ 
creased levels. 

“This bill would end the 
unspoken rule that money 
spent on a program this year 
must be continued or increased 
in next year's budget regar¬ 
dless of whether or not a 
program is proven worthwhile 
and cost effective," Mofenson 
said. 

"Regular evaluations would 


help to consolidate overlapping 
programs, eliminate un¬ 
necessary ones and generally 
provide for more efficiency 
and a better use of taxpayers’ 
money’” he continued. 
"Furthermore, it could have a 
healthy impact on federal-local 
relations by revising 
overlapping and contradictory 
objectives of some grant 
programs and alleviate much 


of the bureaucratic red tape 
faced by local government 
receiving federal aid." 

Mofenson noted that the 
pending legislation does pose 
some practical problems. He 
noted that some programs 
need to be reviewed more 
frequently than every four 
years, some less. Some 
flexibility in evaluations, he 
said, would be needed.

Mofenson noted the difficulty 
of measuring the effect of 
federal programs’ but feels 
that the bill deserves serious 
consideration. 

"Unless we make some 
substantive changes," 
Mofenson said, "both the state 
and federal government may 
lack both the fiscal resources 
and the public's trust to pursue 
new legislative solutions."

balance beyond six months, 
interest will accrue to the 
customer at the rate of 18 
percent per year. Failure to 
return the funds would con¬ 
stitute an unfair and deceptive 
practice and subject the 
creditor to strict criminal 
penalties. 

A creditor who willfully or 
knowingly provides false in¬ 
formation could receive up to 
one year in prison or a $5,000 
fine, or both. 

Pines said “This law puts an 
end to the outrageous practices 
of some credit card companies 
and department stores who 
have failed to notify customers 
of credit balances andh have 
transferred customers' funds 
left in open-end accounts into 
the store's account." 

The proposed law, when 
signed by Dukakis, will require 
the creditor to send at least 
three statements and two 
notices within six months in¬ 
forming the coasumcr of his 


credit balance. When there is a 
credit balance at the end of a 
billing cycle (usually one 
month), the statement must 
reflect this balance. 

If the balance remains at the 
end of the next month, the 
creditor Is required to send a 
notice informing the customer 
of the amount and of his right 
to claim the balance in cash or 
use it toward a purchase. 
During the ensuing four 
months, at least one more 
notice must be sent. 

After six months, if the 
customer has not reclaimed his 
money or used up the credit in 
purchases, the creditor must 
send out a pash refund to the 
customer. 

The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission recently investigated 
several national department 
store chains alleged by the 
FTC to have retained almost $3 
million from their customers’ 
credit balances Consent orders 
signed by four of the five major 


companies require the 
department stores to return all 
balances to customers. 

The stores admitted in 
signing an FTC consent decree 
that they had failed to provide 
statements continuously for 
customers’ inactive accounts, 
failed to return the amount of 
unclaimed credit balances 
unless the customer 
specifically requested it, failed 
to notify each customer of a 
credit balance and the right to 
request refunds, and failed to 
refund unclaimed credit 
balances after a period of 
inactivity. 

Pines' who has been fighting 
for passage of this legislation 
for two years, said, "The 
Massachusetts legislature has 
acted to eliminate a practice 
which has been a major con¬ 
sumer Tipoff’ for years. The 
passage of this law would 
represent a major ad¬ 
vancement for the cause of the

Where will Dad be on Father's Day? 
On the golf course? Playing tennis? 
Watching the baseball game? Or just 
taking it easy! And that's as it should be 
because Sunday is his day and means no 
cutting the grass, cleaning out the garage 
or attending to other chores around the 
house. Let’s make Dad King For the Day! 

Of course Father's Day calls for a very 
special dinner. Plan a menu you know- 
will please him, and most men will say 
there's nothing so delicious as a broiled 
sirloin steak smothered with mushrooms, 
especially when it's served with carrot- 
stuffed baked potatoes, tangy cole slaw, 
garlic bread and a high and handsome old 
fashioned chocolate cake with a golden 
icing. 

If you're cooking the steaks over the 
coals outdoors, be sure that the coals 
have burned until covered with a gray 
ash. Steaks cut one inch thick should be 
placed 2 to 3 inches from the heat. Steaks 
cut two Inches thick should be placed five 
inches from the heat. When one side is 
browned, season with salt and pepper and 
finish cooking on the second side.

If broiling, Line broiler pan with 
aluminum foil, if desired.

Rub 
reserved beef fat over broiler rack of pan 
and center steak on rack. Combine butter 
or margarine, paprika, lemon Juice and 
minced onion; mix well. Spread mixture 
on steak. Season as desired with salt and 
pepper. Broil 3 to 4 inches from heat 
source on first side. Turn steak with tongs 
and season with salt and pepper as 
desired. Spread with butter or margarine 
mixture and broil second side. To check 
for degree of doneness, cut a small slash 
in center of steak near bone and examine 
for color. While second side is broiling, 
saute mushrooms separately on top of 
range over low heat in remaining butter 
or margarine mixture Just until tender, 
stirring occasionally. Arrange steak on 
heated platter; pour mushrooms and 
butter mixture over steak. To serve, slice 
thinly across the grain.

Core and shred cabbage. Add to boiling 
water; let stand for 1 minute. Drain 
thoroughly.

An inexpensive pot roast (Ptfilnk) marinated 
in brine 24 hours or so. Ingredients for the brine and how 
many hours to leave roast in mixture would be appreciated. 
Thank you in advance.

Answer: I dug out the following recipe and will offer it, 
however, if one of our readers has a recipe to share we'll be 
delighted to put it in this column. In the meantime, here is: 

TO CORN OR PICKLE BEEF 

10 lbs. brisket or rump 

4 quarts water 

4 teaspoon saltpetre (available in drug store) 

2 cups salt 

4 cup sugar 

3 cloves garlic 

1 teaspoon paprika 

1 tablespoon mixed spices 

Dissolve saltpetre in 4 cup warm water. Add salt to 
water. Mix with rest of ingredients. Place in 3 gallon stone 
jar. add meat, cover with plate and weight down with a 
stone. Leave in brine 21 days, turning meat occasionally. 

Question: My granddaughter is engaged and has asked 
for a cookbook as a birthday gift.

The 
812.95 cookbook will be the heaviest (1,325 pgs.) and most 
often referred to cookbook on her kitchen shelf! 

Question: I bought a fresh pineapple and asked my 
husband to cut It up for a fresh fruit platter, and he did such 
a bad job, we had only small chunks of the fruit to eat. Is 
there a system for cutting this fruit?

Answer: Here's the "How to" In preparing fresh 
pineapple: Using a thin, sharp knife, cut off stem and 
bottom of pineapple. Set pineapple on end and cut length¬ 
wise into 8 wedges. Cut core from each wedge. Insert knife 
about 4-inch from outer edge of each wedge. Pare skin in 
one piece. (For easy paring use a knife that has a curved 
blade). Cut out the remaining eyes. Use a sharp-pointed 
vegetable parer or the point of a paring knife. Then, if you 
like, replace fruit in the shell and slice vertically into 
serving-size chunks. 

Question: In the past six months, I've done all my own 
bread baking and my family enjoys It so I am constantly on 
the watch for unusual recipes. I am interested in a wheaty 
type bread to serve with our barbecue meals, if you have 
such a recipe available. Thank you very much.

Answer: If you're looking for a hearty bread just perfect 
for soaking up flavorful sauces, here's a Whole Wheat 
Parmesan Bread with a tawny color crumb that smells 
faintly of Parmesan cheese and garlic, ideal for outdoor 
eating! 

WHOLE WHEAT SESAME PARMESAN I-OAF 
Yield: 2 Loaves 

3 cups unsifted whole wheat flour 
3 cups unsifted white flour (about) 

3 tablespoons sugar 
2 teaspoons salt 

2 pkgs. Active dry yeast 

4 cup (4 stick) margarine, softened 

2 cups very warm tap water (120-130 deg.) 

4 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
4 cup toasted sesame seed 
4 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 egg white 

1 tablespoon cold water 
Sesame seed 


Combine flours. In a large bowl, thoroughly mix 2 cups 
flour mixture, sugar, salt and undissolved active dry yeast. 
Add softened margarine. Gradually add very warm water 
and beat for 2 minutes at medium speed of electric mixer, 
scraping bowl occasionally. Add 4 cup flour mixture. Beat 
at high speed 2 minutes, scraping bowl occasionally. Stir in 
enough additional flour to make a soft dough. (If necessary, 
add additional white flour to obtain desired dough.) Turn 
out onto lightly floured board; knead until smooth and 
elastic, about 8-10 minutes. Place in greased bowl, turning 
to grease top. Cover; let rise in warm place, free from 


draft, until doubled in bulk, about 50 minutes. Combine 
Parmesan cheese, toasted sesame seed and garlic powder, 
set aside. Punch dough down; turn out onto lightly floured 
board. Divide in half. Roll 4 dough to an 18x9-inch rec¬ 
tangle. Sprinkle with half the cheese mixture. Roll up from 
long side as for jellyroll. Seal seam firmly. Pinch ends and 
fold underneath. Repeat with remaining dough and filling. 
Place loaves on greased baking sheets, curving to form a 
half circle. Combine egg white and cold water; brush 
loaves. Sprinkle with sesame seed. With a sharp knife make 
several cuts on top of each loaf. Iajt rise, uncovered, in 
warm place, free from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 45 
minutes. Bake at 400 degrees about 30 minutes, or until 
done. Remove from baking sheets and cool on wire racks. 
Makes 2 loaves.

Sealing it would 
deprive the spacecraft of half 
its stabilization system. 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — Supporters of Jimmy Carter are 
fighting to keep several highly controversial planks out of 
the Democrat platform for fear they will provide am¬ 
munition for the Republican who nins against him. 

The 153-member Platform Committee rejected by voice 
vote Monday night a plank that declared "we oppose capital 
punishment" after Stuart Fizenstat, Carter's national 
issues director, said it was a "red flag" which Republicans 
would use against the Democrats. 

Eizenstat voiced the same objection to a proposal to 
"decriminalize laws attempting to govern sex practices 
among consenting adults." 

"We arc going to to run a race against one of two con¬ 


servative Republicans," he said. "There is no need to give 
them unnecessarily emotional issues to run on." The 
proposal was defeated. 

However, issues of homosexual rights, abortion and 
nmnesty — which divided Democrats in 1972 — were ex¬ 
pected to come up today ns the platform committee con¬ 
sidered a section on government and human needs. 

A draft platform urged pardon for draft violators who 
objected to the Vietnam war. Supporters said the word 
"pardon" was chosen rather than "amnesty" so as not to 
imply there was no guilt.

England’s 

Wilson 

honored 

WINDSOR, England (UPI) 
— With a clasp of a jeweled 
garter, Queen Elizabeth in¬ 
vested former Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson into Britain’s 
noblest order of chivalry in a 
ceremony resplendent with 
600-year-old courtly traditions. 

The queen conferred the 
honor of the Most Noble Order 
of the Garter upon Wilson at 
Windsor Castle Monday when 
she slipped on the garter just 
below his left knee. 

The former Labor party 
leader, who resigned the 
premiership in March, thus 
joined the exclusive ranks of 
some 900 other knights, who 
have held the honor since 1348. 

The origins of Europe's 
oldest chivalrous order are 
obscure. One story has it the 
tradition began when King 
Edward III stooped to retrieve 
the countess of Salisbury's 
garter during a royal ball, with 
the words: "Honi soit qui mal y 
pense." (“Shame be upon him 
who thinks evil of it.") 

But the exclusivity of the 
order is in no doubt. Sir Win¬ 
ston Churchill was a member, 
as was Field Marshal Viscount 
Montgomery. The order is 
limited to 26 members at any 
-one time. 

The installation service at St. 
George's Chapel that followed 
the investiture reflected the 
pageantry of the 14th-century 
royal court. 

Wilson, dressed in a blue 
velvet cloak and a velvet 
tricorn hat adorned with an 
ostrich plume, marched in 
procession in the shadow of the 
castle's walls. 

The queen, Prince Philip and 
his fellow garter knights 
marched with him to the 
chapel where the coats of arms 
of the deceased garter knights 
are emblazoned. 

With them paraded a cluster 
of other dignitaries with titles 
that bore witness to the 
nation's courtly past — the 
Clerk of the Cheque, Rouge 
Dragon Pursuivant, 
Maltravers Herald Extraor¬ 
dinary, Black Rod. 

The sun glinted on the rows 
of medals and the Beefeaters' 
scarlet and gold tunics. Thou¬ 
sands of tourists lining the 
route cheered and craned their 
necks for a glimpse of the 
procession. 

Like other current knights, 
Wilson will hang a banner 
bearing his coat of arms over 
his lacy woodwork stall in the 
chapel's choir. A ceremonial 
jousting helmet and sword also 
will hang above the stall while 
its occupant lives. 

The congregation prayed 
"God save our Gracious Sove¬ 
reign and all the Companions, 
living and departed, of the 
Most Honorable Order of the 
Garter," then streamed out 
into the 20th century. 


Whale dies 

ORLANDO, Fla. (UPI) - 
Marine experts say the death 
of a baby beaked whale despite 
an intensive 48-hour effort to 
save it was not entirely in vain. 

The 64 foot, 250-pound infant 
Mesoplodon was pulled from 
the surf near Melbourne, south 
of Cape Canaveral, this week¬ 
end. Its mother was killed by 
the sharks and the baby suf¬ 
fered shark bites. 

A Sea World spokeswoman 
said the baby whale was only 
the fourth Mesoplodon 
recorded in Florida sightings 
and the first to be found alive. 

The infant died at Sea World 
Monday. Stan Searles, 
assistant curator at the marine 
attraction said the whale "had 
some fair bites, but that was 
not his main problem. This was 
a very young animal.”

Taser 

outlawed 

HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - 
The Pennsylvania House has 
rejected a bid to outlaw use of 
the Taser, a weapon that fires 
electrically charged darts that 
can stun or immobilize its 
victims. 

The Taser was designed 
originally for persons who 
wanted a defensive weapon but 
were afraid to use firearms. 

State Attorney General Rob¬ 
ert Kane issued a formal 
opinion declaring the Taser an 
offensive weapon and urged 
the legislature to pass a law 
making his ruling official. 

Offensive weapons, such as 
sawed off shotguns and brass 
knuckles, are illegal in Penn¬ 
sylvania. Handguns, rifles and 
shotguns are classified as 
defensive weapons. 

The House defeated the 
measure by an 98-89 vote. 

Legislators who supported 
the ban argued that because 
the Taser has been used in 
crimes, its use should be 
outlawed. 

Many lawmakers, however, 
apparently agreed with Rep. 
Joseph Zeller, D-I.ehigh, who 
said the measure "in effect, is 
the beginning of gun control. 
This is a foot in the door for gun 
control."

Three remaining historic railroad Highlands group seeks 
stations placed on national register

Three former Boston & 
Albany Railroad stations In 
Newton have been accepted for 
inclusion in the National 
Register of Historic Places by 
the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission. State Secretary 
Paul Guzzi of Newton, 
chairman of the commission, 
has been informed by Gary 
Everhardt, director of the 
National Park Sendee in the 
United States Department of 
the Interior. 

The Newton Centre, Newton 
Highlands and Woodland 
railroad stations are 
significant as the three 
remaining stations in the city 
which were part of the original 
12 designed by famed architect 
Henry Hobson Richardson. 

The B & A, a highly 
prosperous operation in its 
day, commissioned the best 
architect and landscape ar¬ 
chitect of its time — H. H. 
Richardson and Frederick L. 
Olsted — to design the dozen 
stations in Newton. Although 
all three of the remaining 
stations were part of a single 
commission granted to 
Richardson, it is believed that 
the Newton station and the 
Newton Centre station and 
baggage express building were 
executed after Richardson's 
death in 1886 by his successor 
firm, Shepley, Rutan and

Coolidge. Only the Woodland 
station is khown to be by 
Richardson himself. 

The best materials and 
workmanship were used in the 
construction of these buildings. 
The stations at Aubumdale and 
Chestnut Hill were published 
by "Garden and Forest 
Magazine" in March and April 
of 1889 as the best American 
examples of the combination of 
architecture and landscape 
architecture. 

The construction of the 
Highlands branch of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad prov ided 
the needed transportation that 
allowed a large section of 
Newton to develop as a 
suburban community of 
Boston. The stations that were 
built at each stop were 
monuments to the wealth and 
prestige of the B & A Railroad 
and the men who owned it. 

For many years commuter 
trains that operated from the 
Newton railroad stations 
provided access in and out of 
downtown Boston. The WPA 
improvement of Route 9, 
thought by some to be 

important divided highway 
in the United States, and the 
the first’ later construction of 
the Interstate highway system 
around and into Boston, not 
only increased the use of the 
automobile as a means of 
personal transportation but 
virtually doomed the railroads. 

The railroads suffered 
heavily and in 1958 service on 
the Highlands Branch was 
taken over by the MBTA. The 


line was electrified for the 
MBTA system and most of the 
stations torn down in 1958 to 
make parking lots. Only these 
three remain. 

The smallest of the trio is 
Woodland, a building con¬ 
structed of rough cut stone. 
Since the 1950’s, the building 
has been used as a storage shed 
by the Woodland Golf Club, 
although alternative uses are 
now being considered. 

The Newton Highlands 
station is typical of the larger 
stations built by Richardson. 
The same stone and large 
overhanging slate roof are 
present with the addition of a 
covered platform on the track 
side that was added when the 
tracks were lowered in 1906. On 
the street side a dormer 
projects from the center of the 
hip roof and its outline is ar¬ 
ticulated in dark brownstone as 
are those of the other windows 
throughout. The interior 
woodwork of the large waiting 
room lias been preserved even 
though this building is now 
used by an auto part 
distributor. 

The Newton Centre station is 
similar to the Highlands 
station with the addition of a 
covered platform on the track 
side of the building. The roof is 
massive and broad, and hangs 
low over the building, 
providing symbolic as well as 
actual shelter for waiting 
passengers. The interior is 
basically intact. 

Next to the station is the 
Newton Centre Baggage and 


Express Building whten 
reflects Its neighbor in style 
and materials. This small 
building is square and lias a hip 
roof. It is currently used as a 
taxi stand. 

Originally the baggage 
master's house was at street 
level and the storage area was 
at the lower track level. The 
station shelters MBTA 
passengers on track side and 
the interior serves as an office 
for a sales institute. 

Unfortunaely, the original 
Olmsted landscaping 
surrounding each of the 
stations no longer survives. 
Future preservation and 
adaptive reuse plans are being 
considered for the three 
remaining stations. 

County to rent 
land for farming 

Middlesex County plans to 
rent Middlesex County 
Hospital land in Waltham for 
farming. 

Involved are four fields of 
undergrowth averaging two to 
four acres each tliat will be 
made available to commercial 
fanners. The land leasing will 
bring a minimal rental fee to 
the county. It will also 
eliminate a potential fire 
hazard to these unattended 
areas. In addition, this 
program will increase 
vegetable productivity in 
support of the state's policy of 
encouraging agricultural use 
of surplus public land. 


The Transportation Com¬ 
mittee of the Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood Area 
Council has presented Mayor 
Theodore Mann petitions 
signed by over 160 people who 
said they would use a through 
bus to Cambridge. 

Signatures on these petitions 
were collected by the com¬ 
mittee at the Newton 
Highlands Fair Iasi month. Of 
those signing, 120 wanted to 
leave from Newton Highlands. 
Hannah Morehouse, com¬ 
mittee chairman, says, "This 
certainly shows there is a 
demand in Newton Highlands 
for a through bus to Cambridge 
and the committee would 
expect such a bus to make at 
least one stop in Newton 
Highlands." 

Of the signers, 140 wanted to 
go to Harvard Square, seven to 
Central Square, six to Kendall 
Square, two to MIT and one 
each to Lechmere and North 
Cambridge. The greatest 
demand seemed to be for 


commuter service with some 
buses available during the day, 
evenings and weekends. 

The Committee emphasized 
this means through service, 


noting that people will not use 
it if it is not fast and con¬ 
venient. If there must be a 
change, the committee said, 
the connecting bus should be ] 
waiting when the bus or trolley 
pulls in.

George maintains 
headquarters in Rome, Italy. 

The Order of St. Gerogc 
recently celebrated its 705th 
anniversary. It was founded by 
the House of Hapsburg, the 
rulers of the Holy Roman 


Empire, to defend Christen¬ 
dom from Moslem invasions. 

In the aftermath of various 
wars against the Turks in 
defense of the Catholic faith, 
members of the order as a body 
decided to remain in the war 
ravaged lands to protect the 
sick and needy.

Dutch Elm Disease — We’ve 
been asked if it is true that the 
American elm Ls staging a 
comeback, after being 
devastated by the Dutch Elm 
disease. There are resistant 
varieties that may take the 
place of the stately elm. We 
haven’t seen enough of them to 
be sure just how the new trees 
will do. 

There is a good substitute for 
the Elm and it’s called Zclkova 
Elm (Zelkova serrata) which 
will resist the disease and 
which is suitable for homes, 
parks, golf clubs, cemeteries 
and street plantings. Zelkova 
has a wine-glass shape, is fast 
growing (3 ft. a year), and 
reaches a height of about 60 
feet. 

It’s an ideal tree for city- 
planners because it likes tough 
situations — city pollution, and 
dry weather. It also resists 
disease and insects. Of course, 
if you keep it watered and fed, 
it’ll even be more rewarding. 
In fall, Zelkova turns to a rich 
yellow, then to a deep russet. 

You’re probably wondering 
about the Siberian elm, also 
often called Chinese elm. It’s a 
smaller tree than the regular 
elm, and is more suitable for 
limited space. It’s a fast 
grower and wood is easily 
damaged by high winds or ice. 
Unfortunately, it’s bothered by 
the elm leaf beetle which 
skcltonizcs the foliage, turning 
it brown in midsummer. 


Zclkova is not bothered by the 
elm leaf beetle. 

Afrirau Violet’s cousins — 
The African violet is the most 
popular member of the 
gcsneriaceae family — that’s 
the family which has about 
1,100 species and over 85 dif¬ 
ferent genera grown in the 
home. All this means is that the 
African Violet has a lot of 
handsome members in it’s 
family, and many of these need 
to be discovered. 

Gesneriads grow from 
fibrous roots, tubers, scaly root 
stolons (called propagules) 
and seed. The majority of them 
are warm house subjects and if 
given humidity will thrive in a 
temperature of 70 to 75 degs. 
They all take a soil that’s 
suitable for Afircan Violets, 
and their pots must have good 
drainage holes. A good mixture 
consists of equal parts of sand, 
peatmoss and garden loam, 
witha little perlite added. 
Avoid a heavy soil as it causes 
rot. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
raised some brusscls sprouts 
this year and they are doing 
fine. Do you have to remove the 
leaves to get the small ‘heads’? 

Ans. Yes, if the leaves bet¬ 
ween the sprouts are removed, 
they continue to develop all the 
way up the stem. They are 
grown like late cabbage and 
can be set out as late as early 
July. Space them 2^ ft. apart. 
Try a variety called Jade 
Cross, a type we rate the best 
for the home garden.

800 school children visited N-W Hospital 


More than 800 Newton and 
Wellesley kindergarteners, 
first- and second-graders have 
been to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital during the school 
years just ending. 

Fortunately they weren’t 
patients but visitors taking 
part in an innovative program 
begun in the fall of 1974 called 
Friendly Hospital Day. Thirty- 
three sessions of the program 
were offered on Mondays and 
alternate Thursdays from last 
October to June and were 
staffed by members of the 


Hospital Aid Association and 
the Wellesley Junior Service 
league. 

The idea behind the project Ls 
to encourage children to 
become familiar with the 
hospital setting and some of the 
common medical equipment 
and procedures. 

During their hour-long visits, 
they tour certain areas of the 
hospital, includir 1 ’ the X-ray 
department, pediatric dental 
clinic, and admitting office, 
and see the location of the 
emergency room 
pathology laboratories. 


They also have a chance to 
visit the hospital's main kit¬ 
chen where they take a short 
break for cookies and then visit 
the laundry to see the depart¬ 
ment's equipment in operation. 

After the tour the children 
role-play with a variety of 
equipment and procedures, 
such as using crutches, 
listening to their hearts with a 
stethoscope, trying on surgical 
gowns and masks, and wat¬ 
ching a cast being made. 

Prior to each Friendly 


Hospital Day session, a 
progam volunteer visits the 
classroom to prepare the 
children for their upcoming 
visit to the hospital.

Three women 
attend workshop 
psychotherapy

technical aspects of short-term 
dynamic psychotherapy at 
Boston’s Beth Israel Hospital.

Persons who may benefit 
from short-term therapy are 
described by Beth Israel 
psychiatrists Ellen Bassuk and 
Peter Sifneos as relatively 
healthy persons who can cir¬ 
cumscribe one particular issue 
which is problematic in their 
life, are well motivated to work 
on that issue, and can relate 
well to others. The intensive 
therapy is completed in three 
to four months and its outcome 
is investigated by Dr. Sifneos 
and a research group by a 
controlled study.

Secret lives

A remarkable "metal with a 
memory" being developed at 
Beth Israel Hospital in Boston 
may someday be used to save 
lives, according to Dr. Morris 
Simon of Newton, director of 
clinical radiology and 
radiological education at Beth 
Israel. 

The “magic metal" can exist 
in two predetermined shapes, 
depending on the temperature, 
says Dr. Simon. 

I t could exist in the cool form 
as a thin straight wire which 
could tb°r easily be inserted 
into a vein, where it would be 
heated by body temperature 
and quickly assume a second, 
predetermined form designed 
to act as a filter to prevent 
potentially fatal blood clots 
from reaching the lungs. 

Dr. Simon, who is also 
professor of radiology at 
Harvard Medical School, 
points out that the metal should 
prove useful to patients, like 
former President Nixon, who 
are suffering from throm¬ 
bophlebitis, or blood clots in 
the extremities. 

"With thrombophlebitis the 
patient has stationary clots, 
say in the legs or pelvis," he 
said. "These are not life- 
threatening if they stay in 
place, but sometimes they 
break loose and go into the 
right side of the heart and from 
there to the lungs in what is 
called a pulmonary embolism. 
Then they may lead to death if 


they block enough of the blood 
circulation." 

Treatment for such clots 
usually consists of an¬ 
ticoagulant medications. In 
some cases, for instance after 
an accident or major surgery, 
when there is a possibility of 
internal bleeding, or when a 
patient has been taking an¬ 
ticoagulants with no benefit, 
other procedures become 
necessary. 

The major pathway leading 
from the leg to the heart, the 
vena cava, may be tied or 
clipped, forcing blood to return 
to the heart through veins too 
small to carry large clots. 
Sometimes a blocking or 
filtering device is inserted in 
the vena cava, with com¬ 
plicated surgery. 

"It occurred to me that there 
must he a better way to help 
such patients,” explains Dr. 
Simon. "I heard about a new 
material with thermal shape 
properties accidentally 
discovered in 1962 by Dr. 
William Buehler, then head of 
the Naval Ordnance 
Laboratory in Maryland. 

"The Navy originally in¬ 
tended to use this wire as a 
means of sending a small 
package into space, say in the 
shape of a tight ball, which 
would become a very large, 
delicate antenna once in . 
space. It was highly classified 
until quite recently. 

"The metal, Nitinol, is an 


alloy of nickel and titanium," 
continued Dr. Simon, who is 
working on its medical 
development at Beth Israel 
with Dr. Roy Kaplow, 
professor of metallurgy at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology; Dr. Edwin 
Salzman, associate director of 
surgical services at Beth 
Israel; and Dr. David G. 
Freiman, pathologist-in-chief 
at Beth Israel. 

"One of our biggest tasks has 
been to find the exact com¬ 
bination where the alloy 
retains its eonfiguation as a 
straight wire at room tem¬ 
perature, but changes to the 
filter shape at body tem¬ 
perature," Dr. Simon said. 

Successfully tested on dogs, 
the device being explored by 
the Beth Israel researchers is 
shaped as a fine straight wire 
in its ’•cool” state. A second 
form is imprinted on the wire’s 
"memory" by heating it at 1020 
degrees Farenheit for about 20 
minutes. 

In the Beth Israel ap¬ 
plication, a fine wire of Nitinol 
would be inserted into a 
patient’s vein through a 
catheter. The wire is kept in 
the "cool” state as it goes 
through the catheter into the 
vena cava by bathing it in a 
cool solution and then, when it 
"remembers" the second 
shape and forms into a filter. 
The procedure would take only 
about 30 seconds once the 
catheter is in position.

Dr. Simon tests alloy 
to stop moving blood clots 


Mitchell Siporin, founder of 
the Brandeis University Fine 
Arts Department, died Friday 
(June 11) in Beth Israel 
Hospital after a short illness. 
The Newton resident was 66.

Chapel at Brandeis for him. 

Mr. Siporin started his 
career during the Depression 
when he worked for the Works 
Project Administration 
(WPA).

A fetal monitor given "in 
memory of lorraine Franks 
and her devoted sendee to the 
obstetrical department” of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
was dedicated Memorial Day 
weekend. 

The brief program was at¬ 
tended by members of the 
nursing and obstetrical 
departments, her husband and 
daughters, and associates of 
Mrs. Franks in the Hospital 
Aid Association and on the 
Board of Trustees.

Franks, a Wellesley residents, 
was a volunteer in the ob¬ 
stetrical service, performing 
most of the same functions that 
the staff nurses did in the days 
when volunteers were allowed 
to give such service.

them need the reassurance of;

The best in Boston is 'Don't Bother Me.

"Don't Bother Me’ I Can't Cope" is the 
best show to hit Boston in 197fi. It’s been 
over six months since my last rave 
review ("F.quus"), and "Don’t Bother,.." 
deserves the next one. 

Terrific is the best way to describe it. 
There is no plot, per se. One is in store for 
a wonderful evening of contrasting 
musical numbers. 

The theme is that of the life of 
American blacks. But before I get into the 
individuals songs and performers, I must 
comment on what struck me as most 
unique about the show. 

Until now, I've seen several so-called 
"black message" shows. Every one, bar 
none, reeked of hatred and bitterness. 
Ofttimes the predominantly white 
audience was insulted directly. Perhaps 
the author and director were trying to 
shock the audience, and by doing so, 
hoped to implant the message of "We 
shall overcome." Yet the atmosphere 
was one, not of understanding, but of "us 
against you." Speaking for myself, as a 
white man, and assuming I was typical of 
who they were trying to reach, I was 
completely turned off. The effect was that 
of trying to make a telephone call with the 
cord cut. Their approach in com¬ 
municating was ineffective. 

By dealing in a racist approach they 
left themselves vulnerable to being 
received racially. All in all, no purpose 
was fulfilled, except perhaps to let the 
actors get off a little steam. 

Bravo, to the company of "Don't 
Bother...". Bravo, again. I was deeply 
touched by its method of communication, 
which was one of humanity. The songs 
arc written as one person to another; the 
performer to you. The message cannot be 
lost. You are being asked to understand. 
And don’t be misled to think you are in for 
an evening of shuffling slaves. There are

plenty of raised clenched fisLs. Especially 
in the first act, their identity is clearly 
established. 

But, once again’ it is the approach 
that is enticing. In "//inking Over from 
Your Side" (the title is self-explanatory), 
Jai Oscar St. John sings and, in 
describing what a black must go through 
in every day life, says "...you might even 
start a riot." In their place, maybe I 
would. 

In a similarly reaching song "So Long, 
Sammy," Bobby Hill (more on him later) 
sings,"...I wish you could hear." 

You see, we are being asked to un¬ 
derstand and be understanding, as one 
human to another. Ever important, and 
ever so hard to establish, communication 
lives in the Charles Playhouse. Not about 
to editoraialize on the current racial 
friction in Greater Boston, I must em¬ 
phasize that anyone and everyone should 
sec this show; besides the theme, of 
which I've said enough, the show itself is 
entertaining. Anyone will enjoy it. There 
wasn't one person in the couple of hun¬ 
dred or so that were with me in the 
audience that wasn't swept up in the 
wave of elation and humanity. You just 
can't help it. 

Billed as "A Musical Entertainment by 
Micki Grant, Conceived by Vinnettc 
Carroll", the show’s songs are what it is 
all about. Black life. Naturally, there is 
more to a black life than racial incidents 
and, naturally, there are many songs that 
deal with other topics. "Show Me That 
Special Gene" is a lively song performed 
by Allyne DeChalus, Denise Spruill, and 
Yvette Johnson that asks about the gene 
that says women stay in the home; no 
doubt the feminists will get into this one. 

Quite appropriately, the following song, 
"My I/>ve'sSoGood," sung by C'harlaine 
Woodard, is a beautiful expression of 
love. As the three "Gene" singers are 
finishing, Charlaine is swept up lovingly 
in the arms of Bobby Hill who struts off 


with her. She begins to sing about why she 
is so happy to be in love, especially with 
him. A truly beautiful contrast is 
achieved and there is no doubt as where 
the writer’s true sentiments lie. The 
opening song, “I Gotta Keep Movin’," is 
excellent. There are ballads, foot- 
stomping songs, love songs, message 
songs, etc. The music is finely integrated. 
The singing, as a whole, is very good. 
However, two performers stand above 
the rest. 

Charlaine Woodard sings a few solos, 
all to be admired. But it is Bobby Hill who 
steals the show in the singing depart¬ 
ment. I don’t know what to say except to 
say I was astounded by him. Hill has star 
quality. No one will dispute his talent. His 
solos, and a duet with Charlaine 
Woodard, arc among the high points of 
the evening. 

The dancing, overall, is good. As a unit, 
the cast's dancing is not fantastic but 
there are some tremendous solos. The 
cast is appealing, individually and as a 
group, and Ls also very lively. The 
direction, by Vinnette Carroll, is ex¬ 
cellent as is the musical direction by 
George Broderick. The cast members not 
previously mentioned are Alberta 
Bradford, Paula I Jirke, Cleveland O'Neal 
III, Dwayne Phelps, Clayton Strange, L. 
Edmond Wesley, and Peter Whitehead. 

I’ve never been to a show where the 
time has flown so quickly. You are en¬ 
joying yourself so much that before you 
know it, the first act's over. And by the 
time you are appreciatively smiling and 
clapping to "Good Vibrations" in the 
second act, you realize that the show is 
almost over. I have nothing but good 
things to say about “Don't Bother Me, I 
Can’t Cope." Give yourself a treat by 
seeing this show. Unless it is held over 
ilet's hope so) it will be at the Charles 
Playhouse, on Warrenton St. in downtown 
Boston for four more weeks. Don’t miss 
it.

deemed 'acceptable' 


With the July 1 deadline only a week 
away, the Newton Board of Assessors this 
week released its evaluation of Cole- 
I-aver-Trumble's revaluation of Newton, 
declaring it • ‘acceptable." 

An independent consultant issued 
similar findings. 

The report brought calls for a public 
meeting from some aldermen in which 
the assessors would, according to Aid. 
Richard Bullwinkle, explain their fin¬ 
dings to the citizens. 

Aldermen spent 45 minutes Monday 
night debating a resolution from 
Bullwinkle to have a public meeting 
Monday, June 28. 

The resolution was approved. 

However, Assessor Joseph Cosgrove 
said Wednesday the Board of Assessors 
will "refuse” any request for such a 
meeting. 

Cosgrove said he had received no of¬ 
ficial notice of the meeting request 
Wednesday. 

He went on to say the Board of 
Assessors plans to start an "educational 
program through the newspapers," 
writing articles explaining various facets 
of revaluation. 

Newton, last June, received a one-year 
delay in implementation of revaluation 
from the court. The delay expires July 1. 

One Newton group, the Save Our 
Homes Committee, plans to continue the 
fight against revaluation and has hired a 
lawyer to further its cause. 

One member of the committee ex¬ 
plained Wednesday "We know we have to 
have 100 percent revaluation, but we 
don't think this one is fair." 

Prior to Monday night's Board 
meeting, a committee-of-the-whole 
meeting was held to discuss the 
revaluation report from the assessors. It 
had not been made public before that 
time. 


Findings 

The 112-page report outlines what the 
assessors did to verify the work of Cole- 
laver-Trumble. 

In a cover letter, the assessors wrote: 
"As a result of this evaluation, this board 
is of the opinion that the Cole-Layer- 
Trumble Company has met Its con¬ 
tractual obligations, and that the 
program is acceptable." 

In reviewing the values assigned to 
various pieces of property, the assessors 
concluded: 

"From a statistical point of view, the 
values arrived at by the company appear 
to be w ell w ithin acceptable parameters, 
particularly for residential property." 

In its review of residential evaluations, 
the Board of Assessors reported it took a 
sampling of proprerty record cards 
prepared by CLT "out into the field.” 

"Each property was reviewed based on 
data on the card," the report says. 
"Random interior inspections were made 
throughout the city to determine the 
accuracy of the listing on the source 
card." 

Assessors concluded: 

"The random interior inspections 
revealed that the listings were accurate. 
There were only a few isolated instances 
where the Board members felt that a 
particular house or street had been 
overvalued or undervalued. 

"Therefore, it is our opinion that the 
company's values appear to have a high 
degree of consistency and uniformity and 
would appear to reflect the fair market 
value as of the effective date of the 
program as called for in the contract." 
The assessors indicated they were less

428-apartment 
Gardens gets OK 


After a last-minute compromise was 
worked out in a recess meeting, the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night 
granted permissive use to Carabetta 
Enterprises to build the 428-unit Chestnut 
Hill Cardens. 

Terms of the compromise are that 
Carabetta will provide 12 apartments for 
the elderly in the complex and give the 
Newton Housing Authority or its suc¬ 
cessor $125,000 to be used for low-income 
family housing. 

The vote was almost unanimous, with 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson casting the only 
negative vote. Jefferson wanted to stick 
with a I-and Use Committee vote for eight 
units of low-income family housing. 

The final approval capped several 
weeks of negotiations over fulfillment of 
the unwritten Board policy of requiring 
developers to lease 10 percent of new 
units to the Housing Authority. 

Carabetta is buying the 17-acre parcel 
from a Pennsylvania bank which had 
foreclosed on the previous owners, 
Chestnut Hill Towers Trust. As part of the 
purchase agreement, Carabetta was to 
assume the Towers’ financial respon¬ 
sibility to a housing foundation that was 
to provide low- and moderate-income 
housing on an adjacent site. 

When Carabetta appeared before the 
Land Use Committee last month, several 
members wanted the developer to include 
low-income housing in the new buildings, 
not to continue with the previous plan to 
assist the Newton Community 
Development Foundation with its 
housing. NCDF no longer needs the 
money. 

Until this week, Carabtetta had been 
steadfast in its refusal to have the low- 


income units in the development, and 
proposed instead to give money or land to 
the Housing Authority. 

In spite of Joseph Carabetta’s 
statement at a Land Use Committee 
meeting last week that he would not go 
along with turning over eight apartments 
to the Housing Authority, the Land Use 
Committee voted that number, plus 
$125,000, as part of the condition of per¬ 
missive use. 

The committee was convinced by 
figures presented by Planning Director 
Charles Thomas that Carabetta would not 
lose as much income as he had projected 
by the lease to the Housing Authority. 
New-construction subsidies will pay up to 
$488 per month for a two-bedroom 
apartment, he said. 

The lease to the Housing Authority of 
the 12 apartments for the elderly will run 
for five years with option to renew for two 
five-year periods. 

According to Peter Osgood, president 
of a consulting firm that has managed the 
Carabetta interests here, construction 
can begin in the fall on the project, which 
is estimated to cost about $24 million. 

The majority of the apartments will be 
one- or two-bedrooin units, and the 
average rental was calculated by 
Carabetta at $650, per month for the 428 
apartments. 

Taxes to derive from the project have 
been estimated at more than $700,000 a 
year when the buildings are fully oc¬ 
cupied. 

That amount would mean almost $2 on 
today's tax rate. 

In other business, the Board voted 
approval of eventual closing of the

Pupil self-evaluation 
sought at Carr School

A new report card system at Carr 
Elementary School in Newtonville 
assures parents that their child's 
progress in all major areas is reported 
twice a year, and encourages the child to 
evaluate its own performance. 

The School Committee at its last 
meeting approved the change that has 
been tested in use for the past year. 

The old system, as described in a memo 
from Carr Principal Bruce MacDonald, 
consisted of two parent-teacher con¬ 
ferences each year and an "anecdotal 
report," which was a letter written by tlie 
teacher to the parents for which there 
were no guidelines. 

The new method of reporting, about 
which MacDonald told the School 
Committee he had received no com¬ 
plaints from parents keeps tlie two 


yearly conferences but adds two detailed 
reports on the child. 

In the guidelines for conferences, 
teachers are 'encouraged to include 
children ... to provide the opportunity 
for their own self-appraisal." The 
essence of the report on the child must be 
shared with tlie student before the con¬ 
ference. 

Principal MacDonald said in his memo 
that the old reports were "often vague" 
and "were wntten in positive terms but 
often failed to stress areas of need.” 

The new report will include the 
teacher's comments on math, science, 
social studies, social development and 
work habits, and language arts with 
sections on reading, speaking, writing, 
spelling, and handwriting. 

At the meeting MacDonald said most 
parents don’t write comments about tlie 
written report about the child, but there is 
more encouragement for them to do so 
with this method.

$1.3m may 
go to Roach

Judge Frank I^appin should decide next 
week whether to award damages for 
compensation to Martin J. Roach, a 
Wellesley resident and Newton 
businessman, for a controversial eminent 
domain taking in I,ower Falls. 

If so, the potential $1.3 million costs will 
be split equally between Newton and 
state taxpayers. 

Arguments in the case were heard last 
week in Superior Court, Cambridge. 

Crux of the case is whether a 
"reasonable chance” for a zone change 
from residential to commercial use 
existed on May 14, 1969, when the 
Authority took Roach's land and paid him 
about 50 cents per square foot. 

NRA, then headed by Newton con¬ 
tractor Mario DiCarlo, took 281,074 
square feet that Roach had been 
assembling since 1957 and paid him 
$191,000. 

The taking, for a state-aided renewal 
project, came on the eve of a public 
hearing for zone changes Roach was 
seeking so he could sell the land to G. 
Arnold Haynes of Wellesley for an office 
building. 

Haynes had offered $4 per square foot 
for the land on May 12, conditional on 
obtaining a zone change. 

NRA took the land in an alleged 
violation of a state law. 

Chapter 121, Section 26KK prohibits use 
of state funds as a substitute for private 
capital in the development of land. 

Over a year later, the Authority 
acquired Roach's remaining parcel, 
26,600 square feet fronting on Washington 
Street with access to Waverly Place, for 
$23,000 or 86 cents per square foot. 

After taking the land, NR A split it into a 
federal and a state project, terming the 
latter "blighted open land" to qualify for 
renewal assistance. 

The "blighted", landlocked condition 
cited by NRA actually resulted from 
NRA's own decision to exclude the final 
Roach parcel and Waverly Place from 
the state-assisted project. 

Alexander Beal, the real estate ap¬ 
praiser who set the price NRA paid for 
Roach's land, spent several hours on the 
witness stand on June 17 answering 
questions posed by Roach's attorney, 
Jack Mulhem.

Scafidi 

trial 

begins

Former City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi pleaded innocent Tuesday at hLs 
second trial on violation of the state's 
conflict of interest laws. 

Scafidi is charged with four counts 
involving deposits of $1 million in Harbor 
National Bank while he was still 
treasurer of the city of Newton and 
negotiating for employment with the 
bank and four counts of reinvesting 
money, after becoming an employee of 
the bank, which he had dealt with as a 
city employe. 

The transactions took place in June and 
July' 1975. 

The trial, an entirely new proceeding, 
is being conducted at Middlesex County 
Superior Court in Cambridge. Scafidi’s 
lawyer, Donald Conn, called for the de 
novo jury trial in April after Scafidi was 
convicted in Newton District Court and 
sentenced to one year in prison by Judge 
Alvin Tamkin. 

Assistant District Attorney Lisa 
Harrod opened the case for the 
prosecution by questioning Aid. Eliot 
Cohen, who was president of the Board of 
Aldermen at the time of Scafidi’s 
resignation in June, 1975. 

Cohen testified that Scafidi had in¬ 
formed him on or about June 16 of his 
intention to leave the city and go to work 
at Harbor National Bank. 

At no time was any deposit of money in 
Harbor National Bank discussed, Cohen 
said.

All incumbents 
to be opposed 
in fall election 

Newton can look forward to a full 
compliment of legislative candidates this 
fall. 

The deadline for filing nomination 
papers was Tuesday. Congressional and 
statewide candidates have until Tuesday, 
June 29, to file their papers. 

In the state senatorial race incumbent 
Democrat Jack Baekman of Brookline 
will be challenged by Newton Republican 
Aaron Spencer and David Long of 
Brookline, a Libertarian Party can¬ 
didate. 

The Brookline-Newton state senate 
district was formed two years ago from 
other existing districts. In that race, 
Newton Democratic indumbent Irving 
Fishman was defeated by Baekman in 
the primary. Baekman went on to defeat 
Joseph Weinrebe in the general election. 

In the four state representative races, 
all incumbent Democrats will be 
challenged. 

In the 16th Middlesex District, in¬ 
cumbent Richard J. McGrath will be 
challenged in the Democratic primary by 
A. Joseph DeNucci. 

McGrath and DeNucci ran against each 
other two years ago, and McGrath won 
the primary in a recount by four votes. 

The Republican candidate in the 16th 
district is George E. Withington. 

In the 17th Middlesex District, in¬ 
cumbent Peter Harrington will be run¬ 
ning against Patricia Ciccone as either a 
Democrat or Independent and 
Republican A. Jefferson Cornell. 

Ciccone, who ran unsuccessfully for 
Ward 1 alderman-at-large last year, has 
filed both Democratic and Independent 
nomination papers. 

She, about two weeks ago, changed her 
party registration from Independent to 
Democrat. According to Alan Licarie, 
executive secretary of the Newton 
Election Commission, such a change is 
not valid for 28 days. The attorney 
general has been asked to rule on the 
matter, but no ruling had been made 
Wednesday. 

In the 18th Middlesex District, in¬ 
cumbent David Mofenson will be 
challenged by Robert W, Snyder. Snyder, 
an attorney, was an unsuccessful can¬ 
didate lust year for School Committee in 
Ward 4.

9 bus route 
extended to mall 


'■ MRTA bus service along 
Rbutc 9 has been extended to 
the', Thompsonville area of 
Newton Centre for the sum¬ 
mer. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
announced this week that as 
part of' the MBTA’s summer 
schedule Route 59, which runs 
from Nahanton and Dedham 
streets to Forest Hills’ has 
been extended westerly to the 
Iangley Road intersection. 

The route previously ended 
in front of the General Cinema 
theatre in Brookline’s Chestnut 
Hill Shopping Center. 

The extension’ which began 
June 18, will provide public 
transit to the Chestnut Hill 
Mall and major shopping areas 
between Hammond Street and 
Langley Road along Route 9. 


It also provides service for 
Thompsonville residents who 
have had no public transit 
along Route 9. 

Stops will be made at the 
Mall, at Langley Road, and in 
front of Valle’s restaurant, 
according to a Planning 
Department representative.

If any citizen thinks there 
should be more lighting at a 
playground' or the city needs 
another building or any piece 
of equipment that will cost 
more than 120,000, he or she 
had better see the appropriate 
department head at City Hall 
soon. 

The 1978-83 capital Im¬ 
provement program is being 
prepared now. 

The timetable, according to 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, whose department 
prepares the program, calls for 
department heads to submit 
completed requests for items 
to be included in the next 
capital improvement program 
to the Planning Department by 
July 2. 

Capital improvements in¬ 
clude anything of a long life 
expectancy, not an ordinary 
upkeep item, that will cost 
$20,000 or more. 

Included in capital im¬ 
provement programs have 
been fire apparatus, 
playground lighting, new 


tennis courts, acquisition of 
land for open space, renovation 
of schools and the like. 

There is a public hearing 
each year on acceptance of the 
capital improvement by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

But the hearing is after the 
fact. It is merely a matter of 
form, though it need not be. 

Probably public misun¬ 
derstanding is responsible for 
the poor attendance and lack of 
forceful opposition or ap¬ 
probation of the program. 

Since the hearings are held 
only to discuss what has 
already been planned' many 
groups and individuals ap¬ 
parently feel that nothing is to 
be gained by registering their 
opinions. 

Nothing may be gained at the 
time, but the City Planning 
Committee, which holds the 
hearing and makes its 
recommendation to the full 
Board of Aldermen as to ac¬ 
ceptance, rejection and 
amendments, should keep in 
mind public comments and 
desires about the CIP. There’s 
always next year. 


Sometimes there are 
changes made on the spot’ as 
happened this year with at 
least three items. 

There is no mechanism for 
citizens to get their wishes 
included in the preparation of 
the CIP except to go to the 
appropriate department heads 
and present their case. 

A sympathetic alderman 
may be helpful. 

By Aug. 16 the Planning 
Department is scheduled to 
submit the first draft to the 
mayor, and by Aug. 27 the 
mayor should have finished his 
review. 

The completed CIP sltould be 
submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen by Sept. 24. After 
that, the Board of Aldermen is 
required to hold a public 
hearing. 

The flaw in the charter 
requirements is that there is no 
mandate to hold the public 
hearing before the budget is 
passed. The only stipulation is 
that the Board adopt the CIP, 
with or without amendments, 
before the twentieth of the last 
month of the fiscal year.

Regional police radio network 
to be partly stationed in Newton 



Final 

approval was received 
recently for a Gratr Boston 
police communications netork 
that will have its western 
suburban station in Newtn. 
Chief William Quinn, chairman 
of the Greater Boston Police 
Council, announced that bids 
will be sought for the $1.2 
million system that is cofunded 
by the 24 pariticipating com¬ 
munities and Massachusetts 
Committee on Criminal 
Justice, the granting agency 
for the federal law Enfor¬ 
cement Assistance 
Administration. For the $44,000 
that Newton is paying for the 
system, each patrol car and 
officer on foot will receive a 
new radio in November that 
can switch to one of six 
regional channels. The new 
adios will also increase police 
officer safety with digital 
emergency beacons. 

Weymouth Police Chief 
Joseph O'Kane said’ in case an 
officer is surrounded and 
threatened by a group of people 
, "A touch of a button will flash 


a code and display the officer’s 
number atomatically at 
headquarters." 

According to Chief Quinn's 
assistant and system designer 
Timothy Cooran, the system 
will ransmit on the ultra high 
frequency channels 14,15, and 
16 that the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission 
turned over to land-mobile 
communications about five 
years ago. 

According to Coogan, the 
sysem will be very helpful in 
coordinating area events such 
as marathons, demonstrations, 
and large natural disasters. 

The 24 cominunitites, plus 
the MDC and MTA plice’ wil 


also be able to follow a 
speeding motor vehicle from a 
bank robbery that rapidly 
crosses city lines. 

The system will have six 
channels. Three will be for 
west, south and north districts, 
with . Newton being the 
dispatching headquarters for 
the west district. 

Two channels will be for the 
entire region' and one channel 
will be for invesigative work. 

Newtn Mayor Theodore 
Mann agreed to have the city 
act as execuor and contracting 
agency for the system. So far 
Newton has spent $400,000 of 
federal funds.

Bruce Randall, 25, of 53 Robinwood 
Ave., Jamaica Plain’ was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital after his white Valiant was 
"wrapped around a tree," Newton police 
said. 

Needham police had been chasing a car 
later reported to have been stolen from 
Hyde Park late Monday night.

Mofenson explained that 
social workers are the only 
major professional group not 
licensed in Massachusetts. 
"Currently, anyone can call 
himself or herself a social 
worker regardless of whether 
he or she has any training or 
experience," he said. 

"This pending legislation 
provides for a Board of 
Registration and a set of legal 
standards against which 
consumers of social work 
services can measure the 
quality and competency of 
service. 

"Under the bill, recipients of 
services will have the choice to 
see a social worker in an 
agency or on a private basis, as 
they now can with 
psychologists and 
psychiatrists, and be confident 
that they are seeing a qualified 
practitioner," Mofenson said. 

Two levels of practice are 
established by the bill, one to 
practice social work in an 
agency and the other to 
practice clinical social work 
indepentently. 


Within the agency, there are 
3 levels of title registration for 
social workers depending on 
experience and education. 
These arc certified social 
workers, social worker, and 
social worker associate. 

The license to practice in¬ 
dependent clinical social work 
will require licensed certified 
social worker status, three 
years of experience in clinical 
social work or its equivalent, 
and the successful completion 
of an examination in the area 
of clinical social work 
specialization.

Let's take a look at the also-rans

WASHINGTON UPI - Now that he seems 
to have his party's 1976 presidential 
nomination In hand, Jimmy Carter stands 
alone in the Democratic limelight. A parting 
look at some of the candidates he left behind 
may help expalin why. 

Sen. Henry Jackson - A power In the Senate, 
he was well organized, amply fianced and 
impressively endorsed. His endorsements 
and govememtn experience, given the mood 
of the citizenry, may have been a disad¬ 
vantage. And his campaign seemed 
mechanical and inflexible. His personal style 
ranged from dull when things were going well 
to shrill when he ran into opoosition. 

Sen. Birch Bayh - He was to be the 
Democrat who would unite the old and new 
liberal factions of the party. But he started 
late, and found others already had skimmed 
the most important blocs, particularly in 
labor. His campaign style seemed 
schizophenic - half grinning Indiana country 
boy and half slick Washington operator able 
to block presidential Supreme Court ap¬ 
pointments at a snap of his fingers. 

Sargent Shriver - He got into the race on the 
false premise that he had built a political 
following as head of the Waron Poverty and 
the Peace Corps. Before leaving, he was 
reduced to campaigning as a Kennedy 
brother-in-law, and that didn't count for much 
in 1976. He wasn’t much on the platform 
either. 

Terry Sanford - Being a progressive 
Southern governor in the 1960s and head of the 
Democratic Charter Commission in 1974 was 
not enough to make him stand above the 
crowd. He projected as a thoroughly nice, 
completely low key man who had nothing new 
to offer. 

Sen Uoyd BenLscn - He seemed to be 
seeking support from a conservative faction 
that no longer existed in the Democratic 
Party. He was witty and urbane and com¬ 


pletely puzzling to people who had been told 
he was the Texas candidate. No one outside 
Texas and appracntly few inside it took him to 
be a serious candidate. 

Gov. Milton Shapp - Issues all the way, and 
bubbling with ideas the how to solve national 
problems other candidates didn't even talk 
about. But, sad to say, he did not look or sound 
"presidential" and even those he impressed 
had a hard time cnvLsioning him in the White 
House. 

Gov. George Wallace - He was different this 
time - still prodding at raw spots on the public 
consciousness and excoriating a scapegoat 
"They." But all the time he seemed to be 
saying "I changed things, even if I can't win." 
That, plus his inability to convince anyone 
that he was no ore crippled than Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, ended it. 

Sen Fred Harris • Out of the mainstream, he 
relied on arousing a anti-privilege felling 
among the working class and the militant 
young. But working folks weren't listening 
and the young hardly vote. His high decibel 
platform style amused most, convinced few. 

Sen Frank Church - A certified Washington 
liberal, he impressed many with his 
knowledge, earnestness and elocutionist's 
platform style. But he seemed stiff at times 
and won too little too late to build any kind of 
momentum. 

Rep. Morris Udall - HLs credentials and 
campaign were as good as anyone's but he 
never quite established a winning liberal 
coalition. He impressed nearly everyone with 
his balance and humor. But that included 
making clear that he did not feel his life 
depended on winning, and he didn’t. 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. - The main 
Might-Have-Been of the campaign. If Carter 
won by offering a different line of goods to the 
people. Brown had an even more attractive 
inventory. But he started far too late to build 
a delegate base or to knock anyone else out of 
the race.

Defining death 


The Bay State's climate of antagonism 


As the means to extend life expand, it is 
getting more and more difficult to define 
death. Both the American Bar Association 
and the American Medical Association 
have been trying to establish criteria. 
Church groups have also been concerned 
with the problem and to a large degree the 
determination probably should be made for 
i most Americans in the light of their 

■ religious beliefs. 

- 

But one case that went to court recently 
— most definitely had to because the fate of 
another person was involved. 

Last summer during the racial hostility 
in Boston over desegregation of schools, 
Ronald Salem was hit over the head with a 
baseball bat. Charged with the assault was 
Siegried Golston. After desperate surgery, 
tests for brain waves showed none for 
Salem. For nine days he was kept 
breathing and his heart was kept beating 
with life support machines. When they 
were detached all life signs ended. Could 
Golston be convicted of murder or did 
Salem really die because the machines 
were turned off? 

Superior Court Chief Justice Walter 
McLaughlin told the jury trying the murder 
case that they could construe brain death 
as legal death. With those instructions, the 
jury took only a short time to find Golston 
guilty. His attorney charged that this was 
"judgemade law" and appealed the case. It 
seems likely that whatever the decision of 
the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court, 
the case will finally reach the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Clearly there is a need for a legal 
definition of death to help physicians and 
the families of the very ill. The deeper 
humankind probes into the hows and whys 
of life, the more involved the often un¬ 
answered questions become.

Showing that his political instincts are as sharply honed 
as ever, former Governor Frank Sargent put his finger on 
what may be the most important problem in Massachusetts 
state government today. In a published, by-lined article, 
Sargent said: 

"The split between the executive and the legislative 
branches of our state government has become so serious 
that the well-being of Massachusetts is threatened.” 

The former GOP chief executive admitted this came as a 
major surprise to him as he regarded this as the least likely 
of all the foreseeable possibilities in January, 1975, when 
the new Dukakis Administration took over. 

"In fact, one of the most persuasive points Michael 
Dukakis made during his campaign for election was that 
he, as a Democratic governor, would work more 
cooperatively with the Democratic legislature than a 
Republican governor has been able to, or ever could," 
Sargent wrote. "Frankly, privately, I couldn't help agree 
with that estimate and that expectation." 

The history of the Dukakis Administration, however 
brief, recofds tliat, indeed, Sargent was wrong in that ex¬ 
pectation. The problem was birUied initially in the early 
tumultuous days of 1975 when the fiscal monster popped 
into view with results that torpedoed hopes for executive- 
legislative cooperation. 

Even today some 18 months after the inauguration, the 


wrangles and carping continues between executive and 
legislative. If anything, attitudes are hardening and the rift 
worsens. Sargent is on solid ground when he notes: 

"I have begun to fear that the hostility between the two 
branches is hardening Into a polarization that will produce 
a virtual deadlock in the months remaining for the Dukakis 
administration. That would spell trouble for everyone, and I 
don't just mean political trouble for the principals. I’m 
talking about trouble for every one of us who cares what 
happens to Massachusetts." 

These views, of course, have been cited by this writer in 
this space before. Severity of the problem is such that even 
Republican chief executives in the past have established 
wanner relationships by far with the Democratic- 
dominated Legislature than has Dukakis. In fact, the last 
Democrat who preceded Dukakis as governor, Endicott 
Peabody, launched his Administration with an all-out battle 
with the late House Speaker John Forbes Thompson - 
Peabody lost but subsequently worked so well with 
Democratic leaders that 87 percent of his legislative 
program was enacted into law. There’s a lesson there for 
Dukakis. 

Former Governor Sargent is right when he notes Dukakis 
Is not solely to blame, that it takes two to make a fight. 
Nonetheless, as chief executive, Dukakis is nominal leader 
of his party and it is his primary responsibility to resolve 
the differences. 

Unfortunately, there is little evidence that Dukakis ranks 


this problem in importance on a very high point scale. Thus 
far at least he and his advisors seem concerned more about 
shadows than substance on this issue. 

Within his Cabinet sessions, solutions proposed to resolve 
his conflict with the Legislature stress image-making 
rather than getting at the heart of tilings and ironing out. 
point by point, the peaks of discontent. 

“Go public!" is the more dominant message to the 
governor from staffers who feel he should appeal more 
directly to the public support. Thus far. with a few notable 
lapses, Dukakis has refrained from full utilization of the 
media to try to bring the Legislature to heel. 

Maybe what the Dukakis Administrator needs more than 
new public relations advisors or Madison Avenue ad types 
is a human relations specialist — a sort of political 
"marriage” counselor to show Governor and lawmakers 
where their relationship is going wrong, and how it can be 
made to function properly. 

The worriesome thing is that there is no evidence that 
Dukakis — essentially stiff-necked, unyielding. Puritanical 
and cockily self-confident — sees himself and his tunnel- 
vision style of government in error. He envisions himself as 
a no-nonsense, good-government leader — one virtually 
incapable of error — as opposed to a collective bunch of 
legislative humpty-dumpties he conceives as incapable of 
high-minded government. 

Legislative chieftains assuredly bear some of the blame 
but the primary responsibility for ending the climate of 
antagonism lies wth the governor. 


Kaplunk goes the Democratic platform 


The Democratic Platform is as tame as 
Jimmy Carter's rhetoric and, in its own 
courtly-cute way, as inscrutable. 
Somebody once said about a cor¬ 
poration's annual reports that they are to 
be compared with a lady's bikini in that 
they reveal enough to maintain interest, 
while concealing the vital parts. 

Consider, for instance, the simple 
sentences that concern foreign policy. 
Under the heading “Middle East", the 
Democrats say: "We shall continue to 
seek a just and lasting peace in the 
Middle East. The cornerstone of our 
police is a firm commitment to the in¬ 
dependence and security of the State of 
Israel. This special relationship does not 
prejudice improved relations with other 
nations in the region." 

Ah, but it does. This is not to say that it 
shouldn't: but quite plainly it does. The 
United States has taken the official 
position, along with other countries 
represented in the Security Council way 
back since November of 1967, that Israel 
should return the conquered territories. 
Israel declines to do so, giving reasons 
some of which are by no means 
unreasonable. Still, there is such a thing 
as concern for justice to the Palestinian 
refugees: and there is no doubt tliat in the 
absence of a homeland for them and the 
return of the conquered territories there 
is both injustice in the area and a great 
animosity toward the United States. As 
James Reston and James Michener, both 
Democrats, have at one point put it, of¬ 
ficial Israeli intransigence - much 
criticized within the Knesset - Is an 
obstacle to Mideast settlement, and the 
encouragement of it should be something 
less than a cornerstone of our policy. 

Or is tliat intransigence a vital interest 
of ours? The next plank of the Democrats 
concerns "Asia." It is very straight¬ 
forward. "The Vietnam War lias taught 
us the folly of becoming militarily in¬ 
volved where our vital interests were not 
at stake. Our relations with t'hina should 
continue to develop on peaceful lines, 
including early movement toward nor¬ 
malizing diplomatic relations in the 
context of a peaceful resolution of the 
future of Taiwan." 

The first part of tliat could have been 
written by George Washington and In¬ 


serted into his Farewell Address - in fact 
it was. The dangling ambiguities are the 
vital parts. What is a "peaceful" solution 
to the future of Taiwan? And is Taiwan's 
independence from Peking a vital in¬ 
terest of the United States? The existing 
Treaty presupposes this, but as recently 
as in the last Democratic Platform 


dominated by Senator McGovern, the 
proposal was to rescind that treaty. 
Precisely what we don’t know from this 
declaration is everything we really want 
to know about U.S. policy in the Far East. 

In the domestic area, the usual gods are 
serially oblated. A maximum production 
is made in behalf of full employment. Not 


long after that, it is suggested that the 
minimum wage rate should “keep pace 
with the increase in the cast of living", 
which is another way of saying that such 
unemployment as results from the 
minimum wage law should not be in- 
terferred with. 

Welfare reform consists of "income 
maintenance, substantially financed by 
the Federal Government." "Financed by 
the Federal Government" is a code-word 
for "It won't cost you anything", and is 
the essence of Democratic economic 
witchcraft: the notion of the spon¬ 
taneously generated dollar out of 
Washington, D.C'. Which, by the way. 
ought to have full home rule - almost 
forgot tliat one. I truly worry sometimes, 
after D.C. gets full home rule, how the 
local politicians are going to talk about 
"Federal subsidies" without stretching 
the credibility of that superstition. 

Since we are going to have full em¬ 
ployment, and higher minimum wage, 
and free medicine, we have to say 
something about inflation, and we do. We 
are against inflation. Does that mean we 
are in favor of wage and price controls? 
Well, no, not immediately anyway. In the 
language of the Platform, "We do not 
believe that such involvement (in wage 
and price decisions) requires a com¬ 
prehensive system of mandatory controls 
at this time." If one American can be 
found who disagrees with that statement, 
you will have to look for him in Haight- 
Ashbury, Belmont, Massachusetts, or 
Walden Pond. 

Indeed, there is only one plank in the 
Democratic Platform that suggests any 
concern whatever for husbandry. It is 
listed under the heading "The Developing 
World." “The United States should not 
provide aid to any government - 
anywhere in he world - which uses secret 
police, detention without charges, and 
toture to enforce its powers.” Roughly 
speaking, that means the Democrats will 
authorize aid to Switzerland. 

Well, party platforms should be written 
and not studied. They are interesting 
primarily as musicial productions. This 
one sounds like the organ in Radio City 
Music Hall, unlike its predecessor which 
sounded like the Rolling Stones. As such, 
it is guardedly welcome.

To the Editor: 

July 1 is rapidly ap¬ 
proaching, with no solution in 
sight to the trash controversy. I 
feel that it behooves me to 
seriously scrutinize Mayor 
Mann's unwillingness to 
resubmit Public Works 
Commissioner Gene Larson's 
compromise trash proposal to 
tlie Board of Aldermen. 

There is no one person who 
can deny the fact that if a $4 
million saving can be realized, 
in favor of the taxpayer, than 
positive steps should be taken 
to do so. On the oilier hand' if 
there are two alternatives 
which in the end-results 
produce comparable savings, 
and this is the case, then action 
should be taken to select the 
plan which would be most 
beneficial to the majority. 

The compromise plan has 
definitely indicated that with 
new equipment and fewer 
municipal employees the city 
of Newton can maintain an in- 
house trasli disposal service 
without additional cost to the 
taxpayers. 

I ask you, with 
Massachusetts being one of the 
leading contenders in unem¬ 
ployment in the nation, would it 
not lie more advantageous not 
only to the city of Newton but 
also to the Commonwealth to 
endorse a plan that would 
utilize at least a reasonable 
portion of the municipal em¬ 


ployees. 

It is clear that the fault for 
nonacceptance of the com¬ 
promise proposal lies neither 
with the union nor the aider- 
men, but instead with our chief 
executive. The union members 
of local 800 have distinctly 
proven in good faith their 
eagerness to respond to the 
needs of the taxpayers by 
unequivocally aeiepting a 
draft that involves the 
elimination of 54 municipal 
positions. 

In conjunction with the 
union’s responsiveness our 
aldermen have fulfilled their 
obligations by spending long, 
tedious hours in attempting to 
rectify the differences between 
union representatives and the 
executive office. 

Initially the trash issue 
appeared to be purely one of an 
economic factor, but it is aj>- 
parent now that this is no 
longer the situation. Instead it 
is, in my opinion, a precise, 
clear-cut move of our chief 
executive to crush the Local 
800 union. 

Obviously during this entire 
conflict it is the citizens who 
are being victimized. 
Therefore' it would behoove 
both parties, particularly the 
mayor to face the real issue 
and work toward a legitimate 
compromise.

Suspect arraigned 
for Brink's holdup 


A Boston man was arraigned 
in Newton District Court 
Tuesday morning in com 
ection with the armed robber; 
of a Brink's armored truck 
outside the Chestnut Hill Mall 
Wednesday. 

Cezar A. Manzon, 26, of 30 
Madfield Rd., Boston, was 
arrested by police Monday 
night at his home. Three other 
suspects arc still being sought 
for the holdup outside the 
Newton-Waltham Bank which 
only took one minute and left 
two Brink's employees 
unarmed and short $20,000. 

According to Niwton 
detectives, Brighton police 
identified Manzon from a 
description given by the 
Brink's men. 


Immediately after the 
holdup in which two men held 
sawed off shotguns, two cars 
were spotted that police 
thought may have been the get¬ 
away car, but neither one was 
the car used. 

State police were in a 
helicopter to aid in the search 
for the blue sedan that was 
used by the four men to escape. 

The car was never found' but 
in the helicopter police spotted 
marijuana growing in a field on 
Dudley Road, just off of 
Boylston Street. 

Four resdients of 85 Dudley 
Road were later arrested for 
possession of marijuana. 

Police confiscated 125 
marijuana plants that were 
found growing on the property.

The study options offered 
during the 1976 spring session 
were political perspectives, 
concentratating on court 
monitoring, community 
videotaping, newspaper and 
communications, and a State 
House political activist group; 
theater arts, taught by 
professional actors from the 
Theatre Company of Boston; 
Ethni-City, an exploration of 
groups of Hispanic, Black, 
Native American, European 
and Chinese descent; and 
career explorations, a process 
of personal insight and work- 
world exposure. 

Metropathways is funded by 
the state Bureau of Equal 
Educational Opportunity, and 
is mandated to reduce the 
racial and ethnic isolation of 
students in the Boston 
metropolitan area through 
voluntary participation.

Cohen testified to Conn's questioning 
that he had asked Scafidi to help Acting 
Treasurer George Stiglich before and 
after Scafidi left his job. 

(Stiglich, who is still acting treasurer, 
.applied for the job of treasurer, bat 
recently withdrew his application.) 

Cohen also testified that he was not 
aware of the provisions of the conflict of 
interest law relating to the actions af 
former municipal employees (Ck. SNA 
Sec. 19a) at the time of Scafld's leaving. 
August, 1975, Cohen said, Mayor 
Theodore Mann had a meeting about 
possible conflict of Interest at which 
Cohen was present. 

Cohen told Scafidi about the meeting by 
telephone, he said, and Scafidi said he 
was not aware of any conflict of interest. 

Most of the testimony at the first day of 
the trial aside from that of Cohen was 
elicited by Harrod from Stiglich to 
establish as evidence the various papers 
related to transfers of money from one 
bank to another and advices of debit and 
charge. 


Stiglich explained the system for 
recording deposits sad withdrawals of 
money from the various banks used by 
the tr u e r er*s office and, in response to 
a direct question from Harrod, said that 
before June 23 tb« nine “Harbor 
National Bank" drt not appear in the 
record book. 

For some time, Stighch said, than had

(Asked for clarification later, Stiglich 
said In a recesa that the money may have 
been in an accoant for the Upper Falla 
Code Enforcement program of several 
yean ago, before Stiglich worked for the 
city.

“I have a more businesslike approach 
(to running the NTA) which is not ac¬ 
ceptable at this time." 

The NTA last year claimed a mem¬ 
bership of over 900 members, but less 
than half voted for the officers. 

Melvin Levinson, a science teacher at 
Warren, defeated two opponents for 
second vice-president. With 169 votes, he 
defeated Margaret Flaherty of Cabot 
School and Anita Amado of Ward School, 
who had 133 and 94 votes respectively. 

I Jncoln Yates of Davis School defeated 
John Meyer of Newton North for the post 
of treasurer by a vote of 208-168, 

Elizabeth Paine was unopposed for 
secretary. 


Challenging group 

Citing the low turnout In the past for 
election, the Newton Federation of 
Teachers President Sheila Enright feels 
that her group may have a good chance of 
taking over the negotiating power from 
the NTA for the September, 1977 
teachers' contract 

The procedure spelled out in state law 
states that if the NFT submits at least 30 
percent of the signature cards of the 
teachers in the city in March, 1977, the 
State I^bor Relations Commission, that 
commission can call for an election 
among teachers to decide which group 
will negotiate. 

If the NFT wins such an election, 
negotiations which have already begun 


for the contract would probably have to 
start all over again. 

NFT President Enright thinks that 
teachers will join her group because of 
dissatisfaction with the current contract, 
especially the reduction in force cal use. 

The state affiliate, the Massachusetts 
Federation of Teachers, is tougher at the 
bargaining table, she claims. 

NTA President Warner said this year's 
negotiator from the Mass. Teachers 
Association is Donald Merwin and he will 
take a very strong stand. 

Enright and Warner both agree that the 
Newton teachers are very individualistic, 
and Enright doubted that the NTA 
members would switch to the NFT 
because of the NTA election 
irregularities.

satisfied with the review of business and 
commercial property. 

“There was some disagreement as to 
estimated income on some of the newer 
office buildings,” the report states, "and 
it was the judgement of this board that 
several such properties should be 
reviewed by us in the event the program 
is implemented." 

Disparities in land values in various 
parts of the city were also addressed in 
the review. 

The report explains: 

"Under normal conditions, the larger 
lot will bring a higher price and 
corresponding value than the smaller lot. 
However, when the selling price is con¬ 
verted to a price per square foot, the 
results can be misleading and cause 
confusion among property owners. 

“With respect to lots that constitute 
building lots, the smaller the lot, the 
higher the square foot price paid. For 
example, in an area zoned for 10,000 
square foot lots, a 15,000 square foot lot 
may sell for $15,000 while a 10,000 square 
foot lot might sell for $12,000. 

"On a square foot basis, the larger lot 
sold for $1 per square foot, while the 
smaller lot sold for $1.20 per square foot. 

"Or, stated differently, each bought 
one building lot of 10,000 square feet for 
$1.20 a square foot: the party with the 
additional 5000 square feet was willing to 
pay approximately 60 cents a foot for the 
excess land." 

"While the price per square foot is a 
necessary tool in developing or 
discovering land values, it can be ex¬ 


tremely misleading when used to make 
comparisons by neighborhood. 

"A large lot in Chestnut Hill, for in¬ 
stance, may figure out to less than $1 a 
square foot, while a much smaller lot in 
another section of the city may price out 
far in excess of $1 per square foot. 

"Yet both constitute but one house lot, 
with one having considerable excess land 
while the other has better utliilzation of 
the land. It is agreed that the excess land, 
while incapable of being developed, 
certainly has value; the value is not in 
proportion to that which can be built 
upon." 

Harvard professor Robert Schafer also 
studied the CLT revaluation and acted as 
consultant to City Solicitor Howard 
licvine. 

In a letter to I«vinc, attached to the 
Assessors’ report, Schafer also con¬ 
cludes: “ CLT assessed values appear to 
be in compliance with Sudbury at this 
time, but will not conform with the 
Sudbury requirement in two years." 

In the Sudbury decision on revaluation, 
the court indicated what statistical 
yardstick it felt should be used to 
establish a revaluation to be valid. This 
yardstick was used by the assessors and 
by Schafer. 

Schafer went on to say: "The in¬ 
formation on each parcel appears to be 
adequate for use in one of the newer 
assessment techniques that would allow 
Newton to maintain its assessed values 
on a year-to-year basis. Introduction of 
such a procedure will allow the city to 
reap long-term benefits from its large 
investment in the CLT revaluation.”

After a slowdown due to 
the oil embargo, self serv¬ 
ice pumps arc now in¬ 
creasing. Today about 12% 
of all gas is self service 
and estimates are for 40% 
by 1980.

This is 
particularly true with the 
new motor oil coding sys¬ 
tem that recently went 
Into effect. 

Under the new code, 
several parts of the coding 
system remain constant. 
The SAE stands for Society 
of Automotive Engineers 
and the numerals 10, 20 , 
30 and 40 still indicate the 
viscosity or How character¬ 
istics of the oil. 

A designation such as 
10W30 indicates a multi¬ 
purpose oil covering a wide 
viscosity range. The W 
means the oil is specially 
suited to wintertime use. 

In addition to the SAE 
viscosity rating, there is 
an API or American Petro¬ 
leum Institute classifica¬ 
tion of ML (Motor Light), 
MM (Motor Medium) or 
MS (Motor Severe), All 
1964 or later models re¬ 
quire the MS class of oil. 

While cans bearing the 



above API designations 
are still in circulation, 
they eventually will be 
supplanted with ones 
marked SA, SB, SC, SO. 
SE or CC. 

SA through SC are for 
light duty use such as 
lawn mower engines. 

SD oil is the generally 
accepted lubricant for 
most present-day cars. CC 
will be for diesel engines. 

The SE oils will be used 
for future engines with 
greater heat-resistant re¬ 
quirements. The SE oils 
might be recommended for 
your present car if you 
tow a boat or trailer in 
high speed conditions on 
the long trip.

Better gasoline mileage, 
more pep, surer starting 
are all benefits to be de¬ 
rived from an engine tune- 
up. But to get the maxi¬

Motorists could save between $20 and $25 in gasoline 
costs each year by having their auto emission control 
equipment regularly inspected and maintained. 

Some motorists are already realizing these kinds of 
savings. Since 1972, New Jersey has operated an inspec¬ 
tion and maintenance (I/M) program in connection 
with an annual safety inspection. 

Chicago; Cincinnati and Hamilton County, Ohio; 
Portland, Oregon, and Riverside and Los Angeles, Cal¬ 
ifornia are also now conducting some 
type of I/M program. 

These last several programs were or 
dered by the U.S. Environmental Pro-j 
tectlon Agency ns part of larger alrj 
clean-up plans for these seriously pol¬ 
luted areas. 

I/M can have benefits beyond gasoline I 
savings. It results in more efficient run-1 
ning vehicles. In some areas, it could| 
mean numerous employment opportuni¬ 
ties for qualified mechanics. Most im¬ 
portantly, from EPA’s

point of view, I/M makes 
city air more breathable. 

The areas now affected 
by I/M (and there are 21 
other regions that also 
ought to have this pro¬ 
gram in effect) need the 
additional amount of air 
cleanup provided simply 
to protect public health 
from the grossest hazards; 
respiratory ailments, the 
aggravation of heart dis¬ 
ease, and increased death 
rates.

Studies have shown that 
all other controls in these 
areas — industrial, munic¬ 
ipal and new cars replac¬ 
ing old cars — are by 
themselves not enough to 
achieve health protecting 
levels. 

I M does provide clean¬ 
er air. New Jersey esti¬ 
mates that Its carbon mon¬ 
oxide pollution has de¬ 
clined 13 percent since its 
program began. Other au¬ 
to related pollutants in 
the state are also decreas¬ 
ing. 

For the other areas af¬ 
fected by I M, this kind of 
improvement cannot be as 
easily cited since their 
programs have not been in 
effect as long as New 
Jersey's. 

The annual cost to the 
motorist of an I M pro¬ 
gram now varies between 
$1 and $5 per year either 
in additional registration 
fees or payments at the 
Inspection site. At this 
time, four out of five cars 


have been passing the New 
Jersey test, and repair 
costs for those that have¬ 
n't have averaged between 
$30 and $35.

A large amount of lee¬ 
way is provided states and 
localities by EPA In setting 
up I/M programs tailored 
to their particular needs 
and resources. 

For example, I/M may 
be run separately or along 
with a safety inspection; 
state-owned, contractor 
operated, or commercial 
Inspection sites may be 
used; maintenance of 
emission controls may be 
initially introduced as a 
voluntary measure; pass- 
fall standards may vary 
somewhat, and two basic 
testing methods may be 
employed. 

EPA does Insist that I/M 
be done at least annually 


and that, regardless of 
specific program, the over¬ 
all objective must be ac¬ 
complished of most vehi¬ 
cles meeting the emission 
standards for their partic¬ 
ular model year. 

The quality of mechan¬ 
ical work done in 1,/M is 
obviously critical to con¬ 
sumer acceptance of the 
program. In this regard, 
EPA and the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare have avail¬ 
able $100,000 in matching 
grants for five states (New 
York, Pennsylvania, Cal¬ 
ifornia, Oregon and Ari¬ 
zona) to train instructors 
who will then train me¬ 
chanics In the proper 
maintenance and repair of 
emission control hard¬ 
ware. 

These states were select¬ 
ed on the basis of their 
readiness to implement 
IM. 

More lo purliri|iuli- 

Wlth Federal and local 
cooperation, the future 
should see more motorists 
obtaining a regular I/M 
checkup. It will benefit 
their car, in most cases 
their pocketbook, and 
above all their health. 

Other regions under an 
EPA requirement to insti¬ 
tute I/M programs are; 
Boston and Springfield, 
Massachusetts; New York; 
Philadelphia; Pittsburgh; 
Washington, D.C.; Balti¬ 
more; Indianapolis; Hous¬ 
ton; San Antonio; Denver; 
Salt Lake City; Phoenix; 
Tucson; San Francisco; 
San Diego; Sacramento; 
Fresno (California); Seat¬ 
tle; Spokane; and Fair¬ 
banks, Alaska.

Power steering system 
not hard to maintain 


A power steering system 
is considerably more com¬ 
plex than a non-power 
system. But most power 
steering maintenance can 
be accomplished by the 
motorist or his service 
mechanic, and special 
tools usually are not re¬ 
quired. 

The heart of a power 
steering system is a hy¬ 
draulic pump that supplies 
the pressure to the wheels 
when you turn the steer¬ 
ing wheel. Power steering 
pumps rarely break down 
as long as you make sure 
they have the proper 
amount of power steering 
fluid to do the Job. Peri¬ 
odic checking of the fluid 
level is usually all that is 
necessary for regular 
maintenance.

Another item to check 
periodically Is the belt 
that connects the pump 
to the engine. If this belt 


should break, your entire 
power steering system will 
cease to function immedi¬ 
ately. 

When checking the fluid 
level and the drive belts, 
check the hoses that con¬ 
nect the pump to the 
other components In the 
system. Hoses should be 
firm and free of cracks. 
Connections should be 
tight and leak-free. Leak¬ 
age from hoses and con¬ 
nections in the system is 
the major cause of fluid 
loss, the main cause of 
power steering failure.

How can you tell if your 
power steering system 
needs attention? Usually 
the first sign Is either an 
unusual noise (squealing, 
chattering or knocking 
sound) or a change in the

(sluggishness, Jerkiness or 
a tendency to pull to one 
side).

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The new-model automo¬ 
biles arc running consider¬ 
ably cleaner than their 
older counterparts, accord¬ 
ing to results of the first 
phase of a Champion 
Spark Plug Company's 
survey of cars in the 
United States and Canada. 

David L, Walker, direc¬ 
tor of Champion's Auto¬ 
motive Technical Services

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Recipe for gasoline economy 
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Cyclists can also keep guard 


The typical person rid¬ 
ing a motorcycle today Is 
apt to be an accountant 
or a fashion designer on 
the way to the office or a 
family going to a picnic, 
yet the public's Image of 
the black leather-jacketed 
Marlon Brando still lingers 
as typical of the cyclist. 

To dispel this Image on 
behalf of the eight million 
cyclists (growing by an 
additional million yearly) 
and to represent the In¬ 
terests of the cycle makers, 
distributors and trade as¬ 
sociation, the Motorcycle 
Industry Council (MIC) 
lias been formed. 

The MIC's latest en¬ 
deavor, one it shares with 
the automotive industry, 
ts to work with govern¬ 
ment agencies such as the 
U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation and Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
on noise and air pollution 
reduction for cycles. 

Since the MIC speaks 
for more than 80 com¬ 
panies, it can present the 
industry's over-all views to 
the governmental agencies 
and works with them. 

One of the first concerns 
of the EPA in their re¬ 


search to determine sound 
levels for motorcycles was 
the level of technology 
available in the sound 
abatement area. Through 
the MIC they were en¬ 
couraged to visit various 
manufacturers' facilities. 

The manufacturers con¬ 
cerned were completely 
candid with the EPA offi¬ 
cials and actually demon¬ 
strated capabilities beyond 
those that were thought 
possible. 

The noise problem is 
primarily with the new 
motorcycles available, for 
all must meet existing 
noise level standards In 
many states. The problem 
is with modified exhaust 
systems Installed after the 
customer has purchased 
the machine. With this 
realization, the EPA has 
expanded its efforts be¬ 
yond controlling noise at 
the point of manufacture. 

Through MIC efforts, 
legislators realize that mo¬ 
torcycles are a legitimate 
recreation or transporta¬ 
tion vehicle and that the 
laws and regulations con¬ 
trolling the use of motor¬ 
cycles may well affect their 
neighbors if not them¬ 
selves.

As with so many other 
vital components on your 
ear, your windshield wip¬ 
ers are most likely to fail 
just when you need them 
the most — like during the 
next storm. 

In the summer, heat, 
smog, and even your serv¬ 
ice station attendant's 
windshield washer spray 
are working together to 
reduce the efficiency of 
your wiper system. It's no 
wonder, after sitting quiet¬ 
ly on your windshield and 
deteriorating day-in and 
day-out, that they often 
fall to do their job. 


Check when raining 

The best time to check 
your windshield wiper sys¬ 
tem is during a rainstorm. 
Or you can check it the 
next time you go through 
a car wash. You can also 
perform a good check 
while someone sprays your 
windshield with a garden 
hose. 

However you choose to 
check your wipers, you 
should check them on both 
the fast and slow speeds. 

If any trouble symptoms 
are present, you should 
replace as much of your 


wiper system as is neces¬ 
sary to eliminate the prob¬ 
lem. In many cases, all 
that is needed are new 
squeegees (the rubber 
parts that contact the 
windshield). 

Bcplurc both blnilc* 
When you do replace all 
or part of your wiper 
blades, make sure you re¬ 
place both sides at the 
same time. If one wiper is 
shot, it's a good bet the 
other one is about to go.

too. Safe vision during 
hazardous road conditions 
is too important to risk 
for a few dollars. 

Here are five visible or 
audible indicators that 
will signal the need for 
attention to your wind¬ 
shield wipers. Clear driv¬ 
ing vision is especially im¬ 
portant during the bad 
weather season. Check for 
the following signs of mal¬ 
functioning: 

1. STREAKING — arcs 
of unwiped moisture with¬ 
in the wiping area. 

2. HAZING — a thin, 
hard-to-see-through film 
covering most or all of the 
wiping area even after the 
blade has just been wiped. 

3. CHATTERING — a 
• stuttering" motion of the 
blade accompanied by a 
“chattering" noise as the 
blade sweeps across the 
windshield, with some 
areas left unwiped. 

4 SCALLOPING — a 
ragged outer edge in the 
wiping pattern. 

5. RATTLING — no vis¬ 
ible signs of problems, but 
the wiper blade sounds as 
if it were very loose. Can 
be reduced or eliminated 
by switching to polycar¬ 
bonate blades.

Driving at 
changing speed* i* un¬ 
economical — driving at 
a steady speed saves fuel. 


Do-it-yourself passers should have know-how too 


mends. 

Owners of older models 
with low compression en¬ 
gines may or may not be 
able to use unleaded fuel 
safely. Those who would 
like to try it are advised 
to buy a tankful. If there 
is no engine knock, then 
your car can use the fuel 
safely. But should you hear 
the knock, indicating pre- 
lgnitlon or detonation, 
then go back to your reg¬ 
ular brand of gasoline.

If the above seems to be 
the motto of a greater 
number of gasoline retail¬ 
ing outlets, then the facts 
of life are becoming more 
apparent. There Is a grow¬ 
ing trend toward s'elf-serv- 
ice gas stations where the 
customer pumps his own. 

Expensive fuel is a little 
cheaper to buy under the 
system. But the car owner 
who has counted on at¬ 
tendants to do simple 
maintenance jobs is out 
of luck. 

Car owners who habitu¬ 
ally buy gas at self-serve 
outlets should make sure 
they know how to check 
vital "life signs" of their 
cars. Then they should 
check at lenst weekly. Do¬ 
ing this requires a little 
knowledge of where to 
look and what to look for. 
If in doubt, such informa¬ 
tion Is contained in the 
car's Owner's Manual. 


For example, the proper 
level of oil In the crank¬ 
case Is Indispensable to 
proper engine operation. 
You should know where 


the dipstick Is located In 
your engine. Then know 
how to "read" the stick 
to determine whether your 
car has sufficient and 
clean oil.

Taxis help clean the air 


For all Its well publicized 
problems, New York City 
has made impressive prog¬ 
ress in at least one Im¬ 
portant area: air pollution 
caused by cabs, 

A year ago the Taxi and 
Limousine Commission 
started a program to make 
New York's medallion tax¬ 
is safe and environmen¬ 
tally efficient. And accord¬ 
ing to statistics compiled 
by the City of New York's 
Department of Air Re¬ 
sources and Bureau of 
Motor Vehicle Pollution 
Control, there has been a 
marked reduction in harm¬ 
ful emissions from the 
vehicles, and a wide vari¬ 
ety of dangerous mechan¬ 
ical defects has been cor¬ 
rected. 

Prior to the start of the 
annual check-up, hydro¬ 
carbons emitted from 
taxis In 1973 totalled 2,400 
tons. This was reduced to 
1,600 tons in 1974 after the 
program began. 

Carbon monoxide emis¬ 
sions went from 37,000 
tons in 1973 down to 21,000 
tons the following year. 

"Since 40 per cent of 
New York City vehicle air 
pollution comes from cabs, 
there was a very obvious 
need for such a program 
to control carbon monox¬ 
ide and other harmful 
emissions," said R. L. Gib- 
ney, President of Olson 
Laboratories which oper¬ 
ated inspection facilities. 

The taxis undergo a full 
range of safety and ex¬ 
haust emission tests. They

are also inspected for com¬ 
fort-related items. 

"The results have indi¬ 
cated that cabs which pass 
the test not only emit less 
hydrocarbons and carbon 


monoxide pollutants," Gib- 
ney stated, "but also show 
up to 10 per cent increase 
in fuel savings. When you 
consider that most taxis 
are driven 70,000 miles or 


more per year, this can be 
a significant cost savings 
for the operator and makes 
a substantial amount of 
gasoline available for oth¬ 
er motorists." 


Marvin Riesenbach, con¬ 
troller for Subaru of America, 
Inc. since 1972, has been named 
vice president-controller, it 
was announced by Harvey 
l.amm, president of SOA. 

"In addition to his respon¬ 
sibilities for accounting and 
data processing," said Lumm, 
"Riesenbach, the first SOA 
Vice President named since 
1970, will oversee the in¬ 


stallation of a nationwide 
Subaru distributor computer 
network.” 

Riesenbach, a member of the 
America Institute and New 
York Society of Certified 
Public Accountants, came to 
Subaru from the Information 
Company of America which he 
and several others founded in 
1968.

Corp. Riesenbach was vice 
president and treasurer of both 
companies. 

Riesenbach said the new 
SOA computer network will 
improve the efficiency of 
distributors' daily business 
operations and will initially be 
programmed for parts or¬ 
dering and shipping.

Harley, SOA's data processing 
manager, will be responsible 
for this computer development 
and will report to Risenbach.

"The creation of many 
new management positions is 
providing SOA with the depth 
necessary to handle its ex¬ 
panded business."

CHICKEN BREASTS IN CURRY SAUCE 
3 pounds chicken breasts 
l 2 cup all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon ginger 
one-third cup salad oil 

3 medium size apples 

4 medium size onions 

2 tablespoons curry powder 
1 tablespoon salt 

1 cup cblckeu broth 
i* cup sour cream 

Split chicken breasts. Mix flour and ginger in a paper 
bag. Add a few pieces of chicken to the bag and shake to

coat each piece. Preheat salad oil in a skillet. Brown the 
coated chicken on all sides. Peel, core and chop apples. 
Remove browned chicken from skillet and cook curry 
powder, apples, onions and salt in the drippings until onions 
are translucent. This takes about 15 minutes. Transfer 
onion-apple mixture to blender. Add 1 cup chicken broth. 
Cover and blend until smooth. Return sauce to skillet and 
heat until it bubbles. Reduce heat. Add browned chicken 
breasts, basting well with the curry sauce. Reduce heat to 
low and cook 30 to 45 minutes until chicken is tender. Stir in 
sour cream but do not let it boil. (Do this just before ser¬ 
ving.) Serve chicken breasts over plain or pineapple rice 
accompanied by fresh apple relish. Serves 6-8 

APPLE RELISH 

1 tablespoon butter or margarine 

4 medium onlous, peeled and sliced 

1 cup celery, coarsely chopped 

2 tablespoons candied ginger, finely chopped 

3 medium apples, peeled and cut in fine strips 

V* cup golden raisins 

one-third cup lemon juice 
cup honey 

Melt the butter in a large frying pan. Add the onions and 
celery. Cover and cook five minutes until soft but not 
browned Add the candied ginger, raisins, and apples. Stir 
in the lemon juice and cup honey. Mix well. Cook un¬ 
covered until apples begin to soften but are still firm — 
about 3-1 minutes. This will keep a week, covered in the 
refrigerator, or it can be frozen.

Seven years ago in July, 1969, 
Hans broke his neck in a diving 
accident at I«ike Cochitute in 
Natick. 

After nearly one year of 
hospitalization for the cervical 
fracture, Hans returned to the 
BU campus he had strolled as a 
freshman a year earlier. He 
returned in a wheelchair; his 
body was paralyzed from the 
neck down, his hands 
paralyzed, with but limited 
arm and wrist motion. 

As quadriplegic, he com¬ 
pleted his undergraduate 
schooling and was sub¬ 


sequently admitted to the law 
school at B U. 

One of Hans’ major ex¬ 
tracurricular activities during 
his school years has been 
coordinating efforts to 
stimulate government support 
of research of central nervous 
system regeneration — a 
possible cure to his paralysis. 

If this research is initiated 
and leads to a cure, hundreds 
of thousands of people would 
benefit: not only those such as 
Hans with spinal cord injuries, 
but also victims of stroke, 
certain forms of mental

retardation, cerebral palsy, 
multiple sclerosis’ epilepsy, 
etc. 

One thing is certain though, 
Hans’ legal education and 
background mean that he will 
not be a burden to society but 
will become a contributing, 
tax-paying citizen capable of 
making significant con¬ 
tributions to the betterment of 
society. 

Hans, by his example of 
courage, determination, true 
grit, and by overcoming almost 
insurmountable obstacles, 
creates by his achievement a 
message of hope for others.

Riding one of the island's 
bright red minibuses is a 
leisurely process. Their 
electric motors have a top 
speed of 35 miles an hour. With 
a full load of 20 passengers, the 
bus winds south down Main 
Street, unsoiled by dogs, 
through Ushaped buildings 
with step-like profiles and 
waterviews for the tenants. 

The bus continues to Black- 
well Park and the restored 


Blackwell colonial farmhouse, 
then around the area where 
Southtown is to be built. It will 
include a sports complex, 
shopping plazas, offices, 
hotels, restuarants and 
someday, maybe, a subway 
station. 

The living is generally plush. 
Rents range from $300-a- 
month for a one-room studio 
apartment in Island House to 
$850-a-month for a deluxe 
threebedroom layout in 
Westview, two of the four 
Northtown complexes. 

These complexes feature 
such amenities as private 
health clubs which have pools 
and saunas. They are tiered to 
provide spectacular views of 
the city skyline or to overlook 
landscaped courtyards. 

One is different. Eastwood 
would look out on Queens' less- 
than-beautiful waterfront — if 
you could look out. It has been 
built instead with the riverside 
closed off and the apartment 
windows face inner cour¬ 
tyards. 

Eastwood is government- 
subsidized housing for low to 
middle income families. It has 
amenities of a different sort. 
They are for the aged and the 
handicapped and include wider 
doorw r ays, lower sinks, ramps, 
and railings. 

Available to all are the tennis 
and basketball courts, the 
playgrounds, community cen¬ 
ters, day care centers, a 
combination elementary and 
junior high school and a $8 
million pneumatic garbage 
disposal system that whisks 
refuse from hallway chutes 
through tubes to a compacting 
siio and treatment plant. 

Serving now as an inter¬ 
denominational church and an 
arts and crafts center is the 
restored Chapel of the Good 
Shepard, built in 1889. 

Some early residents said 
living on the island was dif¬ 
ficult for lack of such things as 
a supermarket, post office and 
off-track betting parlors. Bui 
they are to open soon. 

Mrs. Sherrille Scales Jr., 
who lives in Northtown, is a 
typical Roosevelt Island 
booster.

Wage increases outrun 
rise in cost of living 


City and school employees' 
wage increases have been 
running at least 10 percent 
above the cost of living since 
1967 while tax rates have more 
than doubled, reports Ixtrenz 
F. Muther, Jr., executive 
director of the Newton Tax¬ 
payers’ Association. 

Muther presented figures 
showing that the cost of living 
has increased 72.5 percent 
since 1967, while salaries of 
firc-figiiters and policemen who 
had served three years or more 
have gone up 82.6 and 83.2 
percent, respectively, to 
$14,088 and $14,103 in 1976. 


The wages for laborers has 
gone from $2.62 to $4.82 an hour 
since 1967, Muther noted, an 
increase of 84.5 percent. 

Teachers' salaries, Muther 
said, have gone up an 
estimated 92.5 percent during 
the nine-year period. 

“This comparison does not 
even count the substantial 
increases in fringe benefits or 
modified working times or 
conditions," Muther added. 

But taxes have gone up even 
more, he points out. In 1967 
Newton real estate taxes were 
$76.20 and in fiscal 1976 taxes 
were $159.00, an increase of 
108.7 percent.

'Player Piano'a chore to watch

This review will be brief and to the 
point. The Boston Repertory Theater's 
"Player Piano" isn't very good, 

Written as a book in 1952 by Kurt 
Vonnegut, "Player Piano" is bis vision of 
a society where technology has rendered 
man's capabilities obsolete. Machines do 
everything. People have nothing but 
leisure time and don’t know what to do 
with it. One Dr. Paul Proteus rebels 


against this new electronic age, 

The adaptation from page to stage just 
does not work. Because 29 scenes would 
require an enormous wardrobe, the 
players wear T-shirls painted as suits, 
overalls, etc. On occasion it is difficult to 
tell the setting of a scene; what's worse, 
one might wonder why a particular scene 
is in the play at all. 

The acting, overall, is amateurish. One 
bright face in the crowd, though, is David

Joseph Wilkins isn’t bad as 
Proteus. Funny moments are provided by 
Robin Brecker on occasion and Pierre 
Vuilleumler as Mr. Haycox in Act II.

Unfortunately, the 
pace begins to drag in the middle of the 
first act and never fully recovers. Masks, 
designed by Joseph Wilkins were not 
more effective than being able 
to "create" new characters without 
getting additional actors.

'Green thumb” decorating 


Plants have gained tremendous 
popularity as decorative 
elements in apartments, homes 
and offices. Their use depends on 
personal taste, budget and an 
individual's “green thumb’’ 
abilities. 

There are some excellent books 
available at the library, and most 
florists will be happy to advise 
you once you discuss with them 
the light available in your home 
for good growth. 

Proper light for house plants 
can be a tricky matter. Many 
foliage plants cannot tolerate 
direct sunlight; their leaves will 
burn if they get too much. On the 
other hand, flowering plants, 
cacti and succulents will not 
bloom without enough direct 
sunlight. 

If you live in a city apartment 
where natural light is not plen¬ 
tiful, both fluorescent and special 
lights are often adequate. Be sure 
to check first with your local 
greenhouse. 

Before nuying, always check 
the five major requirements for a 
plant—light, water, soil com¬ 
position, temperature and 
humidity. Also find out if the 
plant is tempered or conditioned 
to a life indoors. If a plant has 
been living out of doors, the shock 
of change without a period in a 
greenhouse will be very 
discouraging as leaves will 
yellow and fall, and you'll have to 
nurse it through a period of ad¬ 
justment. 

If you are just getting into the 
botanical thing, you may wonder 
how to decorate “tastefully" with 
plants. Although there are no 
rules as such, you want your 
plants to look like they “belong" 
in your particular decor. 

Whatever the advice from 
fricnd-and-florist and your own 
inclinations, plants can be mixed 
or matched...but, if your fur¬ 
nishings are predominantly of the 
following styles, interior 
designers have these 
suggestions. 

lor exotic settings. Paradise 
Palms, iHoweia forsteriana) are 
easy to grow. Time was when 
these palms were status symbols 
and greatly sought af¬ 
ter, .perhaps because of their 
rarity and the fact that such 
plants could not be shipped from 
far-off ports successfully. Today, 
thanks to modern transportation 
and improved chemical 
technology, many varieties of 
tropical flora are widely 
available. Plams require 


relatively little light, they’re 
reasonable, and they grow to 
dramatic heights that vary from 
2- l i to G feet. 

Boston Perns (nephrolepis 
cordifolia) are beautifully suited 
to elegant or traditional interiors. 
Big jardinieres of feathery ferns 
add romantic touches of 
greenery; they "sentimentalize" 
a room. Perms love high humidity 
and cool temperatures but should 
be kept away from drafts and air 
conditioners which take moisture 
out of the air. Curtains or blinds 
are a good idea if a fern is in front 
of a window, Four or five feet 
back from a sunlit window would 
be best placement. 

If you're an Early American 


buff. Grape Ivy (Cissus rhom- 
bifolia) is perfect. It's very 
adaptable and can be used in the 
very popular hanging baskets, in 
centerpieces, dry sinks, etc. Easy 
to grow, Grape Ivy is medium 
light requiring, relatively inexpe 
sive, and varies from 2 inches to 3 
feet in size. 

Spanish or Mediterranean 
decors look more authentic with 
the luxuriant Corn plant 
(Dracaena) around. Its cost is 
determined by the variety and 
the quality, and the size can vary 
from 10 inches to 15 feet! 
Dracaena is easy to grow 
because it requires low to 
medium light, and its water 
needs are moderate.

Some historic diamonds 


A 44carat yellow diamond 
known as the Major Bowes 
diamond was originally owned by 
the famed radio personality, who 
originated the “Amateur Hour" 
show. He willed it to Cardinal 
Spellman. The stone passed 
through several more hans and 
was stolen in 1958 from a Florida 
gem dealer. It has never been 
recovered. 

The largest diamond ever 
found in North America is the 
Uncle Sam, weighing 40.23 
carats. It was unearthed in 1924 
from the so-called "Crater of 
Diamonds" in Arkansas. The 
Uncle Sam was cut into several 
diamonds, one of which was a 
14.42 carat gem, now owned by a 


New York jewelry firm. Its worth 
probably is over $50,000. 

The Eisenhower is the name of 
a diamond that in its rough form 
actually resembled the 
president's profile. The 3.11 carat 
gem was found near 
Murlfreesboro. Arkansas, in 1957. 
Its owner, Mrs. Ruth McRae of 
Texas, wears it in its natural 
form as a pendant. 

The Dewey was one of the first 
diamond discoveries in the 
United States. The gem, weighing 
23.75 carats, was discoveredln 
1884 by Benjamin Moore at 
Manchester, Virginia. He sold it 
to Capt. Samuel W. Dewey, a 
geologist and mineralogist, for 
$1500.
